| hose of us who are fascinated by 

houses share, I suspect, a secret 

curiosity about how other people 

live. I know I often pause on a 
city sidewalk, struck by a chance glimpse 
/of a chandelier-lit living room, caught up 
‘in the picture of life in a grand town 
house. It’s in summer, however, that I’m 
_able to indulge my fantasy of “trying on” 
‘another person’s life when I rent a little 
|cottage somewhere. 

My motivation for renting, I tell my- 
self, is to seek refuge in the country. But I 
‘suspect the real reason has to do with a 
chance to “play house” in a home very 
‘different from my own. This year, my 
husband and I will be spending some 
‘time in a stone fisherman’s cottage off the 
coast of Maine. And I’ll have a chance, 
once again, to creep like Goldilocks into 
inviting rooms and test out vintage rock- 
ing chairs and dream in someone else’s 
four-poster bed. 

However, perfect summer houses are 
very difficult to find. As has been the 
case for me, leases are signed because a 
house’s setting is breathtaking or its 


proximity to the beach is seductive ... 
though the interior may be far from ide- 
al. It’s easy to rationalize the situation by 
saying summer is for being outside. But 
summer is also for exercising your hid- 
den sense of style—and there’s no better 
decorating laboratory than an in-need-of- 
help summer house. 

My first rule about rentals is to put 
everything you don’t like in the closet. If 
that fills up quickly, pile lamps, pictures 
or whatever doesn’t suit your taste be- 
hind a painted folding screen as designer 
Carolyn Guttilla’s daughter does. A pro 
at renting, she takes three sets of comb- 
painted folding screens to each new 
house and uses them for everything from 
dividing rooms to covering up a radiator 
to creating colorful backdrops. 

I always pack the car with an armload 
of pretty sheets to tie over big armchairs 
sofas and bed headboards (see “The Irre- 
pressible Slipcover,” pages 88 to 95, for 
lots of ideas). If 1 don’t like the curtains, I 
simply take them down, fold them care- 
fully and then drape inexpensive white 
gauze over the rods. One of the fastest 
ways to freshen a room is to trade weary 
lampshades for new white paper ones 
from the local dime store. For unattrac- 
tive ceiling fixtures, a quick remedy is 
Japanese white paper shades. What a 
world of difference they make! 

To dress up deck chairs, I bring along 
big, thirsty terry towels in a rainbow of 
bright colors and wrap them around pil- 
lows or simply drape them over webbed 
seating as an instant “slipcover.”’ With a 
pretty quilt on the living room wall and 
pastel rag rugs to brighten the floor, my 
rental already feels like home! 

What I never worry about in decorat- 
ing a summer house is re-creating a ‘‘to- 
gether” city look. After all, if summer is 
for barefoot living, why shouldn’t deco- 
rating be equally carefree? With fun as 
the inspiration, look around you. Pick an 
armload of beautiful grasses and turn 


them into heart-shaped wreaths by wir- 
ing them to bent coat hangers. Search the 
beach for the perfect sculptural piece of 
driftwood. 

Sometimes the absence of traditional 
decorating accessories can lead to charm- 
ing inventions. A friend of mine recruited 
a ladder from his shed as a stand for 
“found objects’ collected on long beach 
walks. Another designer I know created 
a living artwork. He took Polaroid pho- 
tos of all his visitors and mounted them 
on the wall. By the end of the summer, 
he had a lively collage of memories. 

The most important thing to remem- 
ber about decorating a summer house is 
that it doesn’t have to be “‘you’’—at least 
not “you” in the way you're used to 
thinking of yourself. Now is your chance 
to silence that little voice that says, “I’m 
too sensible for ruffles and lace’ or 
“white is impractical.”” Try an all-white 
scheme or indulge in Victorian fussiness. 
You may not be able to repaint your 
rental, especially in a far-out color like 
hot pink, but if that’s your fantasy, never 
fear. Hang a bright solid-colored sheet on 
your wall, tacking it every two feet and 
draping it ever so slightly. For inspira- 
tion see the classical wall draping design- 
er Robert K. Lewis created in the house 
on page 61. 

In decorating a summer house, you’re 
not aiming for civilization but exhilara- 
tion—a carefree spirit that greets you 
when you wander in from the beach, a 
picnic or a long hike in the woods. Treat 
your summer house as a fantasy, a very 
special place where you can discover a 
different side of yourself. @

I then asked Mrs. Mottahedeh 
to describe how she looks at an 
object. “I ask myself two ques- 
tions: ‘What can be added to it 
and what can be taken away?’ 
The Chinese have taught the 
world that to reveal the flow of 
good design you have to get rid 
of all the stupid surface detail. 
We at Mottahedeh are now about 
to start reproducing some Sung 
pieces of the tenth century. 
Nothing could be added to these 
marvelous’ shapes, nothing 
should be taken away from the 
restrained decoration, not a 
brushstroke.”’ 

Mrs. Mottahedeh went on to 
describe modern trends in col- 
lecting. ““We can show all the dif- 





extraordinary success. Without skipping 
a beat she replied that it stemmed from 
curiosity. “It isn’t a matter of having had 
a wonderful education. You can feel gen- 
uine love for something without necessar- 
ily knowing anything about it. And it 
isn’t particularly a matter of exposure 
either. You do have to be curious, howev- 
er. And you have to be so curious that 
you actually find yourself learning with- 
out meaning to. Love and curiosity are 
great motivators.” 

How did she begin her lifelong learn- 
ing? “‘Rafi brought in some pieces of Ira- 
nian pottery one afternoon and asked me 
what I thought of the stuff. I was a young 
interior designer then working for the 
best Park Avenue firm, and I just told 
him I thought it was awful. He then 
asked me how I would improve the form 
and the decoration. Well... 
I needed. From that point on I began to 
study the history of ceramics. That his- 
tory has led me to 90 countries, has filled

has been through all together in a room. 
A few really telling pieces can do it. We 
can and do mix Sung with Mayan with 
modern Scandinavian when we're dis- 
playing pottery.

n the Fourth of July my father 
always put out the flags and 
made a pot of clam chowder. It 
was, as he called it, “the begin- 

ning of the chow-da season.” For me 

it was the beginning of summertime in 

New England. 

This July festivity was my father’s 
act, his specialty. He even had his 
clams auditioned, as he had an agent. 
A friend just happened to be a clam 
inspector and so my father and his pot 
only received the most plump, the 
most succulent clams around. 

Every weekend, from July 4 on, my 
father dove into that pot and made 
the best clam chowder in all of Massa- 
chusetts. At least that’s how he billed 
it. He even had a costume. It was a 
long white apron he bought from the 
local butcher when butchers still wore 
straw boaters and paper cuffs. 

Yet aside from my father’s Satur- 
day sortie into chowder, he didn’t 
much invade the kitchen. Still there 
was a fixed menu every weekend. My 
mother, good 1930s wife that she was, 
cooked it, but I feel my father or- 
dained it. There was fish every Friday, 
baked beans, soaked the night over, 
for Saturday supper. And before 
church on Sunday my father lavished 
cold beans on bread for breakfast. 
Sunday dinner was roast chicken or a 
lovely leg of lamb. 

It doesn’t sound like a very original 
menu, and I never took to my father’s 
bean sandwiches, but it was comfort- 


ing, as childhood food often is. We 
knew what to expect. We also knew 
never to speak at the dinner table if 


the baseball scores were on the radio 
at the same time. The Red Sox were 


as important to my father as the in- 
gredients of his chowder. 

His chowder is never touched by 
tomatoes, as in Manhattan. Heaven 
forbid, that’s sacrilege. Clam chowder 
means heavy cream and fine onions, 
diced potatoes and the more clams the 
merrier. I never even give it the com- 
pany of a cracker. We like our chow- 
der rich and pure. 

In a way I’m a renegade from my 
New England heritage, moving to 
Maryland, but not when it comes to 
chowder. In the summer I make my 
father’s Massachusetts chowder, and 
what’s more, when I make Maryland 
oyster stew in the winter, I always 
add, on the sly, bottled clam juice. It’s 
my small wave to my father, and it 
makes a// the difference. At least I 
like to think so. 

And now Id like to present my 
father’s chowder: 


1 cup finely diced onions 

1/4 pound lean diced salt pork 

3 tablespoons butter 

3 cups chicken stock 

1-1/2 pounds potatoes, peeled and diced, 
about 3 cups . 

1 bay leaf 

3 dozen clams, shucked and their juice 

1 cup bottled clam juice 

3 cups milk 

1 cup heavy cream 


Salt and pepper to taste 


Sauté onions and salt pork in butter 
until onions are soft. Add stock, pota- 
toes, bay leaf and pepper. Cover, bring 
to a boil and simmer 10 minutes. Pota- 
toes should remain crisp.

In one small town, they were 
invited to a birthday banquet. 

“Thinking to show interest in 
everything,’ she writes, “I asked 
about each dish as it was brought 
to our table, family-style. 

“Dish by dish, I discovered I 
was looking at bear lips, monkey 
brains, fried bats, chicken feet 
soup... Even the wine was made 
from snake blood. 

“T found myself quite unable to 
lift my chopsticks. An uneasy 
silence and lack of eye contact 
became noticeable at our table. 
Finally a waiter brought a classic 
steamed fish, such as might be 








served in a Chinese restaurant in 
America. With relief, I ate. 

“T’ll never forget what happened 
next. My entire table, and the 
waiters, too, broke into applause.” 

Back home in Ohio, our friend 
decided to buy a Chinese dining 
table to encourage herself to de- 
velop amore adventurous appetite.

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WHETHER IT COST YOU A LOT OR A LITTLE, 
THE ART THAT YOU HANG ON YOUR WALL DESERVES

he attic of my country house is 
filled with the overflow from 
the closets in my city apart- 
ment. But even attics have lim- 
itations, so recently my husband and 
I began poring through stacks of 
boxes and cartons to decide what 
items could be used, what should 
remain in storage and, alas, what 
must finally go to charity. 

Being in the art business, I have 
purchased or been given many 
pieces there is just no wall space 
for—until now, when faced with 
the decision of either hanging a 
piece or finding another home for 
it. Preservation is part of the prob- 
lem. Attic conditions—mainly the 
unstable temperatures—are 
conducive to long life for most art 
that is either in need of a frame or 
already in an old one. 

Rummaging through the attic we 
uncovered a small pastel drawing, a 
long-ago gift from friends living 
abroad—not a valuable piece but 
one rich in sentiment. Also there 
was a print my daughter loved; it was 
done by a little-known New England art- 
ist and showed horses grazing. Anything 
resembling a horse has significance in my 
family, so it was time to do something 
with this print.

In my home as in any home where 
visual stimuli abound, frames take on 
special importance. Good framing can re- 
duce the contrast between what is impor- 
tant and valuable, and what is treasured 
by a family but is less significant. It can 
also define space for the art or object, 
separate it from furnishings and architec- 
tural details and create a setting for look- 
ing at the work. 

Dennis Florio is a New York City 
framing and installation consultant 
whose impeccable and demanding taste 
when dealing with any kind of object has 
endeared him to me as well as to art 
dealers, other corporate art advisers and 
private collectors around the country. 
Mr. Florio puts the question in perfect 
perspective: “Anything can look good 


when placed in the right frame— 

that’s my business.” 

How to find this kind of expert 
framing advice that Dennis Florio 
offers a client? Often from the art 
source itself. If you purchase from 
artists or galleries, ask their recom- 
mendations. They usually know 
who does quality work in their area. 
Before you frame, however, it’s im- 
portant to know what you’ve got. If 
it’s an heirloom from your attic or 
an historical piece from a country 
auction, for example, you’d be wise 
to call a local museum or exhibition 
space for advice. If you’ve shot the 
moon and purchased a piece that 
requires an antique frame or fram- 
ing that reflects a specific period, a 
curatorial department at a muse- 
um—American painting, for exam- 
ple, or European painting—should 
be able to direct you to framers who 
stock these items. In New York 
City, Julius Lowy Framing and Re- 
storing Company and APF, Inc., 
provide every conceivable kind of 
frame. 

When framing historical work, APF 
vice-president Siggy Schatz says, “We of- 
ten try to re-create a frame the way the 
artist would have made it or wanted it.” 
Although historical accuracy is one an- 
swer, professionals like Messrs. Florio 
and Schatz stress that there is more than 
one suitable framing solution for every 
work of art. The so-called right frame is a 
response to expert advice, personal taste 
and the space the work will occupy. 

Two basic methods are used to place 
art in a frame: floating it on rag board so 
the entire work is visible, or surrounding 
it with a mat. An island mat surrounds a 
work but doesn’t touch it; a window mat 
covers part of a work without obscuring 
important any identification mark. 

Matting can be any size. You'll find 
that a very wide mat can set off a small

When framing anything that has artis- 
tic, monetary or sentimental value (such | 
as the two works resurrected from my) 
attic), always use museum- or archival- 
quality materials. Matting materials oth-| 
er than 100 percent natural fibers—linen, | 
silk or pure rag cotton—contain chemi-) 
cal fibers that cause paper to stain and 
spot. Thus, all materials that actually 
touch the art should be non-acidic. (This 
is called conservation framing.) In addi- 
tion, art should never be cut, folded or 
altered in any way to fit a frame. A frame 
should fit the art, not the reverse. 

For children’s art and inexpensive re- 
productions, low-cost framing and do-it- 
yourself kits make sense. Those large- 
edition posters that come from cultural 
institutions or announce public events 
can be set off with metal section frames 
(cheaper than welded metal) or by a pro- 
cess called shrink wrapping, in which the 
poster is laid on a board and enclosed 
tightly in a clear acetate skin. 

Anything you own that is worth dis- 
playing deserves an appropriate setting. 
For art and any other object that requires 
a frame, no matter how much or how 
little you paid for it, the frame is an 
integral element of that setting. The more

By CLAIRE WHITCOMB — 
hether or not it’s April and blue- 
bonnet season, you scarcely need 
an excuse to head out from 
Houston to Texas’s farm roads. 
here, in little towns where time holds its 
breath, you can pick up the scent of a 
ascinating true-west story. Rather than 
John Wayne-style cowboys, it stars the 
exas Germans, who flocked to the Lone 
Star State from the 1830s to about the 
1870s. Though some of their adventures 
ould be the stuff of Hollywood, theirs is 
pasically a quiet tale given voice by fine 
furniture, painted finishes and a rich dec- 
orative arts legacy. 

The Germans numbered 7,000 in 1850. 
hough they comprised only about six 
percent of Texas’s population, they ac- 
counted for a-full third of its cabinetmak- 
ers. Obviously their European appren- 
ticeships served them well. So did their 
determination to re-create their old 
orld anew, complete with graceful Bie- 
ermeier tables and stenciled borders 
around hand-hewn parlors. 
My first stop on the trail of their heri- 
tage was Round Top, two hours north- 
est of Houston on Farm Road 1457. 
ith a population of 87, Round Top is 
the kind of sleepy town where pickup 
‘rucks and Old West porches remind you 
of The Last Picture Show. Sheep graze 
putside of Pam’s Hair Fashions; the 
screen door on Klump’s Grocery, be- 









decked with vintage Coca-Cola signs, 
swings shut with a timeless echo. 

You almost aren’t surprised when you 
come upon a split-rail fence and an en- 
clave of log cabins in the center of town. 
This is Henkel Square, a restored village 
run by the Texas Pioneer Arts Founda- 
tion. As quiet and unpretentious as 
Round Top, it’s one of the crown jewels 
of Texas regional decorative arts. 

You enter Henkel Square, which is 
open daily from noon to 5 P.M. (admis- 
sion, $2; children, $1), through an apoth- 
ecary shop. Before you is a circle of 15 
buildings—and a short course on the pos- 
sibilities of log cabin design. The crude, 
probably slave-built c. 1850 Phelps house 
contrasts with the stately, two-story c. 
1840 Muckleroy home, complete with a 
breezeway, front and back porches. 

You’re guided through the square by a 
docent and you may find a number of 
Houstonians on your tour. Many “‘city 
folk” are restoring old German farm 
houses in the Round Top area as country

homes. The reason they make pilgrim- 
ages to study Henkel Square is the beauty 
of its details: false painted bricks decorate 
one of its porches, laundry bluing colors 
a log kitchen, elaborate stenciling re-cre- 
ates wallpaper in a bedroom. 

Plain, unadorned walls seem to have 
gone against the sensibility of the Ger-

mans in this area. In the absence of mold- 
ings and stenciling, they embellished with 
three and even four colors of paint—one 
to simulate a chair rail, a second for the 
dado and window trim, a third for the 
walls and perhaps a fourth for the ceiling. 

I was fortunate to have as my guide 
Mrs. Faith Bybee, who with her late hus- 
band, Charles, founded Henkel Square 
about 30 years ago. A familiar Round 
Top figure, Mrs. Bybee is fearless in her 
brown jeep and untiring as a preserva- 
tionist. As she looks around, one eye is 
always on the past. ‘““You.can just imag- 
ine the Indians coming over that hill,” 
she tells me at one point. Indeed, when 
she first saw Henkel’s neglected house in 
the 1950s that feeling must have been 
even stronger. 

Then navigable only by dirt roads, the 
Round Top area was still filled with 
many descendants of the original Ger- 
man settlers. Then, too, the furniture 
they crafted abounded, though often rele- 
gated to back rooms and barns. In the 
1950s and °60s uncovering the area’s 
wealth of regional antiques was a process 
of groping in the dark. “In the beginning, 
no one realized there was any sort of 
body of Texas-style furniture,” says Da- 
vid Warren, collections and exhibitions 

(Continued on page 49) 
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curator of the Houston Museum of Fine 
Arts and co-author of the 1975 Texas 
Furniture, still the Lone Star antiques 
collectors’ bible. 

“We've all learned so much since we 
began,” says Mrs. Bybee. She’s still learn- 
ing, too, about the way she thinks Henkel 
Square should be—trading a late bed for 
an early one, planning a folk art room, 
thinking about removing wallpaper in a 
kitchen. One out-of-place item she won’t 
remove, however, is the Ohio settle in the 
Schuhmann house. Since the piece so 
strongly resembles a Texas German 
work, Mrs. Bybee was initially fooled as 
to its provenance. “I keep it here as a 
lesson,” she says, noting that many Mis- 
souri and Louisiana pieces are also being 
mistaken as Texan. She adds with a 
smile, “I’ve gotten my money’s worth of 
pleasure in telling its story.” 

If you spend a little time walking 
around Round Top, you'll see that Mrs. 
Bybee’s passion for pioneer arts extends 
well beyond Henkel Square. Head to- 
wards the 1866 whitewashed Bethlehem 
Lutheran church, southwest of the town 
square, and you'll see two tiny log build- 
ings connected by a roof. These are the 
once-lost forts of Stephen F. Austin who, 
with a brave band of followers, settled 
Texas in the 1820s. Found under an area 
barn, these forts were restored by Mrs. 
Bybee. Continue down the road and 
you'll pass the home of the church’s or- 
gan maker, a cigar factory, a buggy shop 
and other buildings in various stages of 
restoration. None are open to the public 
as yet, but all have been taken under 
Mrs. Bybee’s wing. 

Though Round Top is the quintessen- 
tial small town, it’s no stranger to sophis- 
tication. Just north of the city limit on 
Farm Road 2714, you’ll see what appears 
to be a grand barn on a rise. Actually, it’s 
a concert hall and the pride of the Festi- 
val Hill music school, founded by world- 
class pianist James Dick. Year-round 
there are excellent concerts. For details, 
write Festival Hill at Round Top, PO 
Box 89, Round Top, TX 78954. 

Four miles from Round Top is the 
Winedale Historical Center (open Mon- 
day through Saturday, 10 A.M. to 6 P.M.; 
Sundays, noon to 6 P.M.) with docent-led 
tours available on the weekends or by 
reservation (admission, $2). Founded by 
another great collector, the late Miss Ima 
Hogg, whose Bayou Bend estate is now 
part of The Houston Museum of Fine 
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Arts, Winedale shows the German arts at 
one of their finest flowerings. 

Its two showstopper restorations, the 
1855 Lewis-Wagner and 1861 McGre- 
gor-Grimm houses, are quite a contrast 
to Henkel Square’s more humble pioneer 
homes. Aside from their large scale and 
sophistication, what’s most striking 
about them is their interior paint. Free- 
hand borders of morning glories, roses 
and a host of flowers rim a room in each 
house. In a parlor, floral motifs exuber- 
antly extend to the ceiling; in a sitting 
room they comprise an over-mantel mu- 
ral. Interestingly, all this decorative 
painting is the handiwork of the same 
artist, hired to work on two houses that 
were originally located miles apart. 

Also remarkable are the luscious pastel 
colors of the walls. In the McGregor- 
Grimm house, for example, the entry’s 
rosewood- and oak-grained doors open 
onto a sky-blue hall decorated with 
trompe l'oeil pillars. Upstairs and down 
are two breathtakingly pink bedrooms 
and a third in peppermint-green. Wine- 
dale’s houses are also notable for their 
Texas furniture, most of which was col- 
lected by Miss Ima, as its founder is 
affectionately known. 

If you’re hungry for lunch, you can 
grab a burger (and a quick game of pool) 
at Wagner’s, the only outpost of civiliza- 
tion on the unpaved road that leads to 
Winedale. Or you can take a picnic and 
wander along the center’s nature trail. I 
retraced my steps back to Round Top 
because it was Saturday and the sign over 
Birkelbach’s Café proclaimed that Satur- 
day and Sunday were the only days for 
barbecue. Consequently, the café was 
hopping. It offers beef, pork, sausage or 
chicken barbecue, served German style 
with noodles, sauerkraut, beans and won- 
derful homemade bread. 

When is the best time to head to Wine- 
dale and Round Top? April, of course, is 
the time for bluebonnets, house tours and 
the fine Round Top antiques show, also 
held in the first week in October. For 
details write Emma Lee Turney, An- 
tiques Productions, PO Box 66402, 
Houston, TX 77006. In summer at Wine- 
dale there’s a Shakespeare festival held in 
a converted barn. For a schedule write 
the Winedale Historical Center, PO Box 
11, Round Top, TX 78954. 

Any season 1s fine to try your hand at 
antiquing. Though Texas pieces are now 
hard to come by, the following dealers 
are worth a visit: The Daisy Antiques in 
Round Top; Ann Hundley’s and Aggie’s

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Antiques in Bellville; Nancy’s Antiques 
and Catherine Newton Antiques in Bren- 
ham and The Hackberry Tree in Chap- 
pell Hill, next door to Stagecoach Inn, a 
house museum. 

After Round Top, I wandered towards 
San Antonio, where I stayed at the aptly 
named La Mansion del Rio. Looking out 
at the very Spanish river walk from my 
window, I seemed a world away from the 
German culture I was pursuing. Howev- 
er, San Antonio’s King William historic 
district pays tribute to the prosperity the 
Germans found in the New World. Its 
impressive homes range from Roman- 
esque to Greek Revival to gingerbread. 
Though currently well kept, as recently 
as the 1960s many were run down or 
divided into low-income apartments. 
Their restoration is due largely to the 
efforts of the San Antonio Conservation 
Society. Stop in at its Italianate head- 
quarters at 107 King William Street for a 
free walking tour brochure of the area. 
Also ask to see Michael Moss’s exquisite- 
ly crafted renditions of early Texas 
pieces. His candlestands, chests, benches 
and lanterns range from $200 to $700. 


For Texas antiques, visit Horse of a 
Different Color at 140 W. Sunset Road. 
Run by Fred Pottinger and Tom Messer, 
it’s marked only by a sign with a horse at 
the road. Up a driveway are three su- 
perbly designed buildings with an unusu- 
ally large share of old Texas pieces. 

From San Antonio, I drove a half hour 
north to New Braunfels, a city where 
German was virtually the only language 
spoken as recently as the 1920s. My first 
stop was the Sophienburg Museum. Its 
exhibits recount the travails of the town’s 
founder, Prince Carl of Solms-Braunfels, 
and 200 German immigrants. A member 
of a group of German nobles who went 
into the business of bringing their poorer 
compatriots to Texas, Prince Carl arrived 
in the New World to find his deeded land 
deep in Comanche country. Scrambling 
quickly, he came up with a small tract 
that is now New Braunfels. However, the 
immigrants received only 10 of the 320 
acres they’d been promised. And there 
were no signs of the schools, churches, 
tools and livestock that had helped lure 
them from the fatherland. Though Prince 
Carl’s agreement stipulated that any un- 
happy immigrants would be provided 
with a passage back to Germany, all 
stayed, enduring disease and hardship

and producing a number of extremely 
fine cabinetmakers. 

One of the most noteworthy was Jo- 
hann Jahn, whose child’s rocker and 
chest are at the Sophienburg Museum. 
His works are also exhibited in the re- 
stored Lindheimer House at 489 Comal 
Street and in the Baetge House and the 
just-opened Museum of Texas Hand-— 
made Furniture, both at Conservation 
Plaza on Church Hill Drive. All offer 
superb examples of Texas craftsmanship. 

For me, the story of Texas’s German 
culture ended with the half-timbered 
houses that line the streets of New 
Braunfels (an excellent walking tour 
booklet is $2 at the Sophienburg Muse- 
um). But it continues in Fredericksburg _ 
with its excellent historical society and > 
Sunday houses, used as weekend resi- 
dences when Germans from outlying 
farms came in for church. It continues, 
too, in a host of small towns. Names like 
Schertz, Kerrville, New Ulm offer overt 
clues as to their heritage, but there are 
many others to explore, from Fayetteville 
to Industry. A good guide book to help 
you plan your route: Hill Country, by 
Richard Zelade. It’s $12 by mail from the

“On summer evenings we ad- 
journ to the front porch swing or rock- 
er, talk to our neighbors and listen to 
the crickets, just as people have always 
done here,’ says Ms. Wickens about 
their 1890 house, which faces one of 
the main streets of a tiny Blue Ridge 
Mountain town. 

Like so many buildings of its vin-, 
tage, oriented toward the street, this 
frame house had no back porch and 
few windows facing the magnificent 
mountains. “The best view was from a 
window above the kitchen sink,” says 
Ms. Wickens, “‘so we moved the kitch- 
en into the old dining room and 
knocked out other small rooms to 
make one large family-dining room.” 
New windows and a double door

She’s 
already out working every morning in 
summer when [| get up—an inspiration 
to us all!” 

As simple and unpretentious as the 
owners’ vacation style is the decorating 
in all rooms—inspired, Ms. Wickens 
explains, by Victorian front porches.

Ultramodern decorating takes a decidedly classic 
turn when a master of design’s new furniture 


It takes experience and a knowing eye 
to recognize an opportunity to play 
matchmaker. Robert K. Lewis saw it 
right away when House Beautiful asked 
him to decorate the prestigious Epaph- 
roditus Champion House (below) in 
East Haddam, Conn., with the new Fa- 
cade Collection designed by John F. 
Saladino for Baker Furniture. On the 
house’s side were its Georgian prove- 
nance, exquisite woodwork and panel- 
ing, twin parlors and a handsome entry 
(opposite). On the furnishings’ side was 
an avant-garde collection that reflects

Mr. Saladino’s love for Palladian lines 
and classicism. Mr. Lewis also selected 
pieces from Baker’s Stately Homes Col- 
lection to complement the house’s own 
era. The mix was a match. 

Having just returned from a tour of 
London’s country houses, Mr. Lewis 
had been particularly impressed by the 
Georgian architect and designer Robert 
Adam. Like Adam, Mr. Lewis saw his 
own opportunity to interpret the clas- 
sics.

he house posed a great chal- 

lenge,” says Robert K. Lewis. “I 

was so strongly influenced by 

what I’d seen in England—au- 
thentic neoclassic decorating of domes- 
tic interiors—that I felt I had to carry 
out in the American style what neoclas- 
sicism signifies today. It means color, it 
means a love for the pure geometry of a 
room, it means keeping lines clean, it 
means accessorizing with the skill and 
patience of a collector. All this was 
reflected in the Saladino pieces in the 
Facade group and in the Stately Homes 
pieces we decided to use. 

“For example, the house had twin 
parlors, side by side. One we did up as a 
library (opposite) while the other we did 
as a high-style parlor. From the Facade 
Collection we chose a desk and a bar 


for their sculptural qualities.”” The bar’s 
design is patterned after the 15th-centu- 
ry Palazzo Rucellai in Florence; its ex- 
terior is taken from that building’s clas- 
sic rusticated stone. The leather-topped 
writing table is also designed after stone 
plinths found in Greek and Roman ar- 
chitecture. Mr. Saladino’s version of a 
vitrine is the glass-paneled porcelain 
cabinet (below) in the living room. Says 
Robert Lewis, “well-upholstered arm- 
less chairs and sofas feel right at home 
in this setting... as comfort always 
does.”

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lways working with the bold ar- 
chitectural elements in a room— 
a fireplace, full- and over-mantel 
paneling and rich, multi-edged 
cornices—Robert K. Lewis accentuated 
the house’s high-style Georgian charac- 
ter. In the dining room (opposite) high 
ceilings look and feel even higher due to 
Mr. Lewis’s use of one low-level scale 
of furniture: The buffet-sideboard (be- 
low), the dining table and the tub dining 
chairs are almost all the same height. 
Increasing the modern sense of space, 
he left the floor bare but dressed it with 
handsome 20-inch marbleized octagons 
accentuated with smaller diamonds 
painted in a soft shade of apricot. The 


large blocks harmonize with the traver- 
tine-topped buffet, blending also with 
the subtle gray of the painted paneling. 
Pub chairs add a sense of solidity. 

The “mix” in this room combines a 
glass and metal dining table with chairs 
upholstered in Cowtan & Tout’s Dover 
cotton to match the balloon shades.

how do you begin to uncover 
your style in its huge volume of 
pages? That’s a problem the Kouler- 
moses faced. Should they opt for steal- 
the-show deco sofas, classic English 
chairs or primitive country pieces? To 
resolve the question, they focused not 
on decorating style but on lifestyle. 
Comfort was clearly a top priority. 
Weekday city dwellers, they wanted to 
curl up and relax in their barn retreat. 
Thus they placed well-pillowed uphol- 
stery at the top of their decorating 
list—and built a scheme around it. 
Next they chose pastel rugs to define 
the living areas and skirted tables for a 
soft counterpoint to the bold geometry 
of the barn’s dark beams.

Allthe romantic charm of an English cottage— 
beamed ceiling, stone-patterned floor, 
cabinets with stripped-pine finish— 
was created with standard materials 
and kitchen equipment 


One of the big questions in any 
kitchen remodeling is “‘Is it possi- 
ble to create a truly smashing 
kitchen without the hassle and ex- 
pense of specially designed equipment, 
exotic cabinetry and luxurious materi- 
als?” Interior designer Beverly Ellsley 
answers emphatically, “‘Yes!’’ She be- 
lieves that you can get a kitchen with 
all the charm and atmosphere of an 
English country cottage, for instance, 
with standard materials and commer- 
cially available cabinets, and she de- 
signed the one shown on these pages to 
prove it. “The cabinets have the look of 
antique stripped pine but are, in fact, 
factory-made as is the greenhouse.” 

The better to prove her point Mrs. 
Ellsley chose a standard-sized space to 
transform. “It’s about the size you 
would have if you knocked out the wall 
between a typical 12-by-16-foot kitchen 
and the dining room next to it. 

“Good kitchen remodelings are al- 
most never inexpensive,”’ she continues, 
“but it /s possible to eliminate labor 
costs here and there by doing some of 
the work yourself.” For instance, the 
stone-patterned vinyl tiles and rustic 
ceiling paneling, both made by Arm- 
strong, can be installed by a skilled 
homeowner. 

Mrs. Ellsley, who is a contractor as 
well as an interior designer, believes 
that knowing the prices of standard 
equipment can help would-be remo- 
delers to be realistic. Prices for the 
equipment in this 16-by-24-foot kitchen

are given here as an example of what a 
kitchen remodeling can cost. They are 
approximate and do not include the 
cost of labor or installation.

Personal style is still something 

of a novelty in the kitchen be- 

cause, of course, the first re- 

quirement is to be able to cook. 
And cooking demands appliances— 
which all look very much alike—plus 
storage space. Susan Zises Green, an 
interior designer, has created in her 
own country house one of the most 
personal kitchens you are likely to 
see—combining barnyard scenes paint- 
ed on the ceiling, mementos of her own 
childhood and deep rich colors without 
ever sacrificing culinary efficiency. 

“We found these paintings (opposite, 
bottom left)—probably done by the first 
owner, who was a painter—when we 
were pulling down the plaster ceiling to 
put in insulation.

A. Your table is Art Nouveau 
in style, probably French in ori- 
gin. The curving lines of the 
carvings and the floral inlay of 
the top are typical of this late 
19th-century period. The most 
famous Art Nouveau designers 
were Emile Gallé, Louis Major- 
elle and Hector Guimard. 
Sometimes the artist’s name, 
written in decorative script, is 
part of the inlay design. Art 
Nouveau furniture has rarely 
been copied, but forged names 
have been added to increase the price. Your table, with no 
signature, is worth about $800. 


My papier-maché chair has a hard back and arms with 

mother-of-pearl, gold and painted flower designs. It must 

have been made before 1900. The condition is good, but how do 
I clean it and care for it? 

—R.W., Hookstown, Pa. 


A. The chair should be kept clean. Wipe it with a soft cloth and 
furniture cream. Moisture, heat, direct sunlight and very low 
humidity will cause the lacquer and paper foundation to crack 
or peel. Silverfish will 
attack any exposed pa- 
per. Once a year your 
chair should be fumi- 
gated for 24 hours. Put 
it in a closet with moth 
crystals or pest strips. 
Be sure you do not 
spray insecticide on the 
black lacquer surface. 
The price of a papier- 
maché chair is deter- 
mined by condition and 
decoration. Your chair, 
made in England about 
1850, is worth $850 to

A PASSION FRUIT 
LIQUEUR 


Perhaps it’s the exotic and appealing 
flavor of passion fruit, a fragrant 
tropical berry, that accounts for its 
rising popularity, or perhaps it has 
something to do with the name. What- 
ever the reason, there hasn’t been 
such a trendy fruit since the kiwi was 


introduced to the United States. Now 
there’s a passion fruit cordial, La Gran- 
de Passion (about $17), that captures 
the taste. It’s attractive on its own, 
and lends itself to a variety of refresh- 
ing tropical coolers. (I like a splash in 
a spritzer with a squeeze of lemon.) 





1983 GERMAN WINES: PERFECT SUMMER WHITES 


It’s midsummer, and to me that 
means warm weather dining—out- 
doors if possible—and the delightful 
Mosel and Rhine wines of Germany. 
The marvelous 1983 vintage that’s 
available now is the best since 1976, 
and prices are modest. 

German wines, I like to point out, 
are the original light wines, offering a 
maximum of flavor in a wine of mini- 
mal alcohol. As a result, German 
wines are deliciously delicate. The 
best are produced from the classic 
Riesling grape, and are unmatched 













for enticing scent and lively, refresh- 
ing flavor that balances ripe fruiti- 
ness with racy acidity. 

While I’ve yet to find anyone who 
enjoys wine who isn’t delighted by a 
glass of first-rate German wine, I 
have to admit many of these wine lov- 
ers lose their enthusiasm when it 
comes to buying. They find them- 
selves staring blankly at the long la- 
bels on those slim bottles, all of which 
seem to have names like Eitelsbacher 
Karthduserhofberg Orthsberg Spat- 
lese--in Gothic script, no less. 

Why are wines which are so simply 
enjoyable so difficult to understand? 
First, most producers offer wines 
from a variety of vineyards, and 
sometimes district wines as well. 
Second, there are always several 
different bottlings of each of 
these wines, labeled accord- 
ing to level of sweetness— 
from just off-dry (QbA), 
to slightly richer (Kabin- 

ett), to deep and fruity 
(Spatlese), to the 
sweeter Auslesen. 

But fortunately 
_German wine need 
=not be as complicat- 
zed as it sounds. For 
summertime quaff- 
zing and serving with 


light entrees such as fish, fowl] and 
cold cuts, simply stay with the driest 
(and least expensive) categories: QbA 
and Kabinett. 

And stick with producers whose im- 
peccably high standards insure a top- 
class wine no matter which of their 
offerings you choose. I’ve given a 


brief list of those whose various wines | 


have consistently given me pleasure. 
They cover the range of German 
wines, from the crisp, stylish Mosels 
to the flavorful, spicy Rhines. Prices 


range from $5 for QbA district wines 


to $8 for the Kabinetts from the most 
famous vineyard sites. At those 
prices, why not treat yourself to a 
mixed case?

The host of America’s 
most popular garden 
show talks about our 


number-one pastime

I recently had the pleasure of speak- 
ing with Bob Thomson, host of The 
Victory Garden on public television— 
the most popular gardening show in 
America. We talked about Bob’s early 
days as a landscaper, then as a garden 
center owner, radio and, ultimately, 
television communicator. We also 
talked about trends in gardening. 

“Today there’s much more sophis- 
tication,” said Bob. “When I started 
my business, landscaping jobs would 
run from $500 to $5,000. Now people 
invest from $5,000 to $50,000, and 
there are more of those big jobs com- 
ing up all the time. People look 
through magazines like House Beauti- 
ful and see what landscaping can do 
for property—not only to increase the 
value of a home, but more important- 
ly, to increase the quality of the lives 
of those who live there.” 

I told him Id noticed that the inter- 
est in vegetable gardening fluctuates 
with the economy. In hard times, peo- 
ple grow vegetables for the table. Al- 
though it’s debatable whether this 
realiy saves money, there’s no denying 
that fresh vegetables taste better. But 
I wondered if Bob had noticed a defi- 
nite trend towards ornamental horti- 
culture, American landscape design 
and garden art. 

“Definitely,” he said. ‘“‘But when I 
first got into The Victory Garden, my 
directors and producers didn’t believe 
that. After all, the show had been 
started to provide vegetable garden 
‘how-tos.’ Nowadays the amount of 
money and time spent on vegetable 
gardening is small compared to the 
time and money spent on lawns, trees, 
shrubs, annuals and perennials—it’s 
about five to one.” 

Bob introduced landscape design to 








the TV audience, and the mail poured) 
in. His viewers also asked to see more) 
travel segments—visits to faraway) 
gardens—and features on how other 
gardeners design their homesites. 

When we spoke, we also shared! 
opinions on insecticide use (try the 
natural cures first), soil conditioning 
(compost can’t be beat) and fertilizer. 
We are both keen on Peter’s 20-20-20 
preparation, but commiserate on the 
problem of the blue dye, added ta 
judge dilutions, that tends to get all 
over your hands. Bob also sees a new 
interest in small-space gardening. 

“Have you tried grow-bags?” he 
asked. I hadn’t but I knew that 
they’re all the rage in England. Bob 
explained how a large bag of soil of 
soilless peat-lite medium could be 
used as a portable garden for annuals 
and vegetables, such as squash or to- 
matoes, in areas where garden space is 
limited. The mix is moistened in the 
bag, and two-inch holes about six 
inches apart are cut in the top of a bag 
laid flat. Small holes are punched in 
the bottom for drainage. Seedlings are 
inserted into the large holes. 

“Tt’s an entire self-contained gar- 
den—perfect for a balcony, terrace o1 
small backyard,’’ Bob explained. 
“You simply keep the medium moist 
and fertilize regularly (20-20-2C 
again).”’ The plants grow quickly, sc 
there’s plenty of time this month tc 
add a few vegetable plants in sunny.

Welcome back Victoriana 


Just as the colonial-style house was 
reborn in the late 19th century, so too 
the Victorian house has been resurrected 
in the late 20th. A longing for space and 
good workmanship, a nostalgia for old- 
fashioned style and grace, a fascination 
with the decorative techniques and mate- 
rials of a highly ornamental age—these 
qualities play a part in the Victorian re- 
vival of the 1980s, one that has spread far 
beyond the boundaries of urban gentrifi- 
cation. The extraordinary designs of the 
craftsmen and artists of the 19th century 
are being reinterpreted in modern build- 
ings and interior design. Victorian-in- 
spired motifs and materials have brought 
back exuberance and warmth to the do- 
mestic scene. 

This felicitous homecoming in all its 
imaginative dimensions in architecture 
and interior design is not a pale image of 
English taste; the Victorian style as- 
sumed a unique character in America 
from the late 1830s until the turn of the 
century. The eclectic series of revivals 
that define the several Victorian styles 
drew upon classical, medieval, Renais- 
sance and 17th- and [8th-century Euro- 
pean forms and designs. While wealthy 
Americans continued to import some of 
the best decorative materials from En- 
gland and the Continent, most of the

ornamental trappings and trimmings 
were produced increasingly by craftsmen 
working with jigsaw and fretsaw, metal 
templates and stamping dies, and effi- | 
cient machinery that could produce miles | 
of printed papers or embossed fabrics. 

This rich legacy of the Industrial Rev- 
olution is being recaptured today in all its 
imaginative forms. The antiques of yes- 
terday and resourceful reproductions of 
classic designs are ready at hand to be 
used in new and inventive ways.

ally gave way in the 1830s and ’40s to a 
more romantic mode. The Greek Revival 
style owes much to the ancient world, but 
in the lines of the buildings and their 
furnishings there is a softer approach, a 
less rigorous adherence to form than 
found in the neo-Roman classicism of 
Jefferson and Bullfinch. In the hands of 
country carpenter-builders the Greek Re- 
vival assumed various lines diverged’ 
from the basic temple plan. Especially in 
the South, where the style survived even 
the Civil War, the romantic impulse of 
the Victorian century found expression. 

Almost parallel with the development 
of the Greek Revival, and drawing its 
inspiration from medieval English 
sources, the Gothic was considered a 
most proper style for churches and other 
public buildings. Andrew Jackson Down- 
ing popularized the style for domestic use 
in The Architecture of Country Houses, 
first published in the 1850s. For Down- 
ing and for many others, Gothic forms— 
the pointed arch, trefoil and various 
types of rich tracery—were consummate- 
ly picturesque. 

By the 1850s and °60s a fully devel- 
oped American Victorian style—the Ital- 
ianate—had taken firm hold of the archi- 
tectural scene. The first houses often took 
the villa form with soaring off-center 
tower, loggia and veranda. A somewhat 
simpler and boxier profile—that included 
such elements as deep-bracketed eaves, 
round-headed windows and a fancy front 
veranda—soon became a more common 
sight. Both the villa and the square archi- 
tectural types share certain characteris- 
tics: an asymmetrical arrangement of 
windows and doors, a low-pitched roof 
and rounded openings. Inside the Italian- 
ate house, the fondness for curvilinear 
form sometimes expressed itself in furni- 
ture, as in gracefully shaped oval parlor 
sets in black walnut, or in such details as 
French-style marble mantels and brack- 
eted archways. The love of elegant detail- 
ing-was also exhibited in the draping ol 
windows in rich damasks and chintzes. 

A tall elongated house of symmetrical 
proportions, with or without a mansard 
roof, is often termed Second Empire in 
style after the reign of Napoleon III 
(1852-70). Built principally in the second 
half of the 19th century, a Second Em- 
pire residence usually features a two- of 
three-story tower at the front, elaborate 
window framing and paneled frieze 
boards under a bracketed cornice. An 


urban architectural style, the Second Em- 
pire is well-suited to buildings on narrow 
lots where light and space are precious. 

The Renaissance Revival style is a par- 
adigm of Victorian elegance. Closely 
modeled on the lines of the classic Italian 
urban palazzo, the Renaissance Revival 
town house embodies restrained romanti- 
cism in its decorative detailing. Well inte- 
grated in the nearly seamless facade, usu- 
ally of brick or stone, are such elements 
as classical window caps and belt courses 
that define the separate floors. Closely 
related to the Italianate style in form, but 
departing from its composition, the Re- 
naissance Revival style was popular in 
sophisticated cities from the mid-century 
until the early 1900s. Elegant details and 
objects fill the interior spaces, furnishings 
ranging from 1860s Renaissance Revival 
parlor suites to later Louis XVI-style 
Classical Revival pieces. 

For most people, Queen Anne means 
Victorian. But try to define this most 
eclectic of styles! Charles L. Eastlake 
1836-1906), an English architect and 
urniture designer, comes closest to the 
mark. His sturdy Gothic designs, espe- 
cially popular in America in the 1870s 
ind *80s, recall the best in timbered, mul- 
igabled Queen Anne architecture. Yet 
his is not enough. One must look beyond 
medieval details to the massing of off- 
-enter turrets and towers, the use of shin- 
sling and clapboarding, a mixture of 
sarved and relief decoration, and, most 
>ommonly, the wraparound porch. 

The Victorians had their own vision of 
he good old days and, by the time of the 
-entennial, a fondness for the figures and 
orms of the colonial past was popularly 
‘xpressed. What had been rejected as 
iopelessly old-fashioned a generation or 
wo earlier was once again acceptable, a 
ecurring pattern in architecture and the 
lecorative arts. By the 1890s, symmetry 
n facades had returned. 

In their architecture most Victorian 
1ouses are predominantly, but not solely, 
f one consistent style throughout. In the 
yaves of revival fashions that swept 
cross North America from the 1830s to 
he early 1900s, stylistic lines were often 
lurred. Found today are many transi- 
onal houses that extend beyond the 
oundaries of one, perhaps even two, for- 
ial styles—an Italianate dwelling with a 
uansard roof and dormer windows, for 
xample, or a Gothic Revival cottage 
ith an Italianate veranda and cupola. 
he lack of stylistic consistency certainly 
idn’t bother the Victorians and is a 
urce of considerable pleasure today. @

f the history of collectibles 
teaches us anything, it is that 
sooner or later everything old is 
new again. Or rather, every- 
thing we took for granted yester- 
day will be rediscovered, reevaluat- 
ed and reappreciated tomorrow. A 
case in point: lowly old granite- 
ware, the poor-man’s china, a 
made-of-metal cookware most of- 
ten associated with campfires, log- 
ging camps and summer cottages. 
Also known as enamelware, ag- 
ateware, porcelainware, glazeware 
or speckleware, these shiny, multi- 
colored, multipatterned metal 
pots, pans, plates and assorted oth- 
er utensils practically revolution- 
ized the complexion of the turn-of-the- 
century's back-of-the-house kitchen. For 
in place of the heavy, blackened cast iron 
cookware that Victorian housewives were 
accustomed to, graniteware—relatively 
lightweight, unbreakable, inexpensive, 
acid-resistant and easy to clean—brought 
a burst of color to the cook stove and the 
country kitchen table. In patterns that 
appeared to be swirled, sponged, spat- 
tered or speckled, there were suddenly 
vivid hues of blue, red, brown, yellow, 
‘turquoise or green. Even solid colors of 
te, gray or cream were often edged in 

red, navy or green. 
teware dates from the dawn of 
rial age.

voraciously acquisitive middle-class mar- 
ket—was their single largest customer. 
Still later, when World War I broke out, 
European manufacturers turned their at- 
tention to the war effort, and American 
manufacturers picked up the slack to 
keep a still-growing nation supplied with 
graniteware. 

Even by the last quarter of the 19th 
century, though, three United States 
firms—in New York, St. Louis and She- 
boygan, Wisconsin—dominated the do- 
mestic market, turning out pots and 
pans, coffee boilers, kettles, roasting 
pans, teapots, dishpans, dippers, cream- 
ers, butter churns, bowls, pitchers, pie 
tins, dinner plates, coffee cups, muffin 
pans, pudding molds and colanders. 

Such prodigious production, combined 
with the inherent durability of porcelain- 
glazed steel, means there’s still plenty of 
graniteware out there at antiques shops, 
estate sales, auctions, garage sales, Aunt 
Edith’s attic and Uncle Fred’s garage. It 
means too that, compared to other kitch- 
en collectibles—glass, porcelain, pottery, 
wood and copper, say—graniteware is 
still fairly affordable. Saucers, plates, 








































bowls, colanders, coffeepots, cake 
pans, pitchers, ladles, cups and 
many other common kitchen good 
can be had for $15 to $50 each 
from knowledgeable dealers. 

Chances are, though, at auc 
tions, flea markets, yard sales and 
second-hand shops you can get the 
same items for a fraction of the 
price. Naturally, rare items, espe 
cially those in mint condition 
command considerably more 
Wood burning stoves of granite 
ware can go for $700 to $3,000) 
Meat grinders, butter churns, roll 
ing pins and ice boxes are similar] 
pricey when purchased from deal 
ers. But, unless you’re a devoted 
collector, however—and most die 
hard collectors specialize in a single colo 
or pattern—it makes more sense to start 
a collection with readily available gran 
iteware items. Buy pieces as good as your 
budget permits, then trade up to better, 
then best. 

“Little did I know what I was letting 
myself in for when I bought that first 
piece—a tea strainer—in 1982,” says 
Janice Shores of Phoenix. Now she hag 
150 pieces. ““They’re hung up all over my 
kitchen and I really do use them—thé 
solid gray plates for everyday meals and 
the yellow and white swirled pieces for 
company dinners.” 

Graniteware has been in constant pro 
duction in the U.S. since about 1875, s¢ 
for the novice collector it can be difficult 
to distinguish between genuine antiqué 
and spanking-new reproductions (both 
imported and domestic repros began lin:

orth less than the asking price. Hot 
ater and a capful of liquid detergent— 
'd maybe a little scouring with a tooth- 
ush—will loosen most dirt and caked- 
» grease. If that fails, some experts rec- 
‘amend applying a paste of lemon juice 
‘d baking soda to the problem area. 
“ter a few minutes scour with a tooth- 
ush and rinse with cold water (several 
nes, if necessary). For more difficult 
\ins, you may need to resort to a moist, 
‘apy scouring pad. Apply only the pres- 
re needed to remove the dirt. 

Beautiful to behold, compatible with 
untry-style decorating, plentiful, af-

sEAR.CHING OUT THE ROMANTIC SPANISH STYLE 
IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

love Spanish style be- 
cause it’s romantic,” 
declared Waldo Fer- 
nandez, the trim Cu- 
ban-born Los Angeles interi- 
or designer who did a sleek 
Spanish-style beach house 
for composer Burt Bachar- 
ach and is at work on anoth- 
er similar project for him— 
renovating a stucco Bel Air 
mansion built in the 1920s. 
In the New World, Span- 
ish design ideas tend to min- 
gle with local influences, 
and the Bacharach house re- 
flects exuberant Hollywood 
taste. Waldo Fernandez is 
removing incongruous mar- 
ble from fireplaces and replacing it with 
sandstone. Spanish style, emphasizing 
rough textures and primitive materials, 
yields a country look that goes with 
many kinds of handcrafted things. The 
Bacharach beach house has Mexican an- 
tiques—pigskin armchairs, for exam- 
ple—and Mr. Fernandez is considering 
similar kinds of furnishings here. “I mix 
Spanish and modern,” he says of his de- 
signs, known for their comfortable, sim- 
ple elegance.

“Spanish style suits the way people live 
here in the West,”’ says Mr. Moore. “It’s 
open to the outdoors—walkways, porch- 
es, patios, courtyards. Thick walls and 
windbreaks help with the weather. Span- 
ish style buildings don’t need lush vegeta- 
tion to look good. There’s a grandeur 
that evokes our romantic image of the 
early days.” Charles Moore, by the way, 
co-authored a book I'd highly recom- 
mend if you visit these parts: The City 
Observed, Los Angeles—A Guide To Its 
Architecture And Landscapes (Vintage, 
$12, paperback). 

As Waldo Fernandez and Charles 
Moore show, Spanish style is inspiring 
fresh design ideas throughout southern 
California. I decided this is a good time 
to reexamine the roots of this style, see 
how it developed here and what’s avail- 
able for those of us who would like a 
little Spanish flavor for our own homes. 

Though Los Angeles caters to cars, a 
startling amount of Spanish style can be 
savored on foot, downtown. Both Fer- 
nandez and Moore refer to Union Station 
as a Spanish Colonial Revival master- 
piece, so I hurried to see it. Finished in 
1939, it was among the last great train 


stations, and Los Angeleno| 
were determined to make i 
distinctive. Instead of thé 
usual beaux arts-style raf 
palace, a symmetrical stan 
dard noted for Roman pil 
lars and ornament, Los An 
geles’s Union Station is ; 
Spanish celebration. Locat 
ed on the northwestern edg 
of downtown, it looks like | 
huge hacienda with stuces 
walls and red tile roof. Thi 
ceiling is crisscrossed bj 
massive dark wood beams 
Marble mosaic patterns en 
liven the floor, and there ar 
mosaic tile patterns alon 
the wall. Not many peopl 
come to Los Angeles b) 
train anymore, so Union Station is a qui 
et place which affords thoughtful con 
templation of its stylish wonders. 

Los Angeles has a grand hotel in th 
Biltmore, where Hollywood’s Oscar wa 
first awarded. Since opening in 1923, it’ 
been the city’s splashiest example ¢ 
Spanish style, blended with some Italia’ 
and other design ideas. The lobby is 
three-story enclosed courtyard. There’s 
vaulted ceiling, paint-decorated beam: 
ornate recessed panels and a carved arch 
way flanked by two cascading staircasé 
with elaborate iron railings. A marbl 
promenade extends the full length of th 
hotel. The hallways, conference room: 
ballrooms and other public facilities giv 
you the feeling of being in a magnificer 
medieval castle. The bright, tall-ceilinge 
rooms are being expanded. They’re in 
contemporary mode. 

There’s a lot more downtown. Th 
Bradbury Building, for instance, o 
Broadway at Third Street. It doesn’t loo 
like much outside, but step in, and you'r 
sure to be dazzled by a fabulous atrium— 
a five-story-high confection of ornate cas 
iron, glazed brick, polished oak and mai 
ble. Warm earth tones and intricate te? 
tures give this place a decidedly old

The Southwest Museum Shop is ai 
good place to acquire satisfying, reason- 
ably priced contemporary Indian art 
which would complement a Spanish-style 
interior. Mexican market pottery—pieces 
a few feet high with rough-textured, un- 
finished surfaces—are $100 to $150. 
Acoma Indian pots offer fancy designs 
with geometric patterns. Zuni pots in- 
volve as much artistry, only the patterns 
tend to feature animals. A simple four- 
inch-high pot may cost $40. A six- to 
eight-inch pot in a more complicated 
shape with perhaps a couple of spouts is 
$250. Navajo flat-coil baskets and Hopi 
round-coil baskets can be found for $125 
and up. They’re woven with geometric 
patterns and may be eight inches in di- 
ameter. Small Navajo rugs in brilliant 
colors are $250. 

The greatest concentration of interior 
design and furnishings firms are in West 
Hollywood—a district know as Design- 
er’s Row, along Melrose Ave. from La 
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cienega until it ends at Santa Monica. 
Centerpiece is the elegant, brilliant blue 
jlass Pacific Design Center by Cesar 
elli. Though it’s massive—with 750,000 
quare feet of exhibition space—I didn’t 
ind much that would help anybody in- 
erested in Spanish style. Closest was In- 
seco, which has Fire Mountain Stripe, 
Adobe Cliffs and other cotton fabrics 
dapted from Indian patterns. They’re in 
leasing soft pastel colors. 

Several blocks east on Melrose is Bruce 
lichler, a dealer in Mexican antiques and 
fexican primitive decorative arts. I saw 
weathered wheel table with glass inserts 
or $6,600; a seven-and-one-half-foot- 
igh pine armoire with a molded top and 
iamond medallions on the doors for 
5,400; a fluted terra-cotta urn, $1,350; a 
J-inch-high wood column carved with 
oral and sunburst motifs, $1,200; a 
crolled-wood 11-candelabra chandelier, 
2,100. 

You can’t very well claim to have ex- 
erienced California Spanish style until 
ou've visited at least one mission. From 
ye mid-18th century, Padre Junipero 
erra moved north along the coast from 
fexico, establishing missions on what 
ame to be called El Camino Real, the 


Royal Highway. One of his California 
missions, and the oldest surviving build- 
ing in California, is at San Juan Capis- 
trano—that romantic place where swal- 
lows come to mark the debut of spring. 
It’s about 60 miles south of Los Angeles, 
so if you make the trek, leave no later 
than midday. Afternoon means freeway 
gridlock—the drive can stretch to a cou- 
ple of frustrating hours, and you’ll arrive 
after the mission closes at 5:00 P.M. 

As you go south, you leave behind 
suburban sprawl and pass through gentle 
rolling hills. I remember seeing strawber- 
ry fields and inhaling their sweet per- 
fume. The Mission San Juan Capistrano 
is a couple of blocks west of the Ortega 
exit from Highway 5. This quiet Spanish- 
style town—everything from stores to gas 
stations and a mortuary has adobe walls 
and a red tile roof—seems to revolve 
around the mission, which occupies the 
equivalent of a couple blocks. 

Most of the original mission, which 
included a church for 2,000 people, was 
destroyed by the earthquake of 1812, and 
the remains stand as a noble ruin. Its 
weathered textures are wonderful. They 
make the surrounding gardens of roses 


and prickly pear cactus a special place. 


The original chapel survives. It has a 
long basilica distinguished with dark 
wood beams accented with painted deco- 
ration. There’s native stencilwork on the 
hand-patted plaster walls. As with so 
much Spanish design in America, these 
primitive elements are combined with 
things of great sophistication—in this 
case, a 300-year-old Spanish retable, a 
gilded wood screen carved with images of 
saints. It’s a brilliant thing. 

Across from the mission on E] Camino 
Real is the new San Juan Capistrano Re- 
gional Library and Cultural Center de- 
signed by Princeton architect Michael 
Graves. He has won critical acclaim for 
his eccentric, colorful buildings, but here 
he responded to the Spanish ambience. 
It’s a one-story adobe-type building with 
intimate reading rooms, reading cubicles 
for two, playful skylights. There is no 
traditional grand interior space. He chose 
instead to design grand spaces out- 
doors—two courtyards—one large, one 
small—accented with stylized trellis 
work. This lovely library, opened in la 
1983, was recently given an honor award 
by the American Institute of Architects, 
ample demonstration that Spanish style 
is alive and well in imaginative hands.

Because stripes are the 
simplest patterns to cre- 
ate in woven fabrics, 
they have been around 
for almost as long as 
the loom itself. Imagine 
the delight of the early 
weavers when they dis- 
covered that by string- 
ing colored yarn (dyed, 
no doubt, with nuts and 
berries) on their looms 
they could vary the mo- 
notony of their drab 
gray cloth. Plaids and 
checks soon followed, 
but stripes remained a 
universal favorite— 
among weavers of bas- 
kets and rugs as well as 
cloth—for thousands of 
years. Even in recent centuries stripes— 
in textiles and other decorative materi- 
als—have had their moments of glory. 
During the Directoire period in France 
after the Revolution, striped wallpapers 
became popular, and in the past few 
decades striped patterns have been 
mong the most popular decorating 
yemes for kitchens, children’s rooms 
‘tdoor furniture. But never has it 

sible to find stripes in so many 





ers and fabric houses 
are producing the pat- 
terns in glorious abun- 
dance with wallpaper 
producers not far be- 
hind. And variations on 
the striped theme are 
appearing in dinner- 
ware and ceramic tiles. 

Why this enthusiasm 
for stripes, one which 
shows no signs of peak- 
ing? Some designers see 
it as part of the re- 
newed interest in every- 
thing neoclassic. The 
fluted columns. of 
Greece and Rome do, 
after all, create a 
striped pattern. Other 
experts see it as a natu- 
ral corollary to the fascination with fur- 
niture of the Empire and Biedermeier 
periods. Virginia Jackson of Celanese 
sees it as a much more basic reaction, 
however: “Pattern has gone through so 
many confusing stages recently—of be- 
ing very large or very small, or floral or 
geometric—that the eye is tired. A 
straight line symbolizes discipline and 
order, and stripes bring order back into 
pattern.

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Salvaging a cut-down house takes 
determination and a deft hand 


‘ “Not everyone would want to buy half 
If a house, but the real estate agent proba- 
| bly thought I would be up to it,” says 
i Nicholas Pentecost about the Long Is- 


| land house that was split in two so that 
I one half could be moved to a new loca- 
tion. As a decorator he knew exactly 
what kind of addition to design for the 
stumpy little building left on the origi- 
nal site, and also how to get the work 
done quickly—important because his 
purchase looked like a dollhouse with 
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one side left open to the elements. 
‘Actually the half I bought had once 
been a whole house,” Mr. Pentecost 
explains, “It was built in 1780, and 
when the family prospered they built a 
more elegant Greek Revival house on 
the front.” It was the portico of the 
later structure that inspired the portico 
on Mr, Pentecost’s new addition (right). 
“Athough the new part is smaller, I 
tried to make it look as if the house had 


never been divided.”

t was a funny looking little house 

after it was divided,” says Nicholas 

Pentecost. “I think a section of the 

1780 structure must have been cut 
off when the owners added to it in the 
1830s. But it had an acre of land—right 
in the village—and mature trees that 
are probably over 100 years old. And I 
loved both the fireplaces. The living 
room one is beautifully proportioned, 
and the dining room chimney looks like 
a piece of sculpture.” 

To another owner the huge brick 
fireplace and exposed beams in the din- 
ing room (beams and ceiling were dark 
when Mr. Pentecost bought the house; 
he whitewashed them) might have sug- 
gested a rustic style of decorating. Mr. 
Pentecost says, however, “I don’t like 


ie 


rustic things, and I didn’t see why liv- 
ing in the country should change my 
taste.” Although the dining table (left) 
is a Louis XVI country piece, it is cer- 
tainly not rustic, and the Regency-style 
chairs have a slightly formal air with 
their painted finishes. Mr. Pentecost is 
especially fond of painted furniture. “A 
whole house of boring brown furniture 
is very safe but very dull,’ he says. 
“When you have painted and lacquered 
pieces to create a contrast to cherry, 
fruitwood and mahogany, you appreci- 
ate the wood more.” This fondness for 
painted finishes extends to walls and 
floors, as in the faux marble floor in the 
front hall and the walls in the down- 
stairs powder room. All painted finishes 
were done by Charles Fischer.

Because the French armoire and 
American cherry chest are from about 
the same period they are compatible, 
and the painted valances are an excel- 
lent solution for the windows Mr. Pen- 
tecost wanted to leave bare. Green 
shades can be pulled up from the bot- 
tom sill for privacy, but the view of 
trees is too precious to obscure with 
curtains. “It’s important to feel you are 
always in touch with the outside—espe- 
cially when you live in the city all 
week.”

The last tenant—a herd of dairy 
cows—had just moved out when Barry 
Williamson and David Hartwell first 
saw this barn. Their future living room 
(right) had been newly cleared of farm 
equipment and hay. Light filtered in 
through slats where siding had rotted 
and fallen away. Though a far cry from 
a warm and inviting home, Mr. Wil- 
liamson and Mr. Hartwell, partners in 
Pheasant Antiques of Wainscott, N.Y., 
decided to take on the barn’s renova- 
tion. Under the auspices of Walter 
Kannon of The Barnsider, its hand- 
pegged frame was dismantled, loaded 
on a flatbed truck and moved 150 miles 
from upstate New York to Long Island. 

Reassembled on land behind Pheas- 





ant Antiques, the barn needed work— 
weathered wood for the walls and floor, 
insulation for its tin roof, windows and 
a greenhouse for solar heat. Mr. Wil- 
liamson estimates that the cost was 
comparable to building a new home. 
But for him, the beauty of the old wood 
and soaring spaces was worth the trou- 
ble. “A barn is a shortcut to country 
decorating,” he adds. “You don’t have 
to worry about paint chips, wallpaper 
or window treatments.” 

Indeed, the living room’s scheme is 
built around the simplest of elements— 
two sofas, covered in a menswear pin- 
stripe by Ralph Lauren, a rag rug from 
Thos.

onsider the welcome this barn of- 

fers. Enter its front French doors 

and you’re in the dining room

to be cleaned. “The humidity it gener- 
ates is wonderful in winter,” says Mr. 
Williamson. “It pervades the whole 
barn.” So does the heat generated by 
the greenhouse. Two fans circulate sun- 
warmed air into the living room. In 
summer they add a cooling breeze and 
help a fan at the barn’s roof peak draw 
hot air up and out a skylight window. 
Like flowers, friends are a constant 
feature of the barn. Since the owners’ 
antiques shop is a stone’s throw away 
(you can see it through the dining room 
doors), acquaintances 
are always dropping 
by for a cool drink or 
coffee. Though Mr. 
Williamson and Mr. 
Hartwell welcome the 
constant flow of com- 
pany, they find that 
friends fall in love 
with—and ask to 
buy—their furniture.

Inside and out, carefully selected colors 
articulate the architecture. 

Yet, when the property was pur- 
chased, the owners knew that the com- 
monplace 1950s ranch would require 
remodeling, ‘It was almost like a ware- 
house,” they say. However, they felt 


that the house had potential, as it was 
“unpretentious and had a logical lay- 
ut.”” Moreover, the property was mag-

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nificently situated—right on the water. 

Architects Andres Duany and Eliza- 
beth Plater-Zyberk sought to infuse the 
boxlike white structure with a totally 
new spirit. However, the current lack of 
skilled craftsmen made it impossible to 
apply ornate decorative detail to the 
house. Also, the owners insisted on ab- 
solute privacy from the populated 
street. Inspired by an ancient Roman 
vase owned by the family, the architects 
finally found an appropriate prototype 
for the house in archaic Roman domes- 
tic architecture. 

“The domestic buildings of Rome 
and Pompeii were less ‘symmetrical and 
the ornamental system more flexible 
than that of the more formal palaces 
and public buildings,” Andres Duany 
explains. “Moreover, the system of 
cross-ventilation created by their walled 
atriums and open loggias seemed suited 
to Florida’s tropical climate.” 





SECOND LEVEL 


The transformation from ranch to 
Roman villa was accomplished by in- 
serting the typical Roman progression 
of “public” rooms into the existing 
plan, leaving the original bedrooms and 
kitchen in place. The roof above the 
living room was raised to create a 23- 
foot-high space lit by a clerestory, and a 
staircase tucked behind the living room 
wall leads up to the new master bed- 
room suite created by the addition of a 
second level above the new loggia at the 
back of the house. 

To effect this transformation, the 
owner says that, “in the Latin tradition 
the architects chose to be present at the 
house almost every day, directing the 
construction through each phase like 
the conductor of an orchestra.” 

The inspirational Roman vase now 
stands proudly in a niche that was espe- 
cially created for it facing the front en- 
trance of the house. >

tory from the local farmers, most of 
whom are descended from Fayette- 
ville’s original Czechs. While the 
Brookses have no ancestry in common 
with the old families, they share a fer- 
vor for the land and its bounty. 

Drawn to the rolling hills, a far cry 
from the flat topography of Houston a 
scant two hours away, Dick Brooks 
spent bachelor weekends exploring the 
area on his way to nearby Round Top, 
known for its music festival and historic 
preservation. Through a business asso- 
ciate he met Clovis Heimsath, a Fay- 
etteville architect and fellow conserva- 
tionist whose knowledge of early Texas 
homes was to prove invaluable. 


After marrying Robin and settling in 
Houston, Dick learned of a 48-acre par- 
cel in Fayetteville on which a century- 
old farmhouse was barely standing. 
Empty five years, the house was de- 
clared unlivable—but worth saving— 
according to Mr. Heimsath. It could be 
salvaged, its tin roof lifted to accommo- 
date sleeping lofts. Apart from a rustic 
weekend shelter, the property promised 
an opportunity to farm with as much 
vigor as the old-timers. Five years later, 
Robin, Dick and their children, Will 
and Katie (inset, opposite), have experi- 
enced the vagaries of nature, the birth- 
ing of calves and personal growth, both 
individually and collectively. >

ick, a boyish-looking man in his 

mid-forties, hails from Ohio, and 

holds fond memories of visiting 

the rural farm of relatives. In 
fact, he remembers ‘always wanting to 
be a farmer,” having watched carefully 
the laying out of gardens in his child- 
hood. Before realizing that particular 
goal, he pursued a career in investment 
banking in New York. An aficionado of 
the arts, he became a board member of 
the Houston Ballet after heading west 
with his company. Now he melds two 
distinct lives, that of a cultured busi- 
nessman and a rugged farmer who 
tends to his cattle, studies migratory 
birds, bales hay from his six-acre field 
and, as was his wish, cultivates an enor- 
mous vegetable garden. 

Beginning with two registered Sim- 
mentals, Dick has increased the herd 
count to 11, selling the calves when 
they are about seven months old. He’s 
learned from neighboring “cow men- 
tors” that naming the calves furthers 
personal attachments—a problem at 
selling time. Such was the case last year 


when a drought forced him to sell off 
four pet calves. Says Robin, daughter of 
a Texas rancher, “We get into trouble 
when we tame and name the new calves 
and come to the crossroads of having to 
sell them, since it is a business.” 

Robin, too, has fond memories of 
farm life. As a child on a sprawling 
ranch in Corpus Christi, she recalls 
“special early mornings with my father, 
rounding up cattle before the sun began 
to bake us all... or checking the cotton 
crop’s progress.” 

Her first exposure to the universe be- 
yond Texas began at Vassar College 
where she experienced an international 
mix of cultures. As a religion major, she 
developed a strong interest in “things 
Eastern,” and set off for the Philippines 
to teach after graduation. She then 
spent a year traveling, studying and 
taking in “incredibly beautiful coun- 
try.’ Upon returning home, Robin laid 
the groundwork for a career in family 
and individual counseling, which she 
now practices in Houston and from 
which she reaps personal rewards. It 


appears that her own family life is rich 
with satisfaction, nurtured by city and 
rural contrasts. In her own words, ‘““My 
work with families, readings in psycho- 
analytic literature, driving for Katie’s 
track or swim meets and Will’s events 
in Austin all contrast with our life at 
the farm...tending the herb garden, 
mulching the asparagus bed and cook- 
ing quietly without the buzzes of the 
Houston microwave!” 

For teenagers Katie and Will, week- 
ends at the farm represent change from 
city sounds, namely the phone and tele- 
vision—both of which are notably ab- 
sent. Instead they work as farmhands, 
tending their own garden patches and 
caring for the calves. Leisure time finds 
them playing Scrabble together or pur- 
suing sports separately. For Katie, that 
means improving her riding skills on a 
neighbor’s horse, picking wildflowers, 
biking and jogging. For Will, it’s build- 
ing secret hideaways in the brush, 
watching for turtles to spring his home- 
made trap, or horsing around with 
Strike, the farm dog. ® 
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The house’s original tin roof was raised to a sharper pitch to accommodate a matched pair of loft bedrooms.

now as the paint flakes on the porch, 
the green or peach boards from the 
original rooms show through.” Also 
showing through are the cabin’s walls, 
left exposed and integrated into the de- 
sign of both the interior and side exteri- 
or walls, evident when you first glimpse 
the house after parking in the dirt 
driveway. That feature was integrated 
into the careful restoration that won 
top honors from The American Insti- 
tute of Architects “in recognition of an 
outstanding contribution to Homes for 
Better Living.” 

The award has taken its place among 
other family mementos, objects that tell 
of rootedness. Dick’s father-in-law’s 
Stetson, for instance, hangs on their 
bedroom wall and evokes this response:

_ Eighty years earlier the American 
ront porch had originated when archi- 
ects working in the Gothic style began 
using these porches to connect homes 
with the surrounding landscape. They 
srew in importance as the Victorian 
ovement progressed and, by the 
urn of the century, had practically 
nveloped the Queen Anne-style 
1ouse (opposite bottom). My 
srandparents’ generation saw a 
jousing boom and the resulting 
yush to the suburbs. Tree-lined streets 
ere constructed and houses reflecting a 
vide variety of styles appeared on 
small—usually quarter-acre—lots, very 
slose together, all with wide and spacious 
ont porches. 

The front porch had grown from a 

lecorative extension into a useful place 
or family and friends to keep cool while 
yarticipating in the life of the neighbor- 
iood. It was easy to be friendly. 
_ As a teenager in 1950, I moved with 
ny parents from the place where the 
ront porch society was thriving to an 
irea where the new suburban “‘good life”’ 
vas just beginning. Neocolonial houses 
on one-acre sites with two-car garages, 
;creened back porches, rear patios, rec 
‘ooms and occasional backyard swim- 
ming pools abounded. But there were no 
sidewalks—by then it was too far to walk 
0 the candy store—and no front porch- 
+s. There was nobody to watch anyway. 
(he tall sycamores and porch awnings 
hat comprised the curtain to my grand- 
yarents’ outdoor theater would have been 
yut of place. 

A most basic element was missing in 
yur new neighborhood: It was more diffi- 
cult to be friendly.

Occasional visits back to the old place 
found my grandparents spending as 
much time as ever on their porch but 
lamenting that the street had a great 
many new people they never saw. Prome- 
nading had virtually stopped; the side- 
walks were empty. Here, too, in the older 
suburbs, people’s quest for leisure had 
moved them into their backyard patios or 
their basement TV rooms. 

In 1970, a few years after my grand- 
parents died, I had occasion to return to 
their old home. The scene that greeted 
me was desolate and depressing. The syc- 
amores had been chopped down, the aw- 
nings and stoops had disappeared, and all 
those big front porches facing the street 


had turned into oversized covered entry- 
ways to houses whose owners spent their 


outdoor hours elsewhere. The death of 
the American front porch seemed com- 
plete. The lesson to me then, an aspiring 


beginning architect, was that thoug! 
chitects might create gracious, wonde: 
spaces, it was the culture—the way peo 
ple lived—that dictated how such spaces 
would be used. 

Last summer I decided to revisit my 
grandparents’ neighborhood again. This 
country had experienced 10 years of a 
most interesting cultural swing, and I 
wanted to see if this movement had made 
any impact on the sad street I had last 
seen 15 years earlier. What I found was 
amazing to me, and heartwarming, for 
the street itself was alive with cars being 
washed and children at play; the side- 
walks presented people walking and talk- 
ing in the shade of young sycamores; 
stoops and walks were surrounded by 
neat lawns with flower gardens; front 
porches were again filled with people bar- 
becuing food, watching portable TV, 
playing board games, looping rugs, 
chatting, snoozing. The theater aspect 
* of the neighborhood had been revital- 
ized and, as it was in my childhood, 
the porch was the catalyst. 

Today, houses and neighborhoods 

like my grandparents’ are being loving- 
ly restored throughout the country. The 
idea of preserving the best of the past has 
caught the fancy of every level of society 
from the young couple looking for an 
affordable first home with some charac- 
ter to the federal agencies that support 
such efforts. Well-crafted homes with 
old-world amenities, such as the front 
porch, are in great demand. 

Home buyers are now opting for new 
house styles that embrace the romantic 
qualities of the front porch. A post-mod- 
ern way of life is creating an entirely new 
set of rules for architects to follow, both 
inside and outside the home. The con- 
temporary porch still functions as a tran- 
sitional space between house and yard, 
but it looks markedly different from its 
prewar counterpart (opposite top). Porch- 
es of the ’80s tend to be small because of 
expense, less decorated because of space 
and less a part of the street because of the 
nature of the new suburb. 

But the basic idea, the special culture 
of the front porch, has survived. Archi- 
tects have once again begun to design 
houses that are introducing new gene! 
tions of Americans to a way of life that 
combines the need for outdoor privacy 
with that wonderful old outdoor living 
room, the front porch. @

he sky was suddeniy filled with 

swallows this week—a sure sign

Reeds down by the water’s edge 
are now dark with plumelike flowers, 
and must also be dense with bugs, be- 
cause that seems to be the birds’ favor- 
ite spot in late afternoon. They remain 
there chirping and feeding until dark, 
then get back to work with the first 
light of dawn.

Probably waiting pa- 
tiently on the phone wires. 

I started clearing out some of the 
beds in earnest this week. Many things 
will be maturing and dying back soon. 
Some gardeners like to do rather exten- 
sive filling-in with nursery-grown 
blooming plants, but I never do this, 
except with a few white chrysanthe- 


mums, because I don’t mind the look of 


beds with just a few sturdy last plants in

Some last-minute tips for the end of 
August: @ Now is the time to plant 
chrysanthemums. The freshest pots are 
in the garden centers; buy them for 
garden spots that seem tired. @ This is 
when centers usually reduce their prices 
on “hard goods” (flowerpots, cache- 
pots, potting soil, tools and the like). 
@ You can soon start readying gerani- 
ums to move inside for the winter. 
Make sure there is plenty of sun where 
you are placing them. They like to be 
close to the windowpane. @ Start har- 
vesting herbs. Hang them in bundles as 
you would flowers (see next page). 1 
have had most success with digging and 
wintering Over rosemary plants. They 
will retain their shape while inside if 
you have sufficient sun and don’t over- 
water and overfertilize. >

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LATE BLOOMERS 


With easy-to-do tips from Lee Bailey you can make 
delicately scented dried bouquets 
and save a bit of summer for the autumn ahead 


ow to dry flowers by hanging: 

Find a well-ventilated spot where 

the humidity and light can be 

controlled. The first time you try 
drying flowers, hang bunches of the 
same flower in a number of places and 
see how they work out. After a week, 
you will be able to tell the difference in 
locations. When you have found the 
right spot and selected the flowers, di- 
vide them into small bundles after re- 
moving the bottom leaves and one or 
two around the flower itself. Place the 
heads so that they are not mashed to- 
gether and cut stems off to the same 
length. Tie each bunch carefully and 
leave a loop on the end to hang it by. 
After tying with string, wrap the ends 
with a rubber band. This is a precau- 
tion, because as the stems dry, they 
shrink. And if you don’t have a chance 
to check them often to make sure they 





are secure, they might slip out of their 
string noose. You want the bunches to 
be small, because with larger ones flow- 
ers in the center don’t have air circula- 
tion to prevent mildew. Also, crowding 
blossoms can press them out of shape. 

Obviously, some plants dry more 
successfully than others. Things like 
delphinium require a bit of technique, 
which you acquire with experience. Still 
and all, there are many to start on that 
are practically foolproof. A partial list 
of the easiest ones to dry includes stati- 
ce, yarrow, strawflower, baby’s breath, 
globe thistle, heather, Chinese lantern, 
goldenrod, and, of course, roses and 
hydrangeas. 

Remember, the enemies of the drying 
process, humidity and strong sunlight, 
are also enemies of dried flowers. Keep 
that in mind when picking a location 
for the finished bouquet. @

How old is my Windsor chair? 
—E.C., Patton, Pa. 


A. The American Windsor 
dates back to the early 1700s. 
The chairs were made with 
shaped seats, spindle backs and 
turned legs. Your chair is in the 
most fashionable style of about 
1800. The square top and bam- 
boo-turned legs are adaptations 
of the more formal Federal fur- 
niture. It is a “‘rod back” Wind- 
sor (notice the rod-shaped 
crosspiece of the back) with a 
“comb” at the top. The legs on 
a Windsor are secured, at an 
angle, through the wooden seat. 
Crosspieces or stretchers keep 
the legs in position. The 
stretcher helps date the chair. 
The H-shaped three-part 
stretcher like yours is the earli- 
est. Four stretchers in a boxlike 
arrangement joining the legs came later. Your chair is worth 
$1,500 if there are no major repairs to spindles, legs or arms. 
The small comb on your chair is unusual, adding to the value.

A. Your lamp is in the late- 
'19th-century Art Nouveau 
style. The invention of the 
electric light bulb made 
many fanciful lamp designs 
‘possible. Gustav Gurschner, 
fa designer from Vienna, 
Austria, is known for mak- 
ing lamps similar to yours. 
He favored bases shaped like 
bare-breasted women and 
shades made of chambered 
nautilus shells. Your shell- 
topped lamp dates from 
about 1900 to 1910. It is 
worth at least $3,500. If you 
can find Gurschner’s signa- 
ture on the base, the value is 
increased by 20 percent. 








Tiny glass beads are glued to the outside of my glass 
vase. The seven-inch-high vase is made of a pink satinlike 
glass. I know it is at least 100 years old. What is the proper 
name for this kind of glass and what is it worth? 
—C.C., Califon, N.J. 


A. Coralene is the name for 
glass decorated with small glass 
beads. A vase was decorated 
with an enamel paint, then 
small glass beads were placed 
on the design. The piece was 
then heated to set the enamel 
and secure the beads. This type 
of decoration was used by 
American and European glass- 
makers. The beads were made 
in all colors and used on many @& : 
types of glass. The best pieces were Hide of mother-of-pearl 
satin glass about 1880 to 1900. Your vase appears to be in 
excellent condition; the beads seem secure. The design is one 
used around 1885 by an American manufacturer. The value is 
about $300. Collectors must be careful not to buy imitation 
Coralene—plain glass embellished with glued-on beads that 
often fall off. 





My mahogany desk top folds up to form a box. Is there a 
name for a desk of this shape? Age? Price? 
—B.L., Lake Hopatcong, N.J. 


A. There are many names for a desk like yours. It could be 
called a captain’s desk, a desk-on-frame, a counting desk or a 
storekeeper’s desk.

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THINKING ALOUD 








“BORROWING IDEAS IS ONE OF THE TIME-HONORED 
APPROACHES TO DECORATING” 


s you can imagine, everywhere I 

go I’m asked what the current 

directions in decorating are. So I 

wasn’t surprised when the ques- 
tion arose recently at a rural English inn. 
My husband and I had been chatting 
with a local family. I happened to men- 
tion the word “post-modernism” in re- 
sponse to their query. “What is that?” 
they asked in surprise. I began to explain 
that columns, moldings and architectural 
details were once again in favor—and 
suddenly all I could do was laugh. I was 
making no sense to people who had never 
seen these embellishments vanish. 

However, my new English friends did 
appreciate our American love of English 
country homes, with their welcoming 
comfort and effortless mix of periods of 
furniture and art. And because of this 
heritage, I believe they would also appre- 
ciate the latest trends indicated by the 20 
decorator show house rooms in this issue 
(see pages 53 to 62 and 83 to 95). 

As you'll see, this year’s best show 
house rooms spotlight many of the ideas 
that I’ve been heralding in this column— 
a new emphasis on livability, a mixing of 
styles from Art Deco to Victorian, in- 
creased attention to the “pretty,” with 
dressmaker details—from tucked sofa 


skirts to intricate valance trim. Today 
rooms are so imaginative and so personal 
you feel that, as a visitor to a showcase, 
you’ve entered the living room or bed- 
room of a very fascinating individual 
who has just stepped away for a moment. 

Whether you’re walking through your 
local decorator show house or touring 
one with House Beautiful, be on the look- 
out for ideas you can borrow. Imagine 
how a romantic loose slipcover would 
look on your sofa, envision what a floral 
needlepoint rug would do for your living 
room. I know that I’m always on the 
prowl for ideas when I visit a show house. 

I happened to mention this penchant 
to designer Beverly Ellsley whose fanciful 
bedroom (page 62) was one of our show 
house award winners. She surprised me 
by saying she’d taught herself to decorate 
totally by visiting show house and de- 
partment store model rooms and by read- 
ing decorating magazines. 

How did she learn her art so well? “I'd 
analyze the way a room was put togeth- 
er—how the colors balanced, the scale of 
the furniture, the-way the light set the 
mood. I was like an artist learning com- 
position,” she says. Today, Ms. Ellsley 
tries to help her clients train their own 
design eye. “Often, they'll come to me 
armed with magazine pictures of rooms. 
We'll go through element by element. I’ll 
put my hand over a chair or painting to 
block off part of the room. ‘Do you still 
like it?’ Pll ask. Sometimes it turns out 
that it’s the color of a curtain, rather than 
the print, that attracts them. Or it’s the 
light coming in through the window 
rather than the style of furniture.” 

Once you’ve analyzed a room for your- 
self and found something you truly 
love—go ahead and borrow the idea. 
Borrowing is one of the time-honored 
approaches to decorating. Sister Parish 
often tells how her fellow designer, Mario 
Buatta, will call up and ask, “Have you 
done anything I can copy?’’ Of course 
Mr. Buatta is joking, as is often the case 
with him. As he explains, borrowing is 
only successful when you have your own 
sense of personal style firmly in hand. 


“When I. was young and enthralled 
with the work of John Fowler, the En- 
glish decorator, I showed him photos of 
my apartment,’ Mr. Buatta recalls. 
“Young man,’ he told me, ‘If you’re 
going to copy me, copy me well. Don’t 
do a bastardized imitation.’”» As Mr. 
Buatta soon discovered, the best decorat- 
ing isn’t a formula where a certain kind 
of window treatment is paired with a 
certain style of roll-armed sofa. Original 
and creative decorating involves giving a 
room your own distinctive voice. 

Fortunately today, personal style— 
your personal style—is what decorators 
are most interested in. Rather than giving 
a room their “label,” they want to bring 
out the very best in you. Designers tell 
me that their best clients are the ones 
who “take a room over.” They use a 
decorator to help them create a solid de- 
sign foundation—and then add their own 
personality with collectibles, family pho- 
tographs and children’s art. 

Working with a designer is a very spe- 
cial process, in addition to being an 1m- 
mense time-saver for busy professional 
women. Even though I am a designer 
myself, I like to consult another decora- 
tor when it comes to my own home. 
Sometimes, when you’re very close to a 
projeci, you can’t see the forest for the 
trees. A designer can give that needed 
sense of vision. Rather like tossing a peb- 
ble in a pond, he or she can widen your 
circle of possibilities. 

Of course the surest way to create a 
rewarding home, whether you’re working 
with a decorator or not, is to put as much 
of yourself as you can into every corner. 
We're here to help .. . with the best deco- 
rator show house rooms from across the 
country and with our first national direc- 
tory of designers. We hope each month 
we're like that little pebble in the pond, 
widening your sense of possibilities. B

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FOLK ART IS STILL A BARGAIN WHEN YOU FIND IT, 


BUT ‘MORE 


AND MORE THE WORK OF CONTEMPORARY FOLK ARTISTS 


iS FINDING ITS WAY TO THE MARKETPLACE” 


By NANCY KAUFMAN 
he words “folk artist’? conjure 
up images of artists long gone 
and a tradition that vanished 
perhaps half a century ago. 
Not so. Today, in rural America, 
but just as likely in urban centers, a 
new generation of folk artists is tak- 
ing its place beside those of genera- 
tions past. Various labels are used to 
define the folk art being made today 
to distinguish it from the traditional 
folk artifacts of earlier times and to 
separate it from the work being done 
by mainstream fine artists. These la- 
bels include ‘“‘isolate,”’ “outsider” 
and “‘self-taught”’ art. The words are 
used interchangeably but the com- 
mon denominator among folk artists 
today is that they have no formal 
training and are not conversant with 
art culture. 

Folk art is everywhere, and al- 
though folk art specialists have 
spread a wide net in their search for 
the genuine article, there is always 
talent awaiting discovery. Herbert 
W. Hemphill, Jr., the 20th-century 
folk art authority whose collection 
fills every inch of his New York City 
apartment, confirms the potential 
for unearthing new talent. Every few 
years he gets into a car and drives 
the byroads of America looking for self- 
taught artists. When he stops in a town, 
he says, “I ask the newspaper editor, doc- 
tor, bartender or barber if they know any 
artists.’’ Occasionally his search is made 


easy ‘“ when they hang the work of their 
clients right there on the wall.”

taught artists do draw on childhood 
memories and what surrounds them, but 
neither may yield rosy pictures. Political 
and historical subjects also feed the folk 
artist’s imagination. And because the 
print and electronic media are pervasive 
throughout the United States and pop 
culture has invaded even the most back- 
water communities, all this provides 
source material too. Perhaps the most 
important inspiration comes from the 
artists’ religious beliefs and experiences. 
Howard Finster, called to the art profes- 
sion in 1976 by a nighttime vision, has, 
ever since, obsessively translated his 
apocalyptic images into paintings, sculp- 
ture, drawings and other objects that are 
alive with messages about sin and 
redemption. 


As with Finster, self-taught artists are 


often compulsive object makers, and 
their homes, indoors and out, have 
become art environments. In fact, a 
famous folk art environment in Los 
Angeles known as Watts Towers is 
now open to the public. Between 
1921 and 1954, Simon Rodia con- 
structed this mammoth complex of 
towers, arches, pavilions and other 
architectural elements. In it, Rodia 
used every conceivable kind of mate- 
rial without ever resorting to mod- 
ern building techniques. 

Most folk art objects are smaller 
and more accessible, however. 
Paintings, drawings, carved sculp- 
ture and relief are the stock-in-trade 
of contemporary folk artists. Materi- 
als used are probably more varied 
than those of the professional, for 
everything is fodder for the self- 
taught artist—from fast food wrap- 
pers and costume jewelry to hubcaps 
and soda bottles. 

Some self-taught artists begin 
making objects in their youth, but 
few concentrate on their art until 
late in life, often after retirement, 
after being laid off or disabled. Oth- 
ers, like Howard Finster, receive a 
religious call. Ohio artist William 
Hawkins, who has been painting for 
10 years, first exhibited his gigantic 
paintings in 1983. He is now 90 years old. 
Grandma Moses was younger. She began — 
painting in her 70s. Time is not the ene- 
my of self-taught artists. They are free 
from the economic and social constraints 
of their academically trained counter- 
parts, who must ply their trade in the 
commercial world of galleries and dealers 
to build a career and survive. 

Recognizing the importance of the folk 
artist’s contribution to American art is 
not unique to the 1980s. In 1938, no less 
formidable an institution than the Muse- 
um of Modern Art in New York City

1980,” explored the black folk artist’s 
contribution to the visual arts. Many 
valuable regional exhibits investigate the 
work of local artists. “Pioneers in Para- 
dise: Folk and Outsider Artists of the 
West Coast,’”’ which originated at the 
Long Beach (Calif.) Museum of Art, will 
travel through 1986 to various West 
Coast museums and university galleries. 
Interest in contemporary self-taught 
artists is growing, but its strongest audi- 
ence is still a limited group of avid collec- 
tors such as Herbert Hemphill. Galleries 
do exist that specialize in contemporary 
folk art: Carl Hammer Gallery in Chica- 
go, Alexander Gallery in Atlanta, Ga- 
speri Folk Art Gallery in New Orleans 
and Janet Fleisher Gallery in Philadel- 


| phia. Each is interested in the art labeled 


isolate or outsider art. Jay Johnson Gal- 


_ lery in New York exhibits the traditional 
style exemplified by Grandma Moses. 


Mixing self-taught artists with their 
fine arts-trained counterparts is no longer 
unusual. Phyllis Kind, with galleries in 
New York and Chicago, and Rosa Es- 
man and Luise Ross in New York em- 
phasize contemporary fine arts, but show 
self-taught and outsider artists as well. 

Recently, a major New York City gal- 
lery, Hirsch! & Adler Modern, began 
handling the estate of Bill Traylor, an 
Alabama artist whose starkly drawn im- 
ages of people and animals have excited a 
great deal of interest in the art world. 

As with any art form that is beginning 
to capture the public’s attention, prices of 
work by self-taught artists are rising. 
However, if the work of emerging con- 
temporary fine artists is used as a mea- 
suring stick, folk art is still a bargain. 
Prices range from $50 to $5,000, the 
higher figure applying to the best work of 
important practitioners. Herbert Hem- 
phill says, “If you have a good eye, you 
can find good pieces for $40 or $50.” 

In a wonderful about-face, dealers, 
critics.and curators are finding that con- 
temporary folk art is having a significant 
effect on fine artists. John Ollman, direc- 
tor of the Janet Fleisher Gallery and a 
20th-century folk art scholar, tells of 
young artists rushing into his gallery to 
look at the latest exhibition of self-taught 
artists. Adds Luise Ross, ““No doubt 
about it, folk art /s entering the main- 
stream.”’ For the aficionado who despairs 
at the high price of 19th-century objects, 
now is the time to get into the car and 


explore the countryside. @

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UPTOWN AND DOWN, NEW YORK’S SHOPS AND GALLERIES PROVIDE 
INSIGHT—AND ACCESS—TO THE BEST IN DECORATIVE ARTS

here’s a woman we know who 
descends on New York regu- 
larly to find those shops that 
savvy decorators tend to fre- 
quent. Faced with an ever-changing 
list of new names and _ neighbor- 
hoods, she hails a taxi driver willing 
to “do the town” at a set day rate. 
For this fee, he drives her to hidden 
doors in SoHo, the even newer 
NoHo, Tribeca, on to the alphabet 
avenues A, B, C, the latest nesting 
spots of young artists and artisans, 
and then heads uptown for another 
shopping spree. 

It’s more than worth the hunt to 
find the ‘artists’ artists’ in places 
like the Edward Thorp Gallery at 
103-105 Prince St. in SoHo, where 
compelling contemporary work such 
as Anton van Dalen’s applauded fig- 
urative street scenes might be on dis- 
play. This gallery sometimes has live 
jazz at its openings, by the way. An- 
other worthwhile stop is the Phyllis 
Kind Gallery at 136 Greene St. in 
SoHo, a mecca for quality folk art. 
(SoHo stands for ‘South of Houston 
St.” NoHo is “North of Houston 
St.” Tribeca is “Triangle below Ca- 
nal.) Those in search of the decorators’ 
favorite sources, take note of the follow- 
ing shops. 

You can actually buy your own piece 
of New York at Urban Archaeology, 137 
Spring St., where architectural details 
(ornamental facades, faces and forms on 
demolished buildings) range from under 
$100 to $3,500. Owners Gil Shapiro and 
Len Schechter have helped with some 
unusual transitions: an ex-ice cream par- 
lor into a functional Art Deco kitchen, 
a demolished New York barbershop 
trimmed for a contemporary home. 
There are also jukeboxes, restored and 
rebuilt for $7,500, slot machines from 


: $1,500 to $4,000, and other “toys” that 


have intrigued John McEnroe (the tennis 
player with a yen for a player piano), 
Barbara Walters (an Art Deco mirror),

short Biedermeier period (1800- 
1830) and also handles neoclassical 
antiques. 

Scandinavian pine is also hot at J. 
Finkelstein and Son Antiques, 48 E. 
12th St. It’s definitely a family busi- 
ness that’s been handed from grand- 
father to father to present owner. At 
Arnold Finkelstein’s it’s not unusual 
to hear,a client say, “‘“My mother 
bought from you on Delancey 
Street!” The Danish pine pieces here 
may be original or newly painted, 
with clean lines and the reasonable 
prices that have made the “poor 
man’s wood” more versatile than 
ever. English dairy dressers, for in- 
stance, can be used as sideboards in 
a country kitchen; even a particu- 
larly handsome Danish dog sled (c. 
1820) can now be considered a folk 
art form. 

At Dean and Deluca, 121 Prince 
St., food has been elevated to an art 
form. You can, however, buy a soda, 
your choice of over 35 beers (cold), 
50 kinds of mustard, 100 jams, 30 
olive oils, or a partridge atop a cas- 
serole dish (French). A serious cook 
will fall for their herb and spice steel 





and actress Veronica Hamel (a footed 
bathtub). 

Just a few steps away at 120 Spring St. 
is Evergreen Antiques, which specializes 
in 19th-century Scandinavian pieces with 
a sprinkling of 18th-century pieces. 
Painted pine tables, now the rage, run 
from $800 to $3,600. Once considered 
the “poor man’s wood,” pine was often 
grain-painted to appear more luxurious. 


A lady’s round wooden travel case of 


painted pine with hand-wrought iron 
locks (c. 1830; $425), would make a nifty 
case in which to ship home smaller buys. 
A sister shop, Greene and Company, is 
uptown both in location (431 E. 73rd St.) 
and price tags ($1,500 for an antique Bie- 
dermeier chair to $15,000 for a special 
light fruitwood secretary). The uptown 
store specializes in select pieces from the 


rack with 40 filled glass tubes 
($125). And a fall cookout wouldn’t be 
complete without their French suede co- 
coa-colored barbecue mitts lined in can- 
vas for $24. Not only are all foods fresh 
and artistically arranged, but classical 
music plays in the background. 

At Gear, 110 Seventh Ave., the inimi- 
table country accent is on home furnish- 
ings with coordinated wallpaper, fabrics, 
linens, towels and a larger-than-life doll- 
house with kid-in-mind fabrics and cloth- 
ing. Almost everything is made in the 
United States (although some items are 
Italian), and while the numbers are im- 
pressive—600 wallcoverings, 100 fabrics, 
24 color-coordinated lamp bases and 
shades, 42 kitchen Gear fabrics, 48 
choices for children, 50 Gear bags—the 
most impressive fact of all is the smiling

faces of the designer-trained salespeople 


who are always ready to help match and 


measure. 

The Classic Gallery at 120 Thompson 
St. opens early September to retail shop- 
pers. Up to now it has been “‘to the trade 


only.” But their tiny showroom will be 
an eye-opener with cement furniture by 
an American designer in classic Ameri- 
can lines and custom colors. Mitchell 
Behr, the shop’s master, is also introduc- 
ing classic woods, oak and pine, that 
have been treated with ivory or black 
stain to let the true wood grain show 
through. These pieces are stunning, but 
the piéce de résistance is a magnificent 
four-poster bed with black stain and 
ivory inlay. 

At D.F. Sanders on 386 W. Broadway, 
housewares and high tech furnishings are 
housed in a high-ceiling ultramodern loft 
setting. Emphasis is on fine designs, some 
from Europe others from the United 
States. Local SoHo artist Bill Gudenrath 
does hand-blown glass so original, it’s by 
special order only. Octagonal, almost 
weightless, with pastel rims, they seem to 
float in the hand ($32 to $35). He also 


does a nine-inch glass vase for $150. 
There’s black agate-on-slate pottery from 
Bennington, Vt. ($50 for a five-piece din- 
ner set) and a similar design in a black 
matte finish with sleek, sophisticated 
lines, also $50 for a five-piece set. 

Zona has a new location as of early 
September: 97 Greene St., just around 
the corner from their original Broome St. 
location, where owners Louis Sagar and 
Franci Reiss Sagar began five years ago 
with tonal Soleri windbells and hard-to- 
find environmental music tapes. Both 
tapes and bells remain ... unusual Bra- 
zilian upbeat sounds like Caetano Velo- 
so’s “Cortes Nomez”’ and the Soleri 
bronze windbells from Arizona ($19 and 
up). Now items from Italy and elsewhere 
have been added to a “found objects col- 
lection.” Items such as the spectacular 
blue-gray serena grigia stone tables with 
bases of alder wood ($675 to $1,500). The 
Italian travertine bowls and plates are 
unusual and striking in porous desert 
tones. Not to be missed is Jim Wagner’s 
painted furniture with New Mexico de- 
signs in bright, primitive colors and 
shapes. A chest or wall cabinet is around 
$400. 

Wolfman, Gold and Good Company 
at 484 Broome St. seems to favor the 





taped concerts of Vivaldi, as do Ed and 
Al. Ed and AI are two (former) ASPCA 
feline fortunates who now reside in large 
wicker baskets from Spain. There’s a 
pickled bamboo picnic hamper for $50, 
and free-form driftwood planters for 
$87.50. Pottery and glassware are from | 
France, England, Italy, Spain and the | 
United States; the trained eye spots over- 
sized Italian ice cream dishes for $5, and 
French shot glasses with gold rims that 
translate into Art Deco salt and pepper 
holders ($11 the pair). 

Ad Hoc Software at 410 W. Broadway, 
concentrates mainly on bed and bath | 
items and linens made of natural fibers 
from France, Italy and the United States. 
Partners Julia McFarlane, Mimi Mac- 
Dougall and Judy Auchincloss try for 
simplicity and modern lines in their de- 
signs. Mimi MacDougall states, “We 
have a specific look . . . clean, simple, 
straightforward, in colors of white, black, 
gray and red. We try to stick with the 
primaries.” 

For fall, there are striking Italian black 
linen and cotton sheets; striped Italian 
cabanas for $155 that turn into clever 
cabana-closets. Their strong colors this 
season are yellow and gray or yellow and 
white striped linens, red or blue waffle- 















weave blankets from Italy, and geometric 
blue and gray wools from Britain. 


UPTOWN SITES 

Elizabeth Eakins Inc., 1053 Lexington 
Ave. at 75th Street, is living proof you 
should have paid attention when grand- 
mother braided, wove and hooked rugs. 
Elizabeth—yes, there really is one—has 
turned pro with grandmother’s lessons 
and a few she picked up at art school. 
There are seemingly infinite choices in 
pattern and color. All materials are natu- 
ral, either wool or linen; and all work is 
hand-done. Woven rugs are $24 to $40 
per square foot; braided, $100; hooked, 
$100. 

The hardware store to end all hard- 
ware stores is Kraft at 306 E. 6lst St. 
This is the domain of Stan Saperstein, 
president, who enjoys showing the differ- 
ences in the 27 types of towel bars. The 
runaway favorite has to be the three-bar 
towel warmer ($480, and it’s what every- 
one wants for Christmas). This is a full- 


_ service house that customizes solid brass 
_ pieces in an on-location studio, and has 


hand-painted porcelain sinks and tubs 
made in Italy and Germany. All their 
styling is European, including a French 
faucet of 24k gold and brushed silver for 


$1,000, and a 24k-gold-plated and nickel 
shower head for $2,000. While Mr. Sa- 
perstein smiles at the memory of the 10 
palaces he has done in the Middle East— 
one with 120 doorknobs to the tune of 
$22,000—he and his staff genuinely care 
that “when a person comes in, they are 
interrogated ... not to sell them what 
they don’t need, but to sell them what 
they really need.”’ 

The English Way, at 115 E. 60th St., 
might also be called the Irish Way, since 
much of the furniture is Irish country 
pine that’s taken to Cross Green, owner 
Tony Vincent’s farm in Staffordshire, 
England, for restoration. Reproductions 
from the 18th and 19th centuries are 
made there as well: an English court cup- 
board, an Irish sleigh bed, English saloon 
cupboard, Irish fiddle-front chest and an 
English spice cupboard. Barbara Wren’s 
artistry with wicker is another attraction 
here. She sprays Lloyd Loom chairs in a 
neutral tone then concentrates pastel 
sprays at will, accenting all with water- 
color pens (prices average $275). The 
store also features christening dresses of 
cotton and lace from both the Edwardian 
and Victorian periods (cost about $200) 
that have been starched to perfection. 
But it’s the framed botanical prints from 
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England (c. 1840) that manager Betty 
Fitzenrider feels she may not have in the 
store longer than they take to unwrap 
and tag ($150 to $200). “But we always 
have our very generous scoops of pot- 
pourri for one dollar,” Ms. Fitzenrider 
assures. 

One of the best kept shopping secrets is 
the reproductions and exclusive gifts for 
sale at the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
on Fifth Ave. (between 80th St. and 84th 
St.), the largest museum of art in the 
western hemisphere. For instance, 19th- 
century botanical prints from the Horti- 
culture Society of London come framed 
($68 each) or unframed ($12.50 each); 
coveted prints by Redoute are $78 
framed, $12.50 unframed. A perfect baby 
gift is the sterling silver 18th-century re- 
production Pap set (feeding bowl, cup 
and spoon for $315). 

Although no pun is intended, the man- 
ager of Diane Love Inc., 851 Madison 
Ave., neatly described the charms of this 
eclectic boutique when she said, “We 
have things that Diane does find on her 
travels and ... The objects of 
Diane’s affection are silk fantasy flowers 
made in France and the Orient—so strik- 
ing and original that the Metropolitan

The reconstruction of Co- 
lonial Williamsburg is one 
of the great architectural 
and decorative feats of 
our century. Here—in homes, 
shops, inns, official buildings, a 
church, even a rare Chnstopher 
Wren—is the authentic reincarna- 
tion of the look and feel of an 18th 
Century American town. 

Most amazing to the casual 
i) viewer is the variety of furnish- 
ings and decor that comprise 
the “Williamsburg style:” works 
of the most sophisticated English 
and Continental artisans; and 
extraordinary developments by 
new Colonial craftsmen. This 
exhilarating profusion may ac- 
count for the vivacity and pertinence of Wil- 
liamsburg both as a “social museum” and as a 
modern-day source of decorating ideas.

So that 
you find surprising juxtapositions of eras and 
epochs. Things are now put together that just 
a few years ago would have been decorating 
no-no& but that today are met with resound- 
ing yes-yes's. 

Which brings us back to Williamsburg, 
where a similar mixing can be discerned. The 
two Queen Anne chairs shown in the small 
pictures here are an example. The elegant 
wing chair is covered in Schumacher sophis- 
ticated Jones Toile, reproduced from a 1761 
English document; the side chair$ seat is cov- 
ered with a linen-and-cotton Onion Resist 
print, based on a mid-I8th Century resist- 
dyed document. In feeling, these two fabrics 
are a world apart yet both are authentic Wil- 
liamsburg® reproductions. (And both, inci- 
dentally, are among Schumacher$ perennial 
best-sellers.) 

The inviting entrance corner of the mod- 
ern flat shown at right was designed by Sarah 
Tomerlin Lee and combines Williamsburg

City had 13-foot-high ceilings that he 
offset by painting the walls a rich blue- 
berry-blue in the living room (opposite, 
bottom right) for the Cashelmara De- 
signers’ Show House, Glen Cove, N.Y. 
Mr. Donovan left the 10-foot-high win- 
dows essentially plain, using simple 
swags and jabots. The touch of genius 
lies in the graphic impact of 30 acrylic- 
framed pages of Japanese samurai cloak 
fastenings taken from a book and posi- 
tioned on a single wall.

badly patched floor. A c. 1840 Irish 
hutch, stripped and waxed, is filled 
with Italian pottery and some majolica. 
Judith Sandler and Ann Dick of 
Sandler-Dick Associates, Newton, 
Mass., decorated an octagonal-shaped 
library (opposite, bottom left), using its 
hub-and-spoke beamed ceiling as a 
backdrop for the sun, the moon and the 
stars (not shown).

ccording to people 

experienced in these 

matters, there is 

simply no better or 
faster way to raise a large 
amount of money than to 
stage a decorator show 
house. This from Diantha 
Nype, public relations di- 
rector of the prestigious 
Kips Bay Boys’ Club Dec- 
orator Show House, which 
has been held in New York 
City every spring for the 
past 13 years. 

How much can be 
raised? While the amounts 
will vary from city to city 
and from year to year, a 
rough rule of thumb has it 
that for every $20 invested 
by the sponsoring charity a yield of $60 
to $80 is expected. A return such as this 
becomes increasingly significant in view 
of certain recent tax proposals by the 
Reagan administration that threaten to 
remove the deductibility status of many 
traditional funding sources. In many in- 
stances there are one or two major under- 
writers whose contributions make the 
show house possible. Were these tax-de- 
ductible incentives ‘to be removed, 
though, a show house would still provide 
revenue. 

How is it that a two- or three-week 
show house run can return such profits? 
It can because there’s more to running a 
decorator show house than meets the eye. 
First, there is the multiplicity of funding 
sources that go beyond the draw of the 
gate or the attendance. Foremost and of- 
ten most lucrative of these sources is the 
“silent auction’? where objects donated 
by participating decorators, their vendors 
and private individuals are bid on, pro- 
viding pure profit to the sponsoring char- 
ity. This year, estimates of Kips Bay’s 
silent auction approached $175,000! The 
second most important source of funding

is the journal, funded by the design 
community. 

Due to printing deadlines the advertis- 
ing revenue taken in for the show house 
journal can indicate the success of the 
show house even if it is to be held months 
later. The remaining monies come from 
sales of tickets to the show house’s gala 
opening (which can be substantial) and, of 
course, the public’s participation makes 
the difference. Well, how much is possi- 
ble? The first year of The Rogers Memo- 
rial Library Designer Show House profits 
were two to three times larger than even 
its most enthusiastic organizers had 
dared hope for. And this year Kips Bay 
may hit $1,000,000. 

If you are tempted to try it yourself in 
your own city or town, here’s how to go 
about it. 

Plan ahead. It will take about a year to 
produce a show house, whether it’s the 
first in your community or the eighth. 

The first step sounds easy but isn’t: 
Choose the charity you wish to benefit. 
They don’t all jump at the chance. Mrs. 
George Semerjian, who masterminded 
the highly successful and glamorous 


Rogers Memorial Library 
Designer Show House in 
Southampton, N.Y., was 
turned down by three oth- 
er charities before the 
board of trustees of the li- 
brary agreed to go along 
with her plan. Her experi- 
ence in establishing a first- 
time show house could 
serve aS an interesting and 
effective model for show 
houses elsewhere through- 
out the country. Mrs. Se- 
merjian’s husband, a suc- 
cessful contractor, offered 
one of his own properties 
as the show house’s site: 
the 30-room von Stade es- 
tate. Mr. Semerjian as- 
sumed the costs of prepar- 
ing the house for the New York 
City-based decorators and designers who 
would end up doing the house proud. In 
1985, however, the Rogers Memorial Li- 
brary Show House will be given in the 
residence of the late Cordelia Biddle 
Robertson, so whatever investment is re- 
quired to make the house “camera 
ready” will be assumed by the library’s 
board of trustees. 

What kind of house makes the best 
show house? There are several factors: 
parking, parking, parking—in other 
words, /ocation that takes private cars 
and public transportation into consider- 
ation. Access to the house cannot be 
stressed too highly. Not only do you 
want the public to be able to get at it, you 
want all the “behind-the-scenes” goings- 
on to go smoothly. 

A house with a good “draw” for the 
public might have a famous name at- 
tached to it, or there might be some other 
appeal to the romantic imagination that 
will pique the public’s curiosity. Large 
mansions give good shows but then so do 
intimate town houses. Sometimes a real

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catch” comes along because its owners 
wish to sell it. Large “white elephants” 
being converted into condominiums also 


_ serve the purpose very well. Wherever 


there is a marketing angle there is the 
chance a homeowner will lend the house 
to the sponsoring charity. 

If the house is secured there can be a 
contract drawn up with the property 
owner, whether private or commercial, 
setting forth terms and conditions under 
which the house is to be used. The house 
will therefore be “off the market”’ for at 
least seven months. The terms under 
which the house is to be returned to its 
owners is particularly important to those 
designers who elect to do a kitchen or 
bath. What the house will keep or won’t 
keep in those rooms can be a source of 
dispute, so it’s very important to know at 
the outset who-wants-what-where-and- 
why-until-when! 

Show houses are usually divided in 
halves: the women’s committee working 
for the particular charity and the design- 
ers’ committee that will represent the en- 
tire design community. A decorator show 
house is very often the most important 
investment a sole designer or firm of de- 
signers can make. It is their showcase. 
And a showcase generally displays the 
wealth of the resources it has to offer—to 
attract clients and to establish distinctive 


_ design identities. The designers’ commit- 
_ tee will not only undertake to get the 


vendors involved, it will also see that the 
designer directory is almost completely 


_ underwritten by that community—no 
' small feat. Marketing is very much the 


issue, and the richer the market, general- 
ly the more successful the show house. 

Success will also be due in part to the 
participation of the media. Any exposure 
is like unpaid advertising. Many radio 
and TV stations are happy to run spot 
announcements as a public service to the 
community. Free local and national pub- 
licity come from the design editors’ 
desks. This all translates into profits at 
the gate. 

How are the designers chosen? That 
depends on the strength of the “design 
pool” a city has to offer and the simple 
logistics of the number of rooms available 
in the show house. You may decide, for 
example, that your city’s first show house 
should showcase only new, young talent 
at a local or regional design school. 
Diantha Nype of Kips Bay says the 
showcase committee delights in introduc- 





ing new talent in New York. Another 
solution found in large urban show 
houses deals with the simple process of 
rotation. For a premiere showcase, your 
charity may want to invite a nationally 
famous decorator to participate to build 
up the draw at the gate. All these tech- 
niques for building public awareness also 
help build the future prestige of the show 
house. 

Upon the advice of experienced show 
house producers there are certain paid 
positions that are deemed indispensable 
to success. One such is the setting up of a 
full-time public relations council. This 
need not be a year-long commitment but 
it should certainly precede the two 
months prior to your show house’s 
scheduled opening. From acquiring all- 
important mailing lists to sending impor- 
tant invitations to scheduling feature in- 
terviews with designers and writers, 
professional public relations is invaluable 
to your charity’s success. 

Other paid personnel might include 
the law firm the charity has engaged for 
its own needs to draw up necessary con- 
tracts and establish the necessary finan- 
cial aspects the show house needs. Securi- 


The legendary source for English classic 
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ty is also crucially important where fine 
objects, priceless antiques and art are 
concentrated within a single open-to-the- 
public place. 

Many of the show house chairmen we 
spoke to stated that volunteer staffing 
during a show house run is the major 
headache. Select volunteers (who will 
function in the dual role as security 
guard and docent) for their competency, 
reliability, punctuality and flexibility. 
Schedules are made to be altered. 

What is the most valuable personal 
quality to look for in choosing a chair- 
man or chairwoman? Perhaps above all 
it’s energy and an enthusiastic vision. 
Madelle Semerjian, who has been the 
chairman of all three Rogers Memorial 
Library Designer Show Houses says, 
“Tt’s like putting on a Broadway play. 
You’re coordinating the talent with the 
tastes of the house (audience), scheduling 
the building of the sets, calculating the 
risks, wining and dining the press, pull- 
ing in the reviews . . . it’s like living in the 
theater.” And, like being on Broadway, 
$150,000 earned in just three weeks must 
feel like heaven!

richness? The subtle shift of 

color from pure white to cream, 
of texture from smooth paint to nubby 
wool. Its a delicate blending perceived 
as a whole, the overall impression one 
of whiteness because there’s nothing 
here to divert the eye. Carole Kaplan of 
Two by Two began with a linen-white 
shell and had artist Gerard Wiggins

THE DETAILS 


@ Balloon shades, a skirted table with 
handmade antique cloth add softness.

@ A band of blue “caps” the room. 

e@ Painted swag over mantel and the 
motif on the paneling “keep the room 
from being completely serious.”

With no architectural embellish- 
ments to guide his hand, designer Ru- 
bén de Saavedra transformed this boxy 
little bedroom (below) into an opulent 
retreat using only the magic of his craft. 
“T relied completely on the decorating 
to give it a sense of quality,” says Mr. 
de Saavedra, who chose as its focal 
point an 18th-century Indian bed, a 
country piece whose intricate four-post- 
ed frame is painted a handsome cinna- 
bar. The challenge here: To keep a 
room this small from looking oppres- 
sively lavish. 


HOW HE DID IT 


e To contrast with the frame, the tree- 
of-life fabric used for the bedcover was 
given Amish restraint with low-pile 
quilting. 

@ Fabric used for the canopy and dust 
ruffle was tinted ecru to give it some 
“age” and soften the contrast with the 
cinnabar. 

@ Walls were glazed to add patina. 

@ The pieces next to the bed—a mar- 
quetry commode and a small round ta- 
ble—are from the Biedermeier period, 
whose light woods and finishes look less 
opulent than darker ones.

@ Anchored by a fine Aubusson rug, a 
blend of furniture—striped moiré seat- 
ing and tea table in an Art Deco mood, 
reproduction of antique French chairs, 
contemporary end tables—is “...a 
study in how different periods work to- 
gether if proportionately right.” 

@ Hand-painted finishes—faux sha- 
green and ivory tea table, faux lime- 
stone on window arches behind trees. 

e Attention to comfort: inviting seat- 
ing; large end tables; the tea table to 
hold things used in the room.

‘ urely one of the most talked-about 
‘rooms in the show house in which 
it appeared was this “morning 
room” decorated by Sam Blount at 
Irvine & Fleming, champions of the 
English country look. Although the 
room reflects the deceptively effortless 
look for which the firm is known, the 
focus is far from sunny chintzes and 
colors. It is instead a modern adapta- 
tion of an early-19th-century Regency 
room. “This room has to do with the 
continuity of English classical decorat- 
ing,” explains Keith Irvine, one of the 
firm’s principals. “It is an intellectual 
room, with layers that create the feeling 
of continuity.”” Elements here come 
from “‘a space of time over a century,” 
and look as if the room’s inhabitant 
“either had these things or had collect- 
ed them.” Most pieces, such as the 
painted Regency étagere and desk, are 
very fine, but the room easily accepts 
personal photographs, invitations and 
the like. What makes the overall impact 
so effective? ‘“‘Nothing is grandly set up, 
but just an assemblage of very beautiful 
things,’ says Thomas Fleming, the 
firm’s other principal. “The idea is to 
play it down, to look not posh at all.” 


THE ELEMENTS 


@ “We believe that the bones and guts 
of a room have to have an architectural 
integrity,’ says Sam Blount. 





e Crown moldings, and wallpaper bor- 
ders applied in a panel effect, create a 
stronger sense of architecture. 

@ The dado was stippled red around the 
existing panels to the left and right of 
the fireplace, then the pattern repeated 
with painted shadow moldings and stip- 
pling on the adjacent walls. 

@ To give definition to the ceiling, “‘usu- 
ally a neglected area,’’ Mr. Blount had 
it stippled and sponged with a rich mal- 
achite texture and then given a painted 
border. Because the ceiling is high for 
the room, the dark color keeps it from 
floating, and the border—a combina- 
tion of Greek key design and lions’ 
heads—adds classical elements charac- 
teristic of the period. 

@ Finishing the shell is a flooring of 
unexpected material: sisal matting, “be- 
cause it tends to relax a room that 
could seem very formal.” 

@ For the same reason, Mr. Blount used 
very simple fabrics, mainly a dark blue 
and white ticking for slipcovers, that 
look “lived in and very comfortable.” 
Adds Mr. Irvine, “I feel very strongly 
about fabrics that are just basic and 
enhance what they’re used with.” 

e Curtains are plain white linen, edged 
by a fringe of crystal, black and amber 
beads devised by the designer, and they 
hang from a black wrought iron pole.

Simple but sophisticated patterns of white on beige 
form a subtle contrast to the rustic wood of walls and 
aftered ceiling in this Southampton, N.Y., living room. 
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room—an example of vacation 

house decorating at its best— 

brings to mind Thoreau’s famous 
dictum on living: “Simplify, simplify.” 
Here, using a few pieces of generously 
proportioned, supremely comfortable 
furniture avoids a cluttered look. Sim- 
ple materials—natural wicker and crisp 
cotton—feel cool and are impervious to 
mildew. Roman shades do not block 
the large windows, and—most impor- 
tant—patterns and colors do not dis- 
tract from the main attraction of the 
room: the magnificent view of the At- 
lantic Ocean. 

“We wanted the focal point to be the 
view,” explains interior designer Josef 
Pricci, who refurbished the tiny one- 
bedroom house (see plan below) for its 
new owners. ‘“‘My clients wanted to be 
able to walk in and focus immediately 
on the beach and the ocean without 
being distracted by chintzes in 40 dif- 
ferent colors. And, of course, a simple 
neutral color scheme opens up the 
small rooms, making them seem spa- 
cious and airy.” 

Despite its tiny size and complete 
lack of architectural detail, the house 
has several charming features that Mr. 
Pricci capitalized on: roof-height raf- 
tered ceiling and wood- paneled walls in 
the living room (see preceding pages) 
and south-facing floor-to-ceiling win- 
dows on either side of the fireplace.

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BEACH HOUSE RETREAT

robably built originally as an 

ocean-front equivalent of a pool 

house, with sitting room, small 

dressing room, kitchen and bath, 
this tiny house was never intended to be 
much more than a place to change 
clothes and perhaps to have a picnic. 
The dressing room had become a bed- 
room long before the present owners 
moved in, but the interior remained un- 
pretentious and unadorned. “There was 
never any question of trying to make it 
more than the simple beach house it is,”’ 
says Josef Pricci. “It’s not the kind of 
house to make grand, and besides, the 
owners wanted a place they could es- 
cape to and do absolutely nothing about 


maintenance and upkeep.” The size of 
the house is perfectly suited to low 
maintenance. Only 637 square feet, it is 
too small for overnight guests, and its 
tile floors—dotted here and there with 
cotton dhurrie rugs—can be swept in a 
couple of minutes. 

No structural changes were made, 
but new appliances were installed in the 
kitchen, and the ocean-front deck was 
expanded by 500 square feet. Mr. Pricci 
installed the canvas awning to create 
shade for outdoor dining. “It can be 
taken down in winter,” he explains, 
“but, more important, I thought the 
canvas was Suitable to the simplicity we 
wanted to retain.”

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DESIGN FOCUS 


THE APPEAL OF BOTANICALS 


Fruits and flowers from all over the world are recorded in luscious prints

otanicals—those delicate, meticulously colored prints of 

plants, flowers, fruits and vegetables—give so much 

pure visual pleasure we often forget that their history is 

scientific rather than artistic. The first prints, rather 
crude woodcuts, were illustrations in herbal books, which 
explained the use of herbs for medicinal purposes. Botanicals 
as we think of them today, however, are the copper engrav- 
ings of the 18th and early 19th centuries and the hand- 
colored lithographs of the Victorian era. Both engravings 
and lithographs were reproduced from watercolors painted 
by botanists and botanical illustrators, some of whom trav- 
eled to exotic countries to discover new plants. In the 19th 
century some of the best illustrators worked for garden 
magazines. Although most botanicals were printed to docu- 
ment and educate, and often included all stages of a plant’s 
life (left), the line between scientific naturalism and art did 
at times become blurred. Evelyn Kraus of Ursus Books, a 
New York City print shop, gives an example: “Pierre -Joseph 
Redouté, though hired by Empress Josephine to record the 
gardens at Malmaison, was more artist than botanist. The 
flowers he painted were true to life, but were elegantly

BEYOND THE FARMHOUSE

fields in Bridgehampton, 
New York. We believed 
that it should recognize its 
neighborhood,” the archi- 
tect says. 

However, Mr. Nagel’s 
mastery of the modern idi- 
om is apparent in the 
white stucco exterior wall 
facing the fields. Behind 
the sliding glass doors and 
windows are crisply con- 
temporary interiors left 
open to maximize light 
and views and also allow 
for a variety of entertain- 
ing options. 

The main house con- 
tains one lofty 28-foot-high 
living space open to both 
the kitchen and dining ar- 
eas and delineated by care- 
fully placed architectural 
elements. The dining area 
is defined by a black cus- 
tom-designed buffet that 
houses stereo equipment. 

A curved entry wall sep- 


arates the entrance from the dining 
area, drawing toward the living 
r “The curved entry wall is paint- 
pink to symbolically extend the en- 
trance sequence of the pink curved out- 
side wall,” Bruce Nagel says. “It’s like 
the same wall displaced.”’ 
Sliding glass doors open the main 
room to the pool deck. “This open area 
mmodated a party for 85,”

to the main area so that she is not 
removed from guests’ conversation. 
However, a high counter conceals cook- 
ing preparations. 

The ceiling above the dining area was 
dropped to make the space more inti- 
mate and to contain the daughter’s bed- 
room, situated on the second floor. “To 
make the bedroom larger and to give it 
presence in the main living area, we 
cantilevered it out and romanticized it 
by creating a window seat,” explains 
the architect. This gives the teenager 
her own private place apart, yet the

window keeps her tuned in 
to what’s going on down- 
stairs. To reinforce the 
symmetry of the space the 
square bedroom window 
overlooking the living 
room is on a direct axis 
with the fireplace below. 

At the owner’s request 
the gabled west wall sur- 
rounding the fireplace was 
left as open as possible for 
viewing the sunset. ‘This 
is a very tranquil house,” 
the owner says. “The win- 
dows are so well placed 
and detailed that they 
frame the views like paint- 
ings in a museum.” 

The stucco fireplace, 
painted in colors comple- 
mentary to the exterior 
window frames, stands like 
a sculpture at the west 
wall, while on the outside 
its silolike chimney rises 
independently from the 
house, reinforcing the illu- 
sion of a compound of sep- 
arate buildings. 

To provide privacy the 
master bedroom suite is in 
a self-contained structure 
that on the outside forms a 
front entry courtyard. It is 
linked to the main living 
space by an enclosed pas- 
sageway, the only flat- 
roofed structure. “It is like 
a piece of modern architec- 
ture that slides out of the 
living room,” Bruce Nagel says of the 
passageway. 

The garage creates yet another inde- 
pendent structural element. It is placed 
so that it forms a wall for the backyard 
“room” and provides the pool with pri- 
vacy from neighbors. 

“The cylindrical outdoor shower 
places an additional primary shape in 
the landscape that furnishes this out- 
door space as a room,” says the archi- 
tect. At night it acts as an outdoor light 
fixture, standing like a beacon on the 
dark, flat fields.» —-SUSAN ZEVON

To visit San Francisco and not to visit 
its neighbor above the bay would be to 
miss out on one of the more picturesque 
towns on the globe. Small as its name 
implies, Sausalito has huge assets 
among which are a vital arts colony 
plus fair weather and lush flowers remi- 
niscent of the Cote d’Azur. A micro- 
cosm of international cultures, the 
coastal town swells with tourists who 
reconnoiter along Bridgeway for the 
dockside street’s eating places and arti- 
sans’ shops. Beyond the transient side 
of Sausalito is an exurban community 
of about 10,000 people, some of whom 
reside on houseboats, others who have 
taken to its hills and a growing number 
‘f families who have settled in the old 
fishing village near town. 

In the 1800s Sausalito provided a 


a mutual desire for roots in a unique place 


calm port for whaling and cargo ships 
to dock for repairs, as well as a refuge 
for migrating Portuguese and Italian 
fishermen. “Settle in Sausalito; live long 
and be happy,”’ declared the first news- 
paper, published c. 1885. The village’s 
early houses are modest frame dwell- 
ings, beacons for a new generation de- 
termined to establish roots. And deter- 
mination is a requisite, as Gina and 
Mike Cerre learned while seeking a 
house within their means after their 
first child was born. Having outgrown 
their tiny ‘‘cliffhanger’’ in the Sausalito 
hills, they began combing family-orient- 
ed neighborhoods, stepping up the ef- 
fort when a second child turned out to 
be on the way. For these avid sailors, 
navigating proved to be a useful skill in 
acquiring a home. >

he pursuit required all the stami- 

na they could muster. While jog- 

ging one morning, Mike Cerre 

passed a house whose generous 
grounds, rich with fruit trees and water 
views, excited his interest. As an inves- 
tigative reporter and ex-marine, his re- 
sponse was to take immediate action. 
His wife, Gina, who admits to being 
“obsessed with finding a home,” was 
nevertheless surprised when Mike 
asked her to quickly write a note ex- 
pressing their interest “even before I 
saw it!” While not smitten by the exteri- 
or, she found immediate rapport with 
the owner whose family lived in Griffin, 
Ga., also home to Gina’s family. How- 
ever, Theresa Milani had spent 40 of 
her 80-odd years in this house and 
couldn’t bear to part with it, despite the 


pleas of her family to return to Georgia 
and the promises of the Cerres to love 
the place as she had. In fact, they “fell 
in love with the owner” who came to be 
known as “Grandma.” 

Convinced that this was the house 
they would live in, Mike and Gina 
weathered many of Mrs. Milani’s 
changes of heart before she finally an- 
nounced, “If you didn’t show such in- 
terest, I wouldn’t think about moving.” 
After many Sundays of sharing pears 
from her trees and establishing a unique 
friendship with the steadfast couple, 
Mrs. Milani allowed the sale, leaving 
behind some of her possessions as re- 
minders of the bond. 

One chance friendship produced oth- 
ers as the couple sought a crew to help 
them modernize the house within the 


restraints of budget and time—barely 
two months before a second child was 
due. Recruiting a young architect who 
shared Mike’s enthusiasm for rowing 
and Gina’s design taste, the Cerres 
formed a work crew of skilled crafts- 
men they had met sailing. ‘““We had our 
own workshop downstairs,” says Gina, 
pointing out the many hand-milled 
moldings, details added to complement 
the high ceilings and make the plain 
house more gracious. Gina, who works 
for the innovative fashion company, Es- 
prit de Corp., has put a personal stamp 
on the house that is contemporary and 
yet mindful of its old character. The 
dining room, for instance, has its origi- 
nal wainscoting sharply defined with 
hand-cut vinyl floor tiles she chose with 
painstaking regard for details.

Sausalito is attracting more 
young families like the Cerres whose 
lives revolve around children, home 
and outdoor pursuits. Along with dual 
enthusiasm for improving their house is 
a commitment to upgrade the school 
system—a shared effort on Gina and 
Mike’s part. Raising their daughters is 
also a mutual involvement, with both 
parents maintaining work schedules 
that allow for family time. Gina’s day 


begins with a workout session in the 
living room, showing six-month-old 
Lee, and Lauren, three, the way to fit- 
ness. Mike’s day often begins with an 
early swim in the bay and a short ferry 
ride to his news station KRON where 
he’s an investigative reporter and week- 
end anchor man. Two weekdays he’s at 
home devoting time to his family and 
tropical garden. 

While very much grounded here, the 
couple are sailors at heart. In fact they 
discovered compatibility while both 
were crewing in the Caribbean aboard

A GARDEN OF EVEN COLOR 
AND QUIET ORDER 


With treillage, trees and privet hedges, 
a formal garden is divided into warm and intimate spaces 


At a time when the herbaceous garden 
overflowing with bright annuals is at 
the height of popularity, it can be a 
surprise and a blessed relief to come 
upon an island of order, a garden that 
relies on its bones rather than ebul- 
lience for charm. While a formal gar- 
den requires care and space, it doesn’t 
necessarily mean an army of gardeners 
working in an area the size of Ver- 
sailles. Nor does it spell stuffy intimida- 
tion. This two-acre garden bathed by 
the salt winds of Long Island is proof. 
Though formal it is warm and intimate, 
a series of various-shaped spaces in 
which its owners, a painter-printmaker 
and his designer wife, may work or 
stroll, swim or enjoy their meals. 
Enclosures created from trellises, pal- 
ings and hedges enlarge the garden in- 


stead of making it appear smaller. 
There is a sense of movement down 
brick paths, through arches and allées, 
from smaller to seemingly grand spaces. 
The eye is led by the walls, paths and 
openings to a sculpture, a stand of trees, 
a gay terra-cotta pot of red geraniums, 
a shingled dovecote designed, as is the 
treillage, by the artist-owner. Color is 
strong, but only an occasional flourish. 
The dominant mood is green, the green 
of native cedars and privet. 

Begun 29 years ago on a Sea of bro- 
ken glass, scallop shells and the odd 
whiskey bottle, the land took two years 
to clear. There were chickens in the 
back, tangling shrubs, and rubber-tire- 
encircled flowers. A path today was 
once a road worn down by children 
visiting the former owners. 


For its painter-creator, the garden 
was a first attempt, and until recently, 
he took care of it without help. It was 
the outcome of a “pent-up demand” 
and grew the way he paints. “You start 
out at one point, add here and there, 
and just keep expanding, moving and 
changing,’ he says—though admitting 
it is easier and less costly to wipe out 
mistakes in a painting than in a garden. 

One change he had to make was re- 
moval of the orchard, leaving only a 
few of the trees. The cedars and a swim- 
ming pool his wife needed for exercise 
were considered more important, espe- 
cially as the cedars did well and the 
orchard, impeded by the cedars, did 
not. Other changes to be made include 
pruning a wooded area and edging the 
vegetable garden with boxwood.

e@ Use geraniums, pansies or agapan- 
thus alone in movable terra-cotta pots | 
for spots of color along a brick path. 

e@ Even in small gardens architecture 
can create ‘“‘rooms”’ that enrich the out- 
door experience. 

@ Mix low-clipped shrubs with vertical 
forms or contrast with plants like 
gooseberry or rose bushes to achieve a 
varied silhouette. 

@ Use a white-painted gate or treillage 
for additional dimension.

My very heavy candelabra, each almost 2 feet tall, are 
made of bronze. They have a mottled green stone base 

with gold-colored candleholders. What is their value? 
—F.P. Corona, Calif. 


A. Bronze and ormolu (gold-plated 
brass) candelabra like yours were 
first popular in France during the 
early 19th century. The Empire 
designs favored classical figures 
and gold decorations. A new meth- 
od of shaping bronze made it pos- 
sible for the artists to make clocks, 
furniture and candelabra with 
black matte-finished figures as part 
of the decoration. The style re- 
mained popular until 1850. It was 
adapted by the English and Conti- 
nental artists during the same peri- 
od. The candle cups on your can- 
delabra have engine-turned designs 
and molded arms. Any large pair 
of French Empire candelabra with classical bronze figures is 
worth over $2,000. Yours, with the added value of malachite 
bases, are worth $2,500 to $3,000 in a retail store. There was a 
_ revival of interest in this type of candelabra in the 1950s. Many 
| copies were made and wired as table lamps. 





This chair is made of heavy black wood that I believe is 
teak. It is hand-carved and made with pegs and holes so 
that it can be taken apart to fit in a small box. Can you tell me

_ A. The sea captains who traveled to the Orient during the 18th 
and 19th centuries often returned 
home with objects made in China in 
the most current American styles. 
Some furniture was made in Euro- 
pean shapes with Chinese carving. 
Your chair is in the Hepplewhite 
style that was popular about 1800. 
The teakwood and carved flowers 
are typical of the furniture made for 
export in Canton, China. The furni- 
ture was made to be shipped by sea 
so pieces were often sent in parts 
and assembled later. The parts were 
made with tongue-and-groove and 
pegged joints that were sturdy once 
they were properly joined. Furni- 
ture of this type is rare and in 
demand by collectors. Your chair is 
worth about $2,000.

My silver-colored clock is about 9 inches high. It is 
marked with a symbol that I’m told is the mark of Josef 

Hoffmann. Can you tell me what it is worth?

A. Josef Hoffman was 
an architect and design- 
er. He was a founder of 
the Wiener Werkstatte, 
a famous center of dec- 
orative arts in Vienna, 
Austria. The workshop 
made textiles, furniture, 
jewelry, metalwork and 
even buildings from 
1903 to 1932. Hoff- 
mann was known for 
his metal pieces, mainly 
geometric in design. If 
it is made of sterling sil- 
ver it is worth about 
$6,000.

Should I put it in front of the fireplace or is it too valuable to 
put on the floor?

A. Pictorial hooked rugs were first popular in America about 
1830. Housewives used linen or homespun material as the 
backing. A design was drawn in charcoal, then the colored 
scraps of cloth were hooked into the rug. Commercial patterns 
became available about 1860. The most famous patterns were 
made by Edward Frost of Lyman, Me. He had over 180 
patterns, including one like your lion rug. If the burlap backing 
is weak or broken sew an extra piece of fabric on the back and 
hang the rug from a rod. If the burlap is strong you could use 
your rug on the floor in a low traffic area. Be careful about 
putting a rug in front of a fireplace. The sparks could burn it. A 
rug like yours is worth $1,000 or more. If the Frost stamp 
shows on the back of the rug add 20 percent.@

pples and pears aren’t just for pie 

making and eating out of hand. 

The sweet-tart flavor of these two 

fall favorites enhances savory 
dishes, too—from a tangy, mustard- 
based sauce that accompanies roast 
pork (above) to a rich white Cheddar 
soup perfumed with sweet and hard ci- 
ders (preceding page).

Her love for the season’s fruits led to 
in-depth experimentation in the kitch- 
en. The outcome was a repertoire of 
inventive new breads and desserts as 
well as a selection of main courses that 
go beyond the sweet and sour character 
associated with most savory dishes 
made with fruit. The unexpected fla- 
vors of Ms. Hewell’s non-dessert dishes 
are achieved by combining apples, pears 
and cider with ingredients such as fresh 
horseradish, grainy mustard, juniper 
berries, sausage, salt pork and other as- 
sertively flavored foods. They counter- 
act the inherent sweetness in the fruit,

Moreover, it resembles a 
normal toilet and flushes without special 
air pressure or electrical devices. 
According to Eljer, Ultra-One/G is 
stocked in most parts of the country now. 
Available in white and eight other colors, 
its price ranges from $160 to $250. 
6. Artistic Fixtures: Unique is an over- 
worked word, but it applies to seven bath 
fixture designs released this year by Koh- 
ler. Intended for owners interested in 
one-of-a-kind fixtures, each of the seven 
collections, designed by working artists, 
are labeled the Kohler Artist Editions. 
Designs include Serpentine (pictured 
on page 156), a sculptural, wavelike carv- 
ing in vitreous material; Cactus Cutter 
and Solstice, Art Deco reflections; Color 
Cloud, misty color blends; Duo and Mid- 
night Frost, patterned contrasts; and Co- 
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loré, a tilelike impression. When the col- 
lections were introduced, only lavatory 
and toilet were included, priced between 
$3,000 and $4,000 for the pair.

7. Kitchen Deck: Anyone with a dish- 
washer knows this versatile machine 
doesn’t do everything. Praise the people 
at Grohe who fashioned the Ladylux 
Kitchen Deck (pictured on page 147): a 
high spout pulls out to become a spray 
and can be replaced with a spray scraper 
or spray brush to gently scrub fine china 
or work off burned gravy in a broiling 
pan. Available in combinations of white, 
mocha, beige, red, matte chrome or pol- 
ished chrome, the complete deck, includ- 
ing tool holder and escutcheon, is $335. 
8. High-Tech Home Control: Computer 
technology spawned a host of micro- 
chip-guided household equipment. 
Among the latest is General Electric’s 
Homeminder System, a means of control- 
ling lighting, appliances, temperature and 
security from central or remote locations 
within the house or remote locations out- 
side the house. Readouts of data appear 
on a television screen—yours or one you 
buy with Homeminder. 

The TV screen also serves as a note 
pad—reminders for you, messages for 
others. Because there are many parts to 
the system, pricing varies. But a basic 
complement for an average house, not 
including a TV set, would be about $500. 
9. Gourmet Sinks: As interest in good 
food rises, so does the need for large 
steamers, double boilers, fish poachers 
and the like. Larger, deeper stainless steel 
sinks and wide drainboards are Elkay’s 
intelligent response to this growing de- 
mand. Bowl depths are either 8 or 10 
inches, compared to a depth of 7 inches, 
for standard sinks. Triple, double, or sin- 
gle bowl sinks, with or without attached 
drainboard, make up what Elkay calls 
the Gourmet Collection.

Applied to one sur- 
face of double or single glazing, the coat- 
ing raises the energy-conserving value of 
the glass. (For southernmost areas, PPG 
recommends its bronzed Sungate 200, 
which also cuts back on solar transmis- 
sion through the glass.)

27. Light from Beauty: The way to judge 
a lighting fixture is in its ‘off’ position. 
That’s how it will appear in your home 
most of the time. For this reason, Fore- 
cast Lighting has devoted considerable 
attention to design details in its fixture 
collection—from striking contemporary 
through traditional, Art Deco to hand- 
some utilitarian versions. Reasonable 
prices range from $50 to over $1,000. 

28. A Better Patio Door: Since 1946 mil- 
lions of aluminum sliding glass doors 
have been fitted to American homes. At 
first, they were the rage. Then, owners 
discovered flaws. Today, swinging patio 
doors overcome most problems and still 
pass plenty of daylight and provide easy 
access to outdoor living. 

One of the finest sets we’ve found is 
made by Marvin Doors. Produced of 
pressure-treated Ponderosa pine, Mar- 
vin’s Terrace Doors (pictured on page 
147) are hung with at least four hinges, 
weather-stripped and fitted for both snap 
and deadbolt locks. Priced with real di- 
vided lights and not snap-ins, a pair of 
doors (one fixed, one swinging) to replace 
an old aluminum slider would be about 
$1,100. 

29. Crystal Opener: Who said hardware 
had to be merely practical? The Sonata, a 
cut-lead crystal doorknob, emphatically 
underlines the decorative without ne- 
glecting the practical. Made by Gains- 
borough Hardware Industries and in- 
tended for interior doors, the knob has a 
suggested list price of $60. 

30. Continental Cabinets: An easily dis- 
cernible European flair influences the de- 
sign of Bosch cabinets from West Germa- 
ny. All cabinet faces are a matte white, 
and edges are rounded with a solid line of 
natural beech. Metal loop or ball pulls of 
beech, glass front cabinets and wine racks 
are some of the separates designed for the 
cabinets. A single base cabinet with one 
drawer, 24 inches wide, is about $385. 
31. Roof Window Electronics: Andersen 
now offers electronic controls for both its 
roof window and awning window (the 
latter often used as glazing in cleresto- 
ries). Best of all, a rain sensor automati- 
cally shuts the windows when a raindrop 
falls on the sensor.

33. Long-life Light: Would you pay 
slightly more for an incandescent light 
bulb that lasts more than six times longer 
than an ordinary bulb? You can, at Sears. 
Its new DieHard bulb burns for about 


_ 6,000 hours. This compares to ordinary 


incandescents that can fizzle at 800 to 
1,000 hours. The new bulbs are available 
in 60-, 75- and 100-watt strengths. 

34. Efficient Fireplace: Fireplace lovers 
have been warned ever since the energy 
crisis began that their fireplace is an ener- 
gy loser. True. An open fireplace not 
only sends more than 90 percent of its 
heat up the chimney, but also sucks up 
furnace-heated air to support combus- 
tion. Not so for Majestic’s new Supercir- 
_culator fireplace that can warm an aver- 
age three-bedroom house when 
temperatures hover around freezing. Un- 


_ installed, the Supercirculator and all its 


parts is about $1,290. 


_ 35. Traditional Cabinets: Like many Eu- 


ropean manufacturers, Lager Kitchens of 


_ West Germany produces beautiful con- 


temporary kitchen cabinet styles. But we 
are intrigued with Vienna, a Lager kitch- 
en very much in a traditional mood. 

On a white-lacquered solid oak frame 
lie distinctive raised panel door and 
drawer fronts, accented in ice-blue. 
Knobs are in matching white and blue. A 


_ classic cornice edges the cabinet tops. 


There is also a variety of end-use-de- 
signed storage units. Prices are not unlike 
those for other quality imports. 

36. Fuel-cost Reducer: Every state now 
has energy-related building codes. 
They’re needed and good, but do they go 
far enough? One insulation maker, Ow- 
ens-Corning Fiberglas, believes builders 
can do better than meet the code, and 
save buyers up to half what they would 
have spent on fuel. The company has 
instituted a voluntary Thermal Crafted 
Home program. To qualify for the pro- 
gram, a builder submits plans of his 
house for computer analysis. Owens-Cor- 
ning then tells the builder where adjust- 


ments are needed. For one Indiana build- 
er, the program reduced projected fuel 
costs from an annual rate of $922 to 
$614, a saving of $308 for the buyer. 

37. Computer Furniture: Once pur- 
chased, for a home-based business or vol- 
unteer commitments, a computer is often 
relegated to a catch-as-catch-can furni- 
ture arrangement. This can lead to frus- 
tration and yearning for cabinets de- 
signed to handle the components. Into 
this picture steps St. Charles. Best known 
for handsome kitchen cabinets, the com- 
pany’s new furniture division has put to- 
gether a furniture group structured to 
handle each component of a personal 
computer system. A complete set of com- 
puter furniture components would range 
between $3,600 and $4,000. 

38. Easy Repairs: Aimost anything in the 
house that has broken, snapped or 
cracked is repairable with the right type 
of glue. Super Glue Corp. now offers a 
vastly broadened sticky offering to in- 
clude glues pinpointed for specific jobs— 
repairing vinyl, leather belts, sneakers or 
aluminum toys. Moreover, the glues are 
tube-packaged to simplify application 
and storage. Some are contained in a 
syringe. Prices for all the glues are in the 
$2 to $6 range. 

39. Basement Leak Stopper: Leaks in a 
cellar are annoying, time-consuming, 
damaging and, on rare occasions, cata- 
strophic. Over the years, we’ve found the 
array of seals and coatings from Thoro 
System to be effective. Particularly useful 
in stopping the flow of water through an 
open crack in a basement wall is a quick- 
setting, non-shrinking hydraulic cement 
called Thoro Waterplug. Most Thoro 
products are powdery and require a mix 
with water. All are modest in cost. 

40. Elegant Handles: imagine centuries 
of Italian art synthesized for a modern 
collection of door handles, escutcheons, 
medallions, pulls and knobs. The collec- 
tion, by Valli & Colombo, is serene and 
exciting, a blend of old world brass and 
all-new plastics. The company’s Ameri- 
can branch is located in Duarte, Calif. 


OUTSIDE ADVANTAGES 

Improvements in outdoor products of- 
ten advance at a faster rate than any 
other house part.

new method for rooting stem cuttings 
of houseplants. Cut a section of plastic 
wrap 10 inches square. Take a stem 
cutting of a suitable houseplant. A 
simple way to estimate the length of a 
cutting is to gently bend the terminal 
end of a new shoot. If it bends it is too 
young, too short. If it resists breaking, 
it may be too old, too long. The per- 
fect cutting should snap at the right 
point. Remove the bottom leaves and 
any flowers or buds. Dip the cut end 
in rooting hormone and wrap the bot- 
tom inch or so in moistened whole 
sphagnum moss. Place the moss in the 
center of the plastic and pull up the 
sides. Secure with a twist tie. Place in 
a brightly lighted location, out of di- 
rect sunlight. At this time of year a 
north-facing window would be ideal. 

Depending on the kind of plant, the 
cutting may be ready in two or three 
weeks when some roots will show 
through the plastic. Pot up the cut- 
tings, sphagnum and all.

John Dinkel, keeper emeritus of the 





Royal Pavilion, describes the summer 
palace this way: ‘“‘The interiors, with all 
their splendors of riotous color, pattern- 
on-pattern and luxurious materials, were 
controlled with great artistry. King 
George IV was an avid student of design 
and decoration. He was never one to 
blithely approve a plan. Rather, he scru- 
tinized every inch, every fold of fabric, 
every nuance of detail and, like George 
Lucas or Steven Spielberg, he had a ge- 
nius for ‘special effects.’”’ 

What could be more English than a 
house set in a garden with an aspect to 
the sea? Nothing. Except that the archi- 
tecture is that of the Indian Moghul dy- 
nasty and the interiors taken after the 
Chinese. To be precise, both the architec- 
ture and the interior decoration are 
George IV’s interpretations of these two 
great traditions. He was not a slavish 
copycat; he was a lavish decorator using 
his own eye to create highly stylized ver- 
sions of chinoiserie at the close of the 
18th century. And, in a stroke of genius, 
he introduced gas lighting into the house, 
the first ever to be seen on such a large 
scale. And there isn’t a set designer alive 
who doesn’t appreciate the impact of 
lighting control. George IV most certain- 
ly did. He understood the theatrical pos- 
sibilities inherent in decorating and he 
never let issues of “appropriateness” lim- 
it him. It also happens that he never let 





at Brighton. Mrs. Samios-An- 
drunas also journeyed to Brighton with 
her private reservations about what she’d 
find, having had the Royal Pavilion de- 
scribed to her in an art history course as 
“a visual atrocity.” “It took about five 
minutes for me to recognize the expres- 
sion of genius the house contained,” she 
said. “I was converted. My reaction took 
the form of a wordless understanding of a 
cohesive madness at work throughout the 
design scheme. You don’t intellectualize 
about the Royal Pavilion. It’s something 
you let yourself feel.”’ 
I asked her about the challenge of 
bringing her 20th-century eye to bear on 
this early 19th-century work of art. How

that would still be true to the original 
spirit © the pavilion? 
a my second visit to the Royal Pa- 
lion I made the decision to keep George 
{V’s vision whole. No skimping on pro- 
portions, no stinting on the colors, no 
squishing together of design motifs in or- 
der to meet the demands of 20th-century 
textiles technology. He had everything 
hand-painted. I had no such option. So I 
decided that the best place to begin the 
work was where George himself chose to 
begin: the pink and blue panels lining the 
hallway leading into his banqueting 
hall.’’ The result is “Royal Promenade,” 
a sequence of four 11-foot-high panels 
containing a banana tree, a partridge, a 
hummingbird, a pagoda and a cockatoo 
sitting in gracefully drawn tropical trees. 
And the color! Royal-blue figures on a 
salmon-pink ground. 

The history of the changes of the Roy- 
al Pavilion is extremely complex. It 
seems that the “Moghul” palace started 
out as a simple expansion of an English 
farmhouse where George IV could live in 
relatively discreet quiet with his first 
wife, Mrs. Maria Fitzherbert, a morga- 
natic alliance he made in 1785. The farm- 
house had an attic that somehow sur- 
vived the king’s notice and, one day, Mrs. 
Murray Douglas happened on one of his 
hatboxes whose covering has become the 
darling of the collection: an elegant, gold- 
on-black motif—grape cluster and leaf— 
with a border containing a three-plumed 
crown in a cartouche called “Vintage 
Royal.” I had seen this cluster-and-leaf 
design executed on vermeil serving trays 
in the banquet hall and had been struck 
by its beauty and grace. 

I asked Mrs. Samios-Andrunas if there 
were a “neutral” included in the collec- 
tion. She pointed out a group of chintzes 
and wallcoverings called “‘Teawood,” 
whose design reflected the faux boiserie 
found throughout the house. Among the 
colors are a sage-green, a tomato-red and 
a soft golden taupe. Also available in a 
otton-linen upholstery-weight blend, 

Teawood” is a pattern that would fit, 


most miraculously, into any design 
scheme—modern, traditional, interna- 
tional or country 

Why Brighton now? It was a question 
I posed to John Jacoby, design director 
emeritus of Brunschwig & Fils who a! 
had a hand in adapting the collection fo: 
modern rooms. “I think it has to do with 
an emerging sense of individuality we’re 


becoming more comfortable with,” he 
said. “You know that the English have 
affected a perfect indifference to the Roy- 
al Pavilion for what almost amounts to 
two centuries. They just ignored it. 
Queen Victoria even tried to raze it. In- 
stead, she just stripped it of its furnish- 
ings, pictures, silver and gold. The Royal 
Pavilion is being seen now as the histori- 
cal decorating document that it is. The 
restoration that’s underway now, subse- 
quent to the fire bombing attack in 1975, 
is providing marvelous opportunities for 
us to understand the elements of the 
handworked arts George IV employed. A 
portion of the profits from the collection 
will underwrite the resuscitation.” 

Is there a place for the opulence of the 
Royal Pavilion’s style in today’s rooms? 
My instinct is that there is if you choose 
maximum effect in small places. Why not 
line a small entry with the gorgeous pink- 
and-blue panels? That’s exactly how 
George IV used them—proportional to 
the room the entry hall led to. Why not 
paper a study with the understated faux 
bois wallcovering in a subtle red or a sofa 
and chairs in the handsome taupe? Why 
not do a pretty dressing room or a closet 
with the cartouche and crown border? 
George IV’s pleasure really is your own. 
He did it for fun. 

The pavilion, open to the public every 
day, is fully furnished in its original style, 
including furniture on permanent loan 
from Queen Elizabeth. The most superb 
display of Regency silver gilt to be seen 
anywhere in the world is set out as for a 
sumptuous royal banquet. 

Editor’s note: For more about the his- 
tory of the Royal Pavilion at Brighton— 
former director John Morley’s Making of 
the Royal Pavilion, Brighton (Godine, 
$69.95) is a good architectural history of 
the buildings, architects and designers 
who worked with the king to carry out 
his ever-changing vision of the “house in 
a garden.”” Keeper Emeritus John Dinkel 
has also written a book, The Royal Pavil- 
ion, Brighton (Rizzoli, $19.95), focusing 
on its decoration and its contents. Both 
books are available at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. 

If you go to Brighton: Trains run al- 
most every 15 minutes from Victoria Sta- 
tion, and BritRail offers a special express 
that makes the trip in about 40 minutes. 
Brighton is noted for its tea shops, its 
17th-century Lanes shopping district, its 
belle epoque piers, and its breezy, sunny 
flavor. The Royal Pavilion is open every 
day, 10 A.M. to 5 P.M. (10 A.M. to 6:30 
P.M. from June to Sept. 30).

By BETTY and TED RIVERA 
n a glorious September day at an 
important flea market held in Con- 
necticut meadowland, a small, sil- 
ver-lidded, cut-crystal ink- 
well glinted enticingly in sunlight. 4 
Unable to resist its elegance, we 
bought it, and began a collection of ink- 
wells and inkstands that fascinatingly re- 
call years when ink receptacles were an 
‘important and often decorative part of 
the writing ritual. The 
collecting of inkwells 
and inkstands has 
brought us immeasur- 
able pleasure and 
broadened our 
interest in ail 
antiques. At 
first, however, 
we planned to 
collect only sil- 
ver and crystal

wells. But as we visited antiques shows 
and shops and talked with dealer-friends 
about our collection, we were intrigued 
\by wells and stands made, through the 
“years, of countless other materials—gold, 
‘bronze, brass, pewter, porcelain, pottery, 
glass, wood, papier-maché, exotic rose 
quartz, even anthracite coal. And soon it 
became too difficult for us to bypass a 
glass inkwell as blue as a robin’s egg or to 
leave behind the cheery charm of a yel- 
low Meissen porcelain inkstand. 

The diversity of wells and stands made 
in so many styles, sizes and shapes may 
prove confusing for a beginning collector 
who is undecided about which ones to 
focus on. Some new collectors prefer to 
acquire only French or Italian faience 
(examples that colorfully complement 
rooms filled with country-style furnish-

ings, or delicately hand-painted porcelain 
stands and wells that once customarily 
reposed on ladies’ writing tables). Other 
adherents favor gem-toned 19th-century 
glass wells, often thought of as the “‘jew- 
els” of a collection of glass wells, or ex- 
amples such as the ingeniously devised 
traveling wells that are often shaped like 
violins, satchels or barrels. Many collec- 
tors decide to accumulate stands and 
wells that represent various styles and 
eras—19th-century patented wells, art 
glass wells of the Art Nouveau period or 
elegant turn-of-the century sterling wells 
and stands. But whatever the decision, 
only wells and stands that appeal aesthet- 
ically, have historical value or reflect ar- 
tistic merit should be collected. 

We can recall, early in our collecting 
career, when we instinctively liked and 
bought a small cylindrical wooden ink-

well. We later found through research 
that we owned a traveling well made over 
a century ago by S. Silliman & Com- 
pany of Chester, Conn. Cleverly 
designed to prevent the evapora- 
tion of ink, the well was one of many 
that Civil War soldiers carried to 
insure a supply of ink for their letters. 
Instinctive acquisition of wells or 
stands can, at times, prove exciting, but it 
is wiser not to rely on luck when making 
antique purchases. A dealer who special- 
izes in writing paraphernalia can expertly 
guide you in building an assemblage of 
wells. And this dealer will doubtless urge 
the purchase of quality wells of good 
craftmanship and design—that’s the only 
way to have a collection of value. Tiffany

or Loetz art glass inkwells are quality 
pieces. Yet even a Tiffany or Loetz well 
should not be bought unless you like it. 

When buying a well or stand make 
sure that it is in reasonably good condi- 
tion. If it has specific historical or senti- 
mental value, or is one you may not find 
again, some damage is acceptable. Check 
to see, though, that all its components 
are original and not “married” to it. 

A good part of the fun of collecting 
inkwells and stands is sharing the joy of 
discovery with friends. People we know 
have given us’ wells and stands that were 
long cherished in their farnilies. Recently, 
we were given one of the smallest porce-

DISCOVERING THE BEST OF ENGLISH STYLE IN LONDON’S 
VERY PERSONAL DECORATING SHOPS 


By CLAIRE WHITCOMB 
ne of the great en- 
ticements to shop- 
ping in London is 
something you can’t 

put on your credit card: a 
fast lesson in English style, 
that unpretentiously ro- 
mantic way of putting a 
room together that is such 
an influence in American 
decorating today. In Lon- 
don it can be yours for the 
asking—in a host of deco- 
rating shops purveying 
style ideas. 

The best place to dive 
headfirst into the quintes- 
sentially English look is 
Colefax & Fowler at 39 Brook St. Like 
other great English decorators, the late 
John Fowler didn’t work out of a seclud- 
ed office lined with fabric samples. He set 
up shop. And, 40 years later, what a shop 
this Mayfair town house still is. 

When you walk in the entrance hall 
with its beige, dragged walls, old prints 
and antiques, all arranged like a parlor, 
you feel as if the butler should announce 
you. Though the upstairs sitting room, 
bedroom and other settings may evoke a 
patrician London household, there’s no 
need to tiptoe. Wandering is expected as 
everything is for sale, from the polished 
Regency tables to Colefax & Fowler’s 
special flower holder—a wooden rack 
with a row of three glass vials, $28; in 
tortoise shell finish, $39. 

London’s best fabric houses, like Cole- 
fax & Fowler, Osborne & Little (at 304 
King’s Rd.) and Jane Churchill (just 
moved to 137 Sloane St.) all sell their 
fabrics at retail. The benefit to Ameri- 
cans is twofold. First, many of these fab- 
Tics can only be bought by the trade in 
the United States. Second, they’re consid- 

erably less expensive in England. Cole- 

fax’s chintzes are about $14 to $24 a 

meter. So if you’re in the market for a 

slipcover, it pays to measure your sofa 

before you leave home! 





Colefax & Fowler feels like a private home, but everything in its 
well-designed room settings is for sale. 


Being set loose in the land of English 
style can inspire a feverish combination 
of frustration and exhilaration. Just as 
you fall hopelessly under London’s spell 
you realize that you’ll never have the 
time (let alone the stamina) to seek out 
all its treasures. I found it wise, therefore, 
to have a focused itinerary. Herewith, 
two rewarding walks, each manageable in 
an afternoon. 


WALTON STREET/FULHAM ROAD 

Nina Campbell’s shop is reason 
enough to turn the corner from chichi 
Beauchamp Place (four blocks from Har- 
rod’s) onto easily overlooked Walton St., 
lined with whitewashed town houses. At 
No. 9, Nina Campbell’s store showcases 
her decorating and her romantic fabrics, 
sprigged with hearts, lily of the valley 
and ribbons. What has customers saying 
“Oh, how divine,’ however, are the ac- 
cessories she’s had “doné up” especial- 
ly—silk cushions, hand-painted with 
roses and edge-stitched so they look ap- 
pliquéd, $155; reproduction tall twisted 
wooden candlesticks, $202 a pair; old- 
fashioned-looking drawings of artichokes 
or quails’ eggs, $114 each. 

If there’s a custom item you’d like 
painted or crafted, don’t hesitate to ask. 
London shops are very service oriented. 


Nina Campbell’s Victorian 
papier-maché trays, fitted 
out with stands so they’ll 
serve as coffee tables, are 
an inspiration for the kind 
of work you can have 
done. And don’t worry 
about getting it all home. 
Most shops routinely ship 
everything (except fabric 
in certain cases) to the 
United States. 

A few doors away at 
No. 17 Walton St. is 
Stephanie Hoppen’s an- 
tique print shop. Whether 
you have tulip mania, or 
affections for horses or 
maps, Mrs. Hoppen will 
get to the art of the matter. Her diverse, 
fine prints range from $150 to $4,500. 
The shop is also a stand-out because of 
the matting and framing. Mrs. Hoppen 
works with 70 colors of mats, plus 400 
shades of marbled paper for borders, plus 
gold beveling and now even French silk 
ribbons. To shop long distance, send for 
her color illustrated price list and bro- 
chure on decorating with prints, $5. 

At Dragons II, 19 Walton St., paint is 
the leitmotif—from trompe l’oeiled book- 
cases to a reproduction black letter writ- 
ing desk with floral decoration. The 
shop’s inspiration is clearly in the soft, 
aged colors of its antiques. If you want 
anything painted with flowers to match 
your fabric, speak ‘up. Dragons II runs a 
small interior design service and special- 
izes in custom work. 

At 23 Walton St., you’ll find Dragons 
I, just for kids. Again, everything’s paint- 
ed, but with the goal of stealing a child’s 
heart. Winnie the Pooh clambers over a 
diminutive rush-seated chair labeled 
“William,’’ $57; bunnies frolic under a 
garland on a headboard, $202. The own- 
er of both shops, Rosie Fisher, has just 
written Rooms to Grow Up In (Salem 
House, $17) in which she tells how to 
paint and decorate children’s rooms. A

mail-order catalog for Dragons I is $2.50. | 

If you keep ambling down Walton St., | 
you'll find Saville-Edells at No. 25 with 
Horchow-like gifts—ivory-handled mag- 
nifying glasses, burled-walnut briefcases, 
pillows with clever sayings. The Walton 
St. Stationery Co. at No. 97 is where the 
well-heeled have their writing paper en- 
graved. It’s a wonderful source for draw- 
er liners, fine pens and such. The Mono- 
grammed Linen Shop at No. 168 will, as 
the name suggests, add your initials to 
anything. Moussie at No. 198 is notewor- 
thy for its hand-knit cardigans and its 
pillows made with inserts of old lace, 
cutwork and even pastel-embroidered ta- 
blecloths from the 1930s. 

By now you're at the end of Walton 
St.—facing one of the most clever, con- 
tinually inspiring sources of contempo- 
rary design, The Conran Shop. It’s worth 
a visit just to keep tabs on what snappy 
wares Sir Terrence hasn’t yet exported to) 
his American stores. Once you’ve found) 
the front door of The Conran Shop, 
you're at 77-79 Fulham Rd. 

Stroll the next four or five blocks and) 
you'll find the very modern London 
Lighting Co. at No. 133-135, Laura Ash- 
ley (clothing only) at No. 157, Paper- 
chase at No. 167 (look for Filofax ad- 
dress books downstairs—they’re much 
cheaper than in the States), Souleiado 
with its cheerful Provencal prints at No. 
171, and Butler and Wilson at No. 189. 
The latter is aglitter with faux jewels— 
from crown-shaped pins with big glass 
stones to bracelets that would win Ma- 
donna’s heart. Serious collectors 
shouldn’t miss the small Art Deco pic- 
ture frames, cigarette cases and boxes 
that fill its side cases.

Room backgrounds are receiving tre- 
mendous attention these days. Interior 
designers swear by meticulously pre- 
pared walls, floors, ceilings and archi- 
tectural details.

he third floor of this 1884 house,

Today’s neoclassic 
revival brings fresh 
interpretations 
to the motifs of this

ne of today’s biggest trends is a 

revival of the neoclassic, a move- 

ment attributed to excavations 

begun in the 1730s and °40s in 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, where dis- 
coveries of ancient art excited furniture 
makers in France and England. 

In France, classical forms proved the 
perfect antidote for a country tiring of 
its ornate rococo style. The earliest neo- 
classic stage was the graceful and light 
Louis XVI, followed by Directoire, 
with its Greek and Roman motifs, and 
later by the austere, formal Empire 
style. In England, Robert Adam was 
principally responsible for the success 
of the neoclassic movement, using clas- 
sical forms to develop a style known by 
his name; the later stage in England 
was the Regency, with eclectic furni- 
ture whose motifs were Chinese and 
Egyptian as well as Roman and Greek. 

Almost 250 years after the movement 
began, these same classical forms and 
techniques have been embraced by de- 
signers as a reaction to the minimal 
interiors of the 1970s. Some furniture 
being made now harkens back to that 
made during the 1700s and 1800s, while 
other pieces are modern interpretations 
using classical motifs.

From the 1920s 

to the 1960s, Rose 
Cumming dared 
the exotic and 
reached the 
summit of style.

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In the Rose Cumming showroom today you’ll still find 
chintzes from the 1920s, imaginatively shirred, tasseled and trimmed 
upholstery and a host of virtuoso decorating details. 


he loved color so intensely that, in 
her later years, she dyed her hair 
cerulean blue. Her favorite center- 
piece was lumps of gleaming coal 
and gardenias. She decorated the 
houses of everyone, from Marlene Die- 
trich to the Vanderbilts. And 18 years 
after her death her decorating is still the 
height of chic. But Rose Cumming 
wouldn’t have had it any other way. 

“If you look at a room Rose did in 
the twenties, you wouldn’t want to 
change a thing. She’s timeless,’ says 
designer Ronald Grimaldi, president of 
Rose Cumming Ltd. and the keeper of 
her flame—and showroom. 

Today, the showroom (above) evokes 
Rose Cumming in its exotic and eclec- 
tic antiques and, most importantly, in 
its chintzes. “‘Rose would go to Paris or 
London with her paintbrushes, recolor 
the chintzes and then import them,” 
says Mr. Grimaldi of the fabrics that 
are still among the market’s best. Her 
grounds were often a daring aubergine 


or black; one print was simply huge 
banana leaves; she mixed lavenders, 
blues and greens as no one had ever 
done before. 

“Her tremendous sense of color is 
still an influence on me,” says decora- 
tor Richard V. Hare, who worked for 
Miss Cumming in the late 1940s. First 
assigned to mop floors and dust chan- 
deliers, he graduated to sample-cutting 
and soon became Miss Cumming’s 
right-hand designer. To explain her tal- 
ent for color, he points to her library. It 
had emerald-green walls, a red lac- 
quered Queen Anne secretary and a 
purple satin sofa. ““Who had ever seen 
anything like it?” comments designer 
Tom Britt, her close friend. 

“For her, it wasn’t a question of get- 
ting away with unheard-of combina- 
tions like citron-green and _ poison- 
green; she invented the whole idea,” 
adds Tom Britt. Rose Cumming never 
worried about styles and periods; she 
mixed chintz and satin, a Persian low 


bed made into a coffee table and silver 
furniture from Catherine the Great. 

How did a girl who grew up on an 
Australian sheep ranch acquire such a 
rule-breaking sense of style? ‘‘“Rose was 
an international beauty,” says her neph- 
ew Russell Cecil, president of Rose 
Cumming Inc. ‘When they gave a par- 
ty for her in Paris, everyone came.” Her 
dresses were made by Poiret, her hats 
by Schiaparelli, Adrian and Lilly 
Daché, but her venture into decorating 
was inspired by Frank Crowninshield, 
editor of the old Vanity Fair. Stranded 
in New York during World War I and 
unable to travel abroad, Rose confessed 
to Crowninshield over lunch that she 
was bored. “Get a job,” he suggested. 
“But what can I do?” she countered. 
“Be a decorator,” he said. To which she 
replied, ““What’s that?” 

Her question was apt because there 
wasn’t a decorating profession in 1917. 
It took women with extraordinary élan 
like Rose Cumming to help shape it.

he heir to Rose Cumming’s deco- 
rating throne is Ronald Grimaldi 
(right), whose talented eye has 
guided Rose Cumming Inc. for 
the last 14 years. Like his predecessor, 
he knows that suitability is the test of a 
good decorator. ““A country house 
shouldn’t be too ambitious,” says Mr. 
Grimaldi. Thus he pared down his nor- 
mally sumptuous look, chose chintz in- 
stead of satins, sisal instead of Oriental 
rugs, rattan as a substitute for elaborate 
upholstery. How to keep a room com- 
fortable and casual—yet sophisticated 
and undeniably pretty? Herewith, Mr. 
Grimaldi’s tricks of the trade. 
“Curtains are what give a plain room 
a real sense of importance,” he says. “I 
always hang my valances just below the 
crown molding on the ceiling and let 
the scalloped edge just brush the top of 
the window. It looks much taller that 
way. I make my curtains as full as pos- 
sible—one hundred inches on each side, 
instead of the usual fifty or seventy-five 
inches. And I line them with chintz: a 
pink and white stripe in this case.

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ith its ample chandelier and ta- 
ble that seats 18, this is a dining 
room in the formal sense of the 
word. Yet at the same time, it’s 
as inviting as the sunny porch beyond 
its French doors. How did designer 
Ronald Grimaldi strike such a balance 
between elegance and simplicity? 
“Natural plain heavy linen—I used it 
everywhere to keep the room light and 
cool. I finished the windows with va- 
lances to add architectural weight, but 
instead of ruffling them I kept them 
crisp and tailored. The one romantic 
soft touch is a rose border with flowers 
cut out of an antique fabric. They’re 
appliqued along the curtain edge and 
the bottom of the table skirt too. 
“Again, I’m an advocate of fullness 
wherever possible. I love table skirts 
! that are generous and flowing and 
break about two inches on the floor. 
Usually I finish them with a heavy 
shirred welting and add an underskirt 
of flannel. Of course that isn’t necessary

when the fabric is as heavy as linen. 

“IT also love chandeliers and hardly 
ever do a dining room without one. 
Often people make the mistake of un- 
derscaling chandeliers when a large one 
makes even a small room feel impor- 
tant. Here I wanted to stay away from 
heavy brass so I chose one with pale 
amber glass arms. At night, the room 
dances with reflected light. 

“In a country house, I try to keep 
everything simple to care for. The floor 
here is bare because people are always 
walking in from the porch. And the 
table is topped with beveled glass. You 
Just wipe it clean and you never have to 
wash your tablecloth. Sometimes if I 
want a more formal look, Ill add a top 
cloth right over the glass. 

“The one touch of elegance I 
couldn’t resist: sweeping curtains. 
These break six inches on the floor, 
instead of my standard two inches. But 
with the plain linen and the polished 
wood flooring, it’s not too much.”

COTTAGE GARDEN 


Patchwork plantings, less-than-perfect 
borders, an almost laissez-faire attitude...all are a 
part of cottage gardening’s romantic appeal 


Profusion best describes the 
cottage garden—a place 
where flowers of assorted 
sizes, Shapes and colors spill 
over walls and paths, where 
herbs, vegetables or berry 
bushes crowd among roses 
and pear or cherry trees. 
The bloom is perpetual, as 
new blossoms draw atten- 
tion away from any fading 
flowers. Planting is haphaz- 
ard and cultivation is mini- 
mal, since the fullness of the 
beds makes it difficult for all 
but the most determined 
weeds to find a foothold. 
Seedlings are pampered in 
the beginning to assure a 
healthy start, then are al- 
lowed to grow freely. Plants 
seem to thrive on this benign 
neglect. 

Cottage gardens are usu- 
ally attached to the unpre- 
tentious dwellings that line 
village streets and country 
lanes throughout the world. 
The oldest and most pictur- 
esque cottages are built of 
local stone, brick or timber 
and covered with steeply 
pitched thatch roofs; simple ; 
surburban houses are the contemporary equivalent. Whatever 
its style, the house, which is often draped with honeysuckle 
and rambler roses, defines one edge of the garden; the other 
sed by fences, stone walls, or hedges of haw- 
thorn, yew, ilex or privet. These create a protective shelter for 
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a small, intimate space brimming with a remarkably varied 
collection of plants. The only set feature is a path that leads 
from the gate to the front door, which might be framed by a 


rose-covered arch or a pair of topiary peacocks.

According to Margery 
Fish, one of this century’s 
great cottage gardeners, the 
plants in a cottage garden 
are quite ordinary, “good 
tempered and pleasing,” and 
not particular about soil or 
placement. There are 10 
classic cottage plants— 
white lilies, clove-scented 
pinks, honeysuckle, mignon- 
ette, roses, primroses, laven- 
der, hollyhock, hawthorn 
and amaranthus. To these 
traditional plants, Mrs. Fish 
added rosemary and south- 
ernwood, which she liked to 
see flanking cottage doors; 
daisies, daffodils (both dou- 
ble and single), columbines, 
true geraniums, astrantia, 
and pelargoniums grown in 
pots. The majority of these 
plants are old-fashioned, 
which means that they have 
grown in cottage gardens for 
generations, but also sug- 
gests that they are straight 
species, with blossoms that 
are delicate in size, shade 
and scent, unlike their gaud- 
ier offspring, the modern hy- 
brids. Perennials and self- 
seeding biennials, such as foxglove and verbascum, are 
permanent elements of a garden; annuals are started anew 
each spring, grown from seed collected from the previous 
season’s most attractive blooms. Opposite: Refreshingly unruly 
and haphazard, cottage gardens provide a welcome respite 
from the world outside. The hedges, or “bones” of this Devon 
garden are more than 300 years old. A true cottage garden, it is 
filled with hardy plants, including malvae, hollyhocks, fever- 
few and santolinas, and is tended mostly on weekends. >

The kitchen is the back wing of the 
house, banked against the hill. Its out- 
side walls are the lower portion of the 
stone wing.

heets—always among the least ex- 
pensive, most dramatic ways to 
spruce up a room fast—now come 
in such a wide variety of patterns 
and colors that a whole house can be 
decorated using a different sheet pat- 
tern to suit the style of each room. And 
this is exactly what Brooke and Mal- 
colm Travelstead did in their old farm- 
house in upstate New York. Like most 








people who live in early-19th-century 
houses the Travelsteads knew their 
rooms needed warming and softening 
with fabric and upholstered furniture. 
(Only a few hardy souls can live in 
authentically furnished old houses.) 
They also knew that too much fabric of 
the wrong kind would destroy the spare 
charm of the rooms and the original 
details they had so carefully restored. 





They found the answer for the living 
room (see preceding pages) in the deli- 
cately patterned floral sheet whose 
tones enhance the rich period colors 
Mrs. Travelstead had chosen for the 
woodwork. Balloon shades are the per- 
fect way to soften the windows, which 
can look harsh in summer and very 
cold in winter, without obscuring their 
carefully restored moldings.

A curved glass wall and abundant windows 
light the double-height living space 


house has to be fun,” says archi- 

tect Donald Chapell. “I love the 

idea of a house living like a boat 

or a plane—a huge object that 
could be moved at any moment.” The 
privacy of this large wooded lot in 
Easthampton, N.Y., allowed him to de- 
sign what he wanted without being con- 
cerned about its impact on the neigh- 
borhood. 

Innovative use of color added the 
amusing element to the open, minimal- 
upkeep house the owners required. 
Though at first hesitant about the bold 
use of green paint on the exterior, the 
owner now says, “Once it was done we 
loved it. The green stripe at the bottom 
underscores the serenity of the house 
and makes it seem like a boat at sea.” 


More than just amusing, the green 
paint serves to cut the glare of reflected 
sunlight. And on the inside, with the 
exception of pale orange used for the 
custom-designed half-circle library ta- 
ble at the very center of the house, all 
the colors are kept cool to help create a 
serene atmosphere. “Desert colors,” 
Mr. Chapell calls them. 

Sunshine in sufficient abundance to 
cut heating costs enters the house 
through the double-height windows 
that face south across the rear deck. 
The eye is led outside through this 
curved wall of glass by the green wall 
that punctuates the deck. It provides a 
striking backdrop lending objects 
placed in front of it an almost surreal 
aura. —SUSAN ZEVON

but the history is lost. Is it Amer- 
ican? English? Is it 18th or 19th 
century? How should it be 
insured?

A. Your mirror is in the style 
that was popular in England and 
the colonies from about 1740 to 
1760. The bird is the legendary 
phoenix, which burns in a fire 
and rises from the ashes with re- 
newed youth. It was a popular 
design motif during the 18th cen- 
tury. The American mirrors in 
this style were usually made with 
mahogany veneer. The English 
used either mahogany or walnut. 
A mirror similar to yours can be 
seen in the diplomatic reception 
rooms at the U.S. Department of 
State. It had a donation value of $15,000. If yours is all original 
and is not a 19th- or 20th-century copy, it is worth from $5,000 
‘to $15,000. It should be insured on a fine arts policy that covers 
“fire, theft and breakage. A homeowner’s or renter’s policy will 
not properly cover an antique of this value. 
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What can you tell me about my Lalique vase? It’s 
nine inches high with a brown stain over the design. 
—N.H., Anaheim, Calif. 


A. Your vase is decorated 
with “honesty” flowers, 
known in French as mon- 
naie du pape. The design 
was used in the 1920s on 
several kinds of bottles and 
vases. The vase was also 
used as a “lighting bowl.” 
Lalique made many lamps 
in which a light bulb was 
inside the glass. Some of 
these lamps were shaped 
like bottles with decorative 
stoppers and the light ac- 
‘cented the raised decorations that were molded in the glass. 
‘Some were like your vase with a light source that reflected out 
through the sides of the lamp. A Lalique vase with any added 
‘color like the brown on your vase has more value than the more 
common clear and frosted glass pieces. The value of the honesty 
vase is approximately $1,000.

A. Dragons, lizards, snakes 
and other exotic creatures 
were often used as handles 
for pitchers and teapots. The 
Royal Worcester factory in 
England started making a 
line of ivory-colored, gold- 
decorated porcelain during 
the 1880s. It was so popular 
it was soon copied by porce- 
lain makers in many coun- 
tries. Your pitcher was probably a creamer for a tea set. It was 
made in Carlsbad, Bohemia, which is now part of Czechoslova- 
kia. A group of factories made ceramics in that area and some 
that were not actually in the city of Carlsbad used the name as 
part of their marks. Marks used before 1890 were usually 
spelled “Karlsbad.” Later it became “Carlsbad” for the export 
market. The design and mark of your creamer dates it about 
1885. Retail value, $85. 





I have a strange iron inkwell. The center is an elk’s 
head with antlers. When were iron inkwells popular? 
T.M., Fresno, Calif. 


A. In the 18th century inkstands became elaborate status sym- 
bols. Silver and even gold inkstands were made, each to hold a 
pen, some bottles of ink, and perhaps the other necessities such 
as pounce (powdered sandarac or cuttlefish bone). Pounce 
kept the ink from spreading on the unglazed paper. There was 
also a box for the wafers that sealed the letter. The paper was 
better by the 19th century, envelopes were available, and an 
inkstand usually held just ink and pens. Your iron inkstand 
was probably made at the turn of the century. The elk is the 
symbol for the Fraternal Order of the Elks. The elk’s 
head was particular- 

ly suited to use on UP J 
an inkstand. Pens 

were kept across the 
antlers. The iron 
stands were gilded, 
bronzed or left black. 
Your stand is worth 
about $150. (For

Fresh fruits and vegetables are important 
in the diet because of their low calorie 
count, high fiber content and nutritional 
value. Fall produce, so abundant in the 
markets now, adapts well to microwave 
cooking. This wonderfully fast, moist- 
heat cooking method helps retain nutri- 
ents in fresh produce and, because cook- 
ing time is reduced, garden-fresh flavor is 
preserved as well. 

It is important to be aware that the 
firmness of fruits and vegetables affects 
their cooking time; even 1 or 2 minutes 
can make a difference. We recommend 
that you undercook produce, then test 
for doneness to avoid overcooking. It’s 
easy to add a few minutes of cooking 
time but not much can be done to salvage 
overcooked food.

SLOANE STREET 


Rather near the top of Walton St.— 
put a taxi ride away from Stephen Long’s 
on Fulham Rd.—is Sloane St. Here ev- 
erything’s absolutely top drawer, from 
the decorating shops, which include Jane 
Churchill at No. 137 and Charles Ham- 
mond at No. 165, to Gordon Lowes, at 
No. 179-180 with its Wellington boots 
and classic overcoats. 

It’s thanks to Sloane Sq. and Sloane St. 
hat London’s version of yuppies are 
called Sloane Rangers. You may find 
many of them dressed in their plaid skirts 
and pearls like a casual Princess Di at the 
General Trading Co. at No. 144. After 









all, that’s where Sloane Rangers have 
their wedding lists. Its small, appealing 
floors offer garden wares, antiques, chi- 
na, even a new modern living shop. As 
you might expect, everything’s pleasingly 
lively and far from stodgy. 

Nearby is Carolyn Warrender’s at | 
Ellis St. (it’s the third right when you're 
walking from Sloane Sq.). Exuberantly 
stenciled flowers and fruit baskets deco- 
rate the outside of her shop. Inside she 
sells all the tools of the stencil trade. 
Though her patterns are imported from 
the United States, what’s delightfully En- 
glish is Ms. Warrender’s way of decorat- 
ing with stencils. “My background is in 
textile design,” she says, “I wanted to 
take a motif off the fabric and create 
custom colored patterns. Stenciling here 
is very much a decorator’s tool.” For 
Americans one of her most welcome ser- 
vices is cutting stencils to coordinate with 
a motif from your favorite fabric. And 
she’ll work long distance if you send the 
appropriate swatch and indicate the size 
of the stencil. Prices vary according to 
the complexity of the stencil design. 

Crane Gallery, upstairs at No. 17la 
Sloane St., is devoted to New England 
rockers, quilts and good old, down-home 
American folk art. The news for collec- 
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tors is the gallery’s naive paintings of 
cows, dogs, folk and farm figures, all 
executed by British artists. “Our primi- 
tive painters have nowhere near the rec- 
ognition of the American folk artists,” 
says manager Francesca Mills, partly be- 
cause British collectors have focused on 
the more established fine artists. British 
naive oils are about $3,000—$5,000. 
Perhaps the most dynamic design out- 
post on Sloane St. is Joseph Pour La 
Maison, adjacent to the fashion design- 
ers’ Joseph and Joseph Tricot stcres at 
No. 16. Everything’s black, white and 
high tech, with furniture from Ecart, 
housewares from Alessi and other top-of- 
the-line contemporary manufacturers. 
New to me, however, was a table with an 
etched-glass top and smooth edges 
shaped like torn paper, the avant garde 
work of a company called One Off at 56 
Neal St., worth hastening to just for a 
look at their stereos cast in cement. 
Chairs out of car seats and metal loft 
beds are other high tech innovations.

revamped the piano. My efficiency exper 
put his head in his hands. His plumber 
with the most appropriate name of M1 
Fawcett, was more broad-minded.

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long length of thick rope up and down 
from step to banister, threading it 
through inch-wide eye hooks that we 
screwed almost at the outer end of each 
step, screwing hooks as well on the un- 
derside of the banister. While the hook 
on the step is centered, the hooks on the 
banister are spaced off to each side of 
that lower hook. This makes the rope 
travel up and down as if in a continuous 
line of big VVVs. I painted the banister 
Chinese red, and the rope has turned a 
lovely shade of tea. 

Firmly attached at the end of the stair- 
way by a newel post, and in the middle 
by an iron rod hidden by the rope, the 
banister has stood the test of time—chil- 
dren using it for takeoffs, the elderly for 
support. This stairway could look nauti- 
cal, but somehow it doesn’t. And I think 
the inspiration probably came from the 
Reisterstown hardware store where we 
would browse on Saturday mornings as if 
it were a bookshop. I’m sure we saw that 
coil of rope and suddenly saw our kitch- 
en railing. 

All the walls are white, and always 
have been, but there are more traces of 
red, in addition to the banister. Around 
the wall framing each deeply recessed 
window, the three of them, I’ve painted a 
red, two-inch border.

Woven of 
raffia, we captured them, by strenuous 
bargaining, from a street vendor in Se- 
ville. And the Spanish bulls have been 
with us ever since. One now wears, rak- 
ishly over one horn, a white safari hat, 
the kind Frank Buck wore, that I bought 
in a thrift shop on Nantucket. It is a 
perfect fit. I haven’t yet made Kenya, but 
my hat is ready. That’s why I need space 
in the kitchen. I’m never quite sure what 
I’m going to put on the walls, on the 
ledges, almost anywhere. 

I’ve surrounded the wall telephone 
with a montage of photographs. There’s a 
grand sepia one of Mamoo as Queen of 
Atlanteans, New Orleans, 1910; another 
in black and white by Bill Brandt of two 
English “‘parlormaids,” 1933, stiff in 
white aprons, one of whom Tom says I 
strongly resemble. The other photo- 
graphs are of a Main Street fete on Nan- 
tucket with little girls in lace dresses, 
straw hats, and innocent poses, taken by 
Jessie Tarbox Belas in 1918. When I’m 
on the telephone, impatiently waiting, 
these ageless friends keep me company. 

The kitchen is where Tom and I sit 
before dinner to discuss our day. And it’s 
where we seem to make decisions, more 
than any other room of the house. It has 
a positive air, and ease as well. Where the 
piano once stood are two lady chairs, 
small armchairs that once graced a 
southern bedroom dressed in brocade. 
Now covered with a big red and white 
checkered pattern, they are usually the 
first stop before dinner. And dinner is on 
an old oval pine table that can stretch to 
embrace any number of family, while the 
chairs are still the six from Spain via 
Bloomingdale’s, the chairs where our 
children first practiced their table man- 
ners. Behind it is a new addition, an old 
pine cupboard filled with my teacups and 
teapots, ready for afternoon tea. 

Warming the entire room in winter is 
the Norwegian wood-burning stove our 
children gave us for our twenty-fifth an- 
niversary in 1975.

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Harvest the fragrances 
of late summer 
with potpourris, sachets 


and rose water 


By KEN DRUSE 

In September, the harvest season gets 
under way. But this beginning is also 
the end of the flower-growing season. 
I can’t help but wish that there was a 
way to harvest the late-summer fra- 
grance of roses, clematis, tuberose— 
the scented flowers that bloom now. 

You can brew your own essential 
oils, but it’s an elaborate, messy pro- 
ject. An interesting book by Edith G. 
Bailes, An Album of Fragrance, in- 
cludes an adapted recipe for home- 
made essential oils that relies on vod- 
ka and other available materials. The 
book is available for $9.95 ppd. from 
Cardamom Press, Box D, Richmond, 
ME 04357. 

I think the nicest way to enjoy fra- 
grances is to sprinkle flower petals in 
hot running bath water. Dried flowers 
work well too, and a handful of rose- 
mary along with the flowers makes a 
most refreshing infusion. 

Drying flowers for later use in the 
bath water or for potpourri is easy. 
It’s best to harvest flowers when they 
are full of moisture but not complete- 
ly wet—just after the dew dries in the 
early morning. For roses, remove the 
petals and arrange them in one layer 
on a tray or cookie sheet or on pieces 
of paper. Place the sheets in an airy 
place, but not in a draft. As petals 
dry, push them to one side and add 
the new morning’s harvest. 

Potpourri can be made from carna- 
tions, heliotrope, honeysuckle, jas- 
mine, roses and herbs too. A simple 
standard mix could be one quart flow- 
er petals; one tablespoon whole mixed 
spices such as star anise, nutmeg, cin- 


citrus peel; and a fixative such as 
ground or chopped orris. You can 
also add cedar needles, balsam or san- 
dalwood chips. 

Place the ingredients in a gallon 
glass jar (plastic may impart its own 
smell) and tumble and turn the jar 
daily for about six weeks. Most people 
add a few drops of essential oils to 
enhance the fragrance. These oils are 
widely available or you can use your 
own favorite perfume. 

Sachet is often placed in little bags 
and envelopes to scent clothes and 
stationery. It is simply ground pot- 
pourri. You can use a mortar and 
pestle or the food processor. A lot of 
potpourri is needed to make a little 
sachet. But the result is so concentrat- 
ed that you won’t need very much. 

Years ago, people made rose water 
as a wash for eyes and face. Fill an 
ovenproof casserole with rose petals. 
Cover with distilled water. Place in a 
hot oven and bring to a boil. Cool, 
strain through a coffee filter and pour 
into a glass bottle. 

Another old-time recipe was for 
rose beads. Here’s how to do it: Cover 
one pound of fragrant red roses with 
water in an enamel saucepan. Heat 
gently—never allowing the liquid to 
reach a boil—for one hour. Cover and 
cool overnight. Repeat three times. By 
the fourth day, the mixture should 
have become a smooth paste that can 
be rolled into beads. Pierce each bead 
with a thick needle and place the 
beads on a sheet of paper in a warm 
spot to dry. When they are dry, string 
them into a necklace. When you wear 
them, your body heat will release their 
musky fragrance.

hanksgiving is one of the best ex- 

amples I know of how tradition is 

a powerful influence and resists 

change. If the family always goes 
to grandma’s house or to the family 
country home, woe be unto anyone who 
suggests a different routine. The protests 
would be loud and long, just as they were 
when I recently suggested tampering 
with tradition and whitewashing the nat- 
ural wood interior of our family’s Ver- 
mont sugar house barn. 

From the hue and cry raised by hus- 
band and children, you’d think I pro- 
posed serving sushi instead of turkey for 
Thanksgiving. They understood my im- 
pulse—whitewashing would brighten and 
freshen the country look of the house— 
but for them the old wood had a reso- 
nance. It spoke of wonderful memories. 
And, quite simply, they were rather fond 
fit that way. So we compromised and I 

shed the guest room only. 

Che moral behind our little decorating 

is that there are times when 
ditions and decorating don’t 


mix. What’s most aesthetic isn’t always 
what makes people love their houses. 

Happily, the design world is coming to 
appreciate the importance of character 
and personal style. I think it’s one of the 
biggest reasons for the tremendous popu- 
larity of country decorating. Since coun- 
try interiors were ignored by mainstream 
tastemakers, no rules have been handed 
down as to what’s the appropriate quilt 
or window treatment for a saltbox bed- 
room, for example. Traditional styles 
guide us, but outside of museum-correct 
restorations, we’re free to invent and to 
be as creative as we can with the trap- 
pings of the past. 

Of the country styles from Europe, one 
of the most influential comes to us from 
England. The English have always had 
an appealing way of molding their coun- 
try houses to suit themselves. They’ve 
decorated with an unpretentious and ir- 
reverent mix of inherited objects—some 
good, some sentimental. And their 
houses, no matter how grand, are never 
just for show. Even today, a family’s 
worth of Wellington boots may be lined 
up in the hall beneath a fine oil painting. 
In Lady Jane Churchill’s brand-new, 
Just-decorated town house (see pages 64 
to 69), notice the seasoned, put-up-your- 
feet ease. Her living room, for example, 
may have fine antiques and porcelains, 
but her slipcovers are from her old 
house—veterans of life with three sons. 
Perfection, we’re discovering, isn’t al- 
ways livable, especially in a world filled 
with children and pets. 

I’m finding there’s a new word that’s 
becoming an important part of the design 
vocabulary—“‘‘relaxed.”’ Interestingly, it’s 
being used most frequently in its verb 
form. Decorators will tell me, “‘To relax 
this look we added a faded needlepoint 
pillow or loosely slipcovered an old wing 
chair instead of reupholstering it.’’ Their 
emphasis is now on the lived-in and the 


livable, instead of the done-to-the-teeth. 

Because of the popularity of the coun- 
try movement, both American and En- | 
glish, we’re gaining the confidence to in- 
sist on what we like—no matter if our 
decorating look is country, contemporary 
or traditional. A friend of mine, for ex- 
ample, just bought a 1930s shingle-style 
house. Its antiquated kitchen needed 
help—a new dishwasher, updated appli- 
ances. Her architect pushed for a super- 
modern kitchen with the latest island 
workspace, a built-in grill, etc. She opted 
instead for a low-key remodeling in keep- 
ing with the house’s *30s character. For 
her, the old kitchen inspired warm mem- 
ories of growing up in a very similar 
modest house. | 

What we're striving for today is a 
house that means a great deal to us per- 
sonally, even if it has a ’30s kitchen that 
doesn’t fit a popular image of beauty. 
We're coming to appreciate a different 
kind of beauty—that based on character 
and deeper, more heartfelt expression. 
We’re honing in on what we really need 
out of our houses and what makes us 
happy. Of course decorating a house 
that’s a sincere reflection of our character 
is often more difficult than hiring some- 
one to create a surface image, but it’s 
always worthwhile. 

I love our Vermont hideaway because 
it reflects me and my family. Even if I 
think deep down that the living room 
would be uncommonly appealing with a 
coat-or two of whitewash, I’m not about 
to change what I realize has become a 
favorite family tradition.

Perhaps there is a better way to 
ask the question: What is it that 
people really mean when they talk 
about the English country house 
look? According to Georgina Fair- 
holme, one of this country’s lead- 
ing designers of the genre, they 
mean chintz “pure and simple.” 
And chintz would be a good an- 
swer because it has all the histori- 
cal antecedents that make the 
country house look the incredible 
international amalgam it really is. 
It was the English who introduced 
the “eclectic, international style” 
and they’ve been doing it better 
than anyone for the last 400 years. 
Chintz is from the Hindu word 
“chint,”’ which refers to the many 
colors with which this cotton fab- 
ric is printed.

How did these houses come to look the 
way they do? The easy, quick answer to 
that question: The English roamed, raid- 
ed, ruled and returned with their spoils. 


France, the dyes and hand-carved 
woodblocks used in the designs came 
from India. France and England both 
banned the importation of Indian stuffs 
because they preferred to strengthen their 
own cotton manufacture. Eighteenth- 
century England insisted on the exotic 
patterns and shimmering colors of the 
Indian goods, and so the English adapted 
the patterns for their own market, also 
appropriating the characteristic glaze 
we’ve come to associate with chintz. 
Chintz was used for everything. And 
when the concept of cotton upholstered 
pieces of furniture gained acceptance, the 
slipcover, in chintz of course, became the 
signature country house fixture. 
Acquisitiveness was deemed by the 
landed gentry to be the requisite reflec- 
tion of wealth and prestige. But in the 
20th century, the pursuit of comfort per- 
haps replaced that goal as a standard of 
worldly success.

Elsie de Wolfe instinctively understood 
the emotional resonance inherent in 
beautiful old things and, if I may say so, 
their combined efforts to resurrect the 
status of homey chintzes struck just the 
right romantic chord to get the whole 
thing swinging again. Chintz is the most 
democratic, the most available and af- 
fordable element of the country house 
design scheme. 

Blue and white Chinese export porce- 
lains are another favorite of the country 
house style. It is available to everyone 
now as it was in the 17th and 18th centu- 
ries when it came to England by the ton 
from Chinese kilns. 

A third ingredient in the look has to do 
with color, thanks to the brothers Adam. 
They adapted the strong, traditional col- 
ors of Rome and Greece, watered them 
down, made them functional. 

The English country house also cele- 
brates nature by bringing indoors an 
abundance of fresh flowers, herbs and pot- 
ted flowering shrubs that the island-nation 
of gardeners is famous for. Botanicals of 
every description are reproduced and rein- 
terpreted in fabric, prints, hooked rugs, 
needlepoint embroidery and paintings. 

The English country house serves as a 
catalog to a nation while it reveals facets 
of traditional English values: hearth and 
home. You’ll find indispensable to the 
Gallery catalog Gervase Jackson-Stop’s 
new book The English Country House: A 
Grand Tour (Little Brown & Company, 
$29.95). Mr. Jackson-Stops is architec- 
tural advisor to England’s National 
Trust. The American photographer 
James Pipkin, whose pictures illustrate 
the book, tried wherever he could to use 
only natural lighting in an effort to pre- 
sent the look and light of these 17th and 
18th century rooms. 

So much has been written about the 
recent PBS series Brideshead Revisited 
that I am a little reluctant to bring those 
images to mind again. However, who can 
ever. forget Lord Sebastian Flyte whip- 
ping off the dusty sheets covering the 
furniture, pulling down the draperies and 
throwing open the huge shutters to let 
the light pour in for his dear friend 
Charles Ryder? We were all of us turned 
into Charles Ryders for just that moment 
when the beauty, the glamour and the 
authority of the room “that had always 
been that way” flooded into our con- 
sciousness.

VIEW FROM 
THORNHILL F FARM 


By DEE HARDIE 
ne of the splendors of winter, at 
least to my way of thinking, is 
the refreshing yet slightly se- 
ductive scent of paper-white 
narcissus. Standing tall in bowls or 
pots, gloriously white, they are my 
winter gardens. And by the middle of 
November I start my indoor garden- 
ing, setting bulbs in almost every 
room of Thornhill. When they bloom, 
about four or five weeks later, their 
fragrance is my very first Christmas 
present. 

And I always order enough in the 
summer to give away as gifts. As my 
friend Kitty, who is in the business of 
bulbs, says, “Any idiot can grow 
them!” Which might explain my great 
affection for them. But no, it’s more 
than that. It’s their white in winter 
making it seem like springtime in- 
doors; it’s that wonderful fragrant 
whiff you catch as you run around the 
house trying to tie up Christmas; and 
it’s their simple but stately grandeur 
that somehow makes the rooms of this 
small farmhouse seem more abun- 
dant, filled with life in the dead of 
winter. 

When the paper-white bulbs arrive 
in September I don’t put them to 
work right away. Instead I hang them 
in an old onion bag on the wall lead- 
ing down to the basement. Any cool, 
dry place will do for storage, even the 
refrigerator. But that can be danger- 
ous. Another friend, Lucy, always 

«stored her bulbs in the refrigerator 
Suntil the time she forgot their real 
~ purpose in life, absentmindedly mis- 
< took them for onions and sliced them 





up tidily for a Sunday supper stew. 

My bulbs behave better in bowls, 
and half the fun is finding the right 
container to give at Christmas filled 
with paper-whites. I look all year 
round, usually on the bargain tables of 
small antiques shops. I’ve used old 
china soup plates, the deep ones, that 
seem to have been separated from the 
rest of their family, vegetable dishes 
that have lost their lids. Sometimes I 
put just one bulb in a clay pot shaped 
like a sheep. 

I first put a layer of peat moss or 
horticultural charcoal in the contain- 
er, then several inches of pebbles or 
gravel. Next I nestle the bulbs in their 
bed, one-half to one inch apart. In a 
cut glass bowl I once used another 
setting—first sand, then a top layer of 
scallop shells I had picked up from a 
summer beach. 

I don’t start my bulbs in the dark. 
They go into light right away. If ’'m 
in a hurry for some cheer, I put a 
bowl of paper-whites by the sunniest 
window, filling in water about three- 
fourths the way up the bulb. When 
the flower shoots are about six inches 
high, I water the bulbs several times a 
week. And I add a tablespoon of gin 
to each cup of lukewarm water. This 
gardening cocktail stops the leggy 
look of the foliage, helps it and the 
flowers to grow stiff and straight as a 
grenadier guard. 

Last year I gave our grandson Al- 
bert his first paper-white. He loved 
watching it grow, and this year I'll 
give him another. But I’m going to 
wait a few years before I tell him 
about the gin.

remember the first antiques hunt I 

went on, in the early ’70s when I was 

a student at the London College of 

Furniture. I was looking for broken 
antiques I could take back to college and 
restore. While driving through a village 
in North Wales I spotted a shop that had 
two country Windsor chairs in the win- 
dow. There was a notice on the door with 
the proprietor’s home phone number for 
anyone who couldn’t wait till the shop 
reopened the next day. J couldn’t. I got 
on the phone and within 15 minutes was 
the owner of the two Windsors plus two 
other chairs in need of restoration. 

In retrospect, I admit to knowing little 
about the value of antiques at that time, 
only that I needed some chairs. The pair 
of Windsors appealed to me because of 
their color—an almost whitish elm seat 
) with worn golden beechwood stiles and 
laths—and because I liked their country 
) look. As it happened, these two chairs 
were of a common enough form that I 
> was able to add to their number over the 

years ... until I had enough to make a 
f set for the dining room that my wife and 
I have today. Our tastes have changed 
>; somewhat; now we're looking to create a

more formal dining environment. With 
luck and vigilance I was recently able to 
buy two period Chippendale chairs that I 
hope will be the first of eight or ten 
similar chairs to place around our dining 
table. I have no qualms about purchasing 
Chippendale chairs of differing design, 
for I trust that what we choose in the 
future will be harmonious with what we 
already own. We’ll have an elegant set of

dining chairs for less than a quarter of 
the cost of a set that matches. 

Whole sets of antique dining chairs are 
comparatively rare and extremely costly. 
Where I paid about $300 apiece for the 
pair of Chippendale side chairs I just 
purchased, I would have had to pay up- 
wards of $10,000 for a matched set of 
eight 18th-century chairs. At that price 
they would have been out of my reach. 

This may appear to be a compromise— 
for the chairs will not truly be the same, 
however similar in style—but my wife 
and I are delighted by it. She likes the 
mix—the differences that make a setting 
dynamic. I am motivated in part by the 
opportunity I know is there—to buy fine 
quality pieces at prices I can afford. Sin- 
gle chairs are less desirable than sets, 
thus are often bargain-priced, because 
they are generally regarded more as or- 
phans than as beautiful, useful objects. 
Even pairs of chairs sell for a lot less. 

Dining rooms are not the only place 
where mismatched chairs can be used, 
though probably the only room where 
their odd juxtaposition might be noticed. 
You can use them anywhere—for color, 
for stature, for important extra seating.

However, splices often occur closer to the 
seat-rail joints, thus should be considered 
major repairs that diminish the chair’s 
value. No matter how perfect the joint is, 
a splice can always be felt. 

More difficult to detect are repairs that 
have been done to the seat rails, particu- 
larly on upholstered chairs. A very good 
test for determining stability is to place 
one knee in the seat of the chair, grab 
hold of the back and gently push and pull 
at it. If the chair wiggles more than half 
an inch, it needs regluing, an expensive 
proposition with upholstered furniture 
because all the upholstery must be re- 
moved and then replaced. Keep in mind 
that chairs made before 1830 very rarely 
had springs, so if a chair that is sprung is 
being sold as 1780 vintage, then it cer- 
tainly has been altered. Furthermore, you

he plantation Great Houses of Ja- 
maica, the miniature Amsterdam 
on Curacao’s waterfront and the 
paradors in Puerto Rico’s country- 
side are among the legacies of the colo- 
nial era in the Caribbean, the Gulf and 
the South Atlantic. Some islands were 
colonized by as many as five European 
monarchs, but today there is usually one 
predominant national heritage that gives 
each island its intriguing atmosphere. 
Vacationers in search of the traditional 
lifestyles of colonial days find them in 
lavishly furnished houses, in sugar mills 


_ turned into shops and restaurants, in 


landscaped gardens, in centuries-old 
crafts, and in menus that offer bammy 
and breadfruit along with lobster thermi- 
dor and chateaubriand. Beyond the aqua 
sea and the beach umbrellas you can re- 
trace the footsteps of explorers, settlers 
and colonists who shaped the past. Our 
island-hopping guide offers a sampling of 
the best reminders of the colonial past, 


} not only in the necklace of Caribbean 


islands but in Bermuda and Florida too. 


DUTCH INFLUENCE 
Curacao 
Although Curacao has been held by 
the Spanish, British, French and Dutch 
at different times in its history, it is the 


Dutch influence, from the windmills 
scattered across the landscape to the red- 
tiled roofs along Willemstad’s harbor and 
the stuffed Edam cheese on many menus, 
that has left its mark. 

Take the walking tour past waterfront 
hotels that carry marine collision insur- 
ance and the forts that originally guarded 
the harbor and you might believe you 
were in Amsterdam. The oldest building 
in town—dating from 1708—now houses 
the elegant Penha and Sons store, but 
despite its air of commerciality this town 
of pastel-painted properties has an active 
historical group monitoring it to insure 
that it retains a core of charm. 

While the Curacao Museum in the city 
offers a glimpse of Caribbean and Dutch 
architecture and antiques, you should 
head for the Landhuis in the countryside 
for a true sampling of a 200-year-old life- 
style. At the elegantly furnished Land- 
huis Jan Kok it’s possible to admire the 
antiques while sampling the locally 
brewed Amstel beer. And Landhuis San- 
ta Maria has beautiful gardens plus a 
small shop where some of the best local 
crafts can be purchased. 

Historical buildings and refreshment 
meld well on Curacao. At Belle Terrace’s 
200-year-old mansion the smorgasbord is 
served in a seaside setting while De Ta- 
veerne offers a one-seating-per-evening 


dinner in a cellar restaurant of an octago- 
nal, lusciously decorated house. 

You can hardly pass up the chance to 
dine in an old Rif fort and, fortunately, 
the Bistro Le Clochard has a Continental 
menu that is as fascinating as its location. 
You'll not find the more bizarre local 
delicacies of iguana soup or goat stew 
here; instead try the langouste—as the 
local lobster is called. For a splendid 
combination of seaside charm and old- 
world warmth, try the Avila Beach Ho- 
tel, a former governor’s mansion. 

Worth noting: The Ban Topa (“Let’s 
Meet’’) festival is being revived this year. 
A street fair combining music, dancing, 
refreshments and crafts, it will take place 
once a week during the winter. 


Aruba 

The island’s architectural treasures 
must be enjoyed mostly from the outside, 
for very few of the old colonial homes are 
open to the public. Indians have left their 
mark on the brightly colored cunucu ad- 
obe houses decorated with ancient sym- 
bols; you can see the best examples in the 
Masidurai area, about 30 minutes by car 
from Oranjestad. 

Aruba is an island more attuned to 
fun-seeking vacationers than to visitors 
with history on their minds. However

you can admire the Dutch colonial influ- 
ence in the stately mansions along Wil- 
helminastraat, and a drive through the is- 
land’s villa district, west and north of the 
capital, reveals examples of tropical ar- 
chitecture ablaze with blossoms from un- 
expectedly verdant gardens. 

The Dutch exported their famous In- 
donesian rijsttafel (literally “rice table’’) 
to all of their colonies, and the full 20 
dishes can be sampled at Bali, an Indone- 
sian-style floating restaurant. A very dif- 
ferent colonial atmosphere inspires the 
Dutch-style Papiamento restaurant set in 
a beautiful old stone house. 

De Olde Mill, an authentic 19th-centu- 
ry Freisland mill, complete with grinding 
stone and huge wooden gears, is a popu- 
lar spot for cocktails and atmosphere on 
the Palm Beach Road. 

Named for the ubiquitous tree, with its 
branches bent by the island winds, the 
Divi Divi hotel wins compliments for its 
beach location and attentive service. 

Worth noting: With the wide selection 
of mouth-watering foods available in 
shops like the Le Gourmet and the Wine 
Vault and Cheese Shop, a picnic becomes 
a tempting proposition. Be sure to find a 
sheltered spot so the almost constant 
Aruba winds don’t drown your cheese 
and paté with gritty sand. 


Sint Maarten 

The Dutch side of the island shared 
with French St. Martin has some fine old 
Dutch buildings in Philipsburg, including 
the colony’s first courthouse, built in 
1793, now the town hall and post office. 
Quaint gingerbread-trimmed houses, 
some with gable roofs and verandas, can 
be found along the two main streets, 
Front St. and Back St. Contrasting hotel 
styles are presented by Mullet Bay Shera- 
ton Beach Hotel, which sprawls like a 
sity over 170 acres, and the Oyster Pond 
Hotel, a leisurely inn: a cluster of white 
stucco buildings at the edge of the sea. 

Each room is individually decorated.

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SPANISH FLAVOR 
Puerto Rico 

Where in America can you pick a pine- 
apple in the morning, visit the oldest 
church in the Western Hemisphere, 
lunch in a rain forest, take a thermal 
bath, dine overlooking a phosphorescent 
bay and sleep in a suite on a 200-year-old 
working coffee plantation? 

The answer: Puerto Rico, the com- 
monwealth that offers splendid remind- 
ers of past glories—with a distinctly 
Spanish flavor. 

At least half of Old San Juan is a his- 
toric zone, and the Institute de Cultura 
Puertorriqueno has declared as national 
monuments wide areas in other cities 
such as Ponce and San German. 

Some 250 old buildings have been re- 
stored in Old San Juan. A walking tour 
of the compact historic area is the best 
way to enjoy such delights as the Cristo 
Chapel built in the 18th century to seal 
off the Calle Cristo after an energetic 
horseback rider had plunged over a preci- 
pice at the site. This tiny chapel has an 
altar made of sterling silver. 

To see how Puerto Ricans lived 100 
years ago, visit La Casa del Callejon in a 
restored 18th-century house now owned 
by the Institute de Cultura. The house is 
divided into the family museum and the 
museum of colonial architecture with 
models of colonial homes, house plans, 
woodwork samples and beautiful tiles. 

The museums are closed on Mondays 
and Thursdays, otherwise open from 9 
A.M. to noon and | P.M. to 4 P.M. You 
can tour Casa Blanca, the frame house 
where Juan Ponce de Leon supposedly 
lived. Only 24 feet square, it has just been 
restored and is decorated in 16th- and 
17th-century style. 

For lunch the Gran Hotel El] Convento 
is a peaceful setting to enjoy a dish of 
asopao, the traditional chicken or seafood 
stew served with slices of fresh avocado. 
Ask for the tostonas—they look like large 
French fries but are made from green 
plantains, cooked, mashed, then fried. 

Away from the hustle and bustle of the 
city are the paradors, modestly priced 
country inns, several of which are in re- 


stored colonial style homes. Hacienda 
Gripifias is a mountain retreat that offers 
21 rooms with private baths in a 200- 
year-old restored home of a coffee plant- 
er. Situated in Jayuya, it is close to sites 
showing relics of the Taino Indians. Ano- 
ther—and still working—coffee planta- 
tion is the hillside home for the Hacienda 
Juanita. Built around a central courtyard 
the parador has Spanish tiled stairways, 
wrought-iron decorated windows and a 
menu devoted to home-grown produce. 

Many believe the true architectural 
capital of Puerto Rico is San German 
with its many lovely Spanish-style colo- 
nial homes, none of which, unfortunate- 
ly, is open to the public. But ask at the’ 
tourist office where you can find the Lo- | 
pez, Oliva Perez and Perichi homes; you 
can admire them from the street. | 

What you can explore is the Porta 
Coeli church, a museum of colonial reli-. 
gious art, and the second oldest church in | 
the hemisphere. The place to stay on this’ 
side trip is the Parador Oasis, a 100-year- | 
old Spanish-style mansion. In its recent. 
restoration frescoes were uncovered be- 
hind layers of paint and wallpaper, and 
workers found underground tunnels: 
where Spanish treasures were hidden. 

The island also claims the “oldest” res- | 
taurant in the New World: La Mallor- 
quina in Old San Juan, whose intimate. 
atmosphere draws the same customers | 
year after year. While eating your grilled 
grouper or lobster and shrimp asopao 
look up at the ceiling; it is special, with 
ausubo wood beams (impervious to ter- 
mites) and sand plaster. 

Puerto Rico has a rich crafts heritage; 
the best work of Caribbean artisans is 
found here, from the religious figures 
called santos to the carved wooden or 
papier-maché masks, bobbin lace (mun- 
dillo) and intricate hammocks. 

Worth noting: While the exact date is 
somewhat disputed, most people accept 
that the pina colada was invented by a 
bartender at the Caribe Hilton sometime 
in the 1950s. If ever there was a national 
drink, this is it. Once Don Ramon Lo- 
pez-Irizarry invented his delicious ho-

mogenized cream of coconut, there was 
no going back. It is, of course, made with 
local rum and pineapple juice. 


Florida Keys 

Spanish and British architectural styles 
have influenced the colorful architecture 
of the Keys. Gingerbread-trimmed hous- 
es that were originally built in the Baha- 
mas by Loyalists, who went there after 
the American Revolution, were later dis- 
mantled and rebuilt in the Keys when the 
political climate cooled. The flavor of 
these “conch” houses, as they are called, 
has spread to newer properties. 

The house at 907 Whitehead St., Key 
West, once the home of the late Ernest 
Hemingway, is built in Spanish colonial 
style of native rock hewn from the 
grounds. The house is furnished and is 
now a National Historic Landmark. 
Open to the public (9 A.M. to 5 P.M. 
daily), it contains treasures collected by 
Hemingway on his worldwide travels. 

Wildlife enthusiasts make for the home 
of John James Audubon, a restored 1812 
mansion, furnished in the period with 
European pieces and a rare complete set 
of Audubon’s Birds of America engrav- 
ings (9 A.M. to 5 P.M. daily). 

Driftwood fashioned into works of art, 
coconut products and straw items includ- 
ing wall hangings as well as seashell art 
and jewelry are among the crafts dis- 
played in local shops. Boutiques will 
make clothes to order from high-style 
hand-painted fabrics, and local perfumers 
will create individual scents. 

Worth noting: The nightly ritual of 
watching the sunset can best be enjoyed 
at Marriott Casa Marina Resort, built by 
Florida tycoon Henry Flagler back in the 
railroad heyday of the 1920s, or on color- 
ful Mallory Square Pier. 


Sanibel and Captiva Islands 
So many people collect seashells in 
Sanibel Island on the Lee County coast 
of Florida that their posture has pro- 
duced a name—the Sanibel stoop. Lee 
County is one of the few places where 
shelling charters exist, so numerous and 


ied are the shells to be found. 


Typical of Florida architecture 100 
years ago is the Sanibel Lighthouse, built 
in 1884. A naturalists’ paradise, the Sani- 
bel-Captiva Conservation Foundation of- 
fers nature trails, a native plant nursery 
and gift shop with observation tower. 

South Seas Plantation offers hotel 
rooms, villas and cottages, three dining 
rooms and sports facilities. 

Worth noting: The J. N. “Ding” Dar- 
ling National Wildlife Refuge with its 
canoe trails, scenic walks and roads. 


BRITISH ACCENTS 
Barbados 

Brass bands, cricket and afternoon tea 
help preserve old British traditions on 
Barbados. So too do the gardens and 
stately plantation homes, several of 
which are open to visitors. 

The island is noted for its sight-seeing 
potential, and high on the list must be 
Andromeda Gardens. From the terraces 
overlooking the rugged Bathsheba coast, 
groves of ginger lilies, oleanders, bou- 
gainvillea and azaleas are spread across 
the 10-acre landscape. 

Each winter season, usually in late 
February or early March, the Barbados 
National Trust sponsors an island house 
tour, and many of the great houses open 
their doors to visitors—homes like Bay 
Mansion, an authentic haunted house 
where Sir John Beckles has been the resi- 
dent ghost since 1840. 

If you miss the house tour there are 
still many fine homes to visit individual- 
ly. St. Nicholas Abbey is a Jacobean 
plantation that is a treasure house of an- 
tiques. Telephone first—(809) 422- 
8725—to see if the owner, Lt. Col. Ste- 
phen Cave, can be your guide (open daily 
10 A.M. to 3 P.M., later on weekends). 

Famous British politician Sir Anthony 
Eden (Lord Avon) entertained Queen 
Elizabeth II at his Villa Nova home and, 
fortunately for us, it was sold to its pre- 
sent Owner nine years ago. Now, for a 
modest fee, you can admire the eclectic 
furnishings, many of them antiques 
showing Barbadian adaptations of styles 
popular in Europe in the early 1800s. 

On the busy shore road heading south- 


west out of Bridgetown, the Ocean View 
Hotel lures visitors year after year to 
enjoy planter’s punch or lemonade (actu- 
ally made with limes) on its cool blue and 
white terrace overlooking the ocean. In 
its simple seaside surroundings you can 
taste sea eggs and other island specialties. 

Inland the much-praised Bagatelle res- 
taurant, on Highway 2A, offers the at- 
mosphere of a Great House. If the chef is 
perhaps resting a little on his laurels, the 
food is still marvelous and served in 
splendid surroundings. For Bajan food at 
its best, take a trip to out-of-the-way St. 
Joseph where the Atlantis Hotel lays on a 
lavish Sunday buffet feast. 

The pretty and popular Brown Sugar 
Restaurant, a restored West Indian 
“chattel”? house, offers good food in flow- 
er-filled surroundings—a prize place to 
sample flying fish (the national dish) 
steamed or fried. For afternoon tea try 
the Sandy Lane Hotel with its liveried 
doormen and flower-shrouded pools. 

There are attractive locally made batik 
fabrics and fashions to be found at Cave 
Shepherd & Co. Duty Free Department 
Store on Broad St. There’s also good 
shopping at Pelican Village on the Har- 
bour Rd. in Bridgetown including local 
pottery, basketwork and weavings. The 
Pelican Art Gallery often has interesting 
wall hangings, and at one of the island’s 
converted sugar mills—Talma Mill Art 
Gallery—you’ll find Norma Talma’s 
Christ Church home filled with paint- 
ings, drawings and paper collages. 

Worth noting: Take inexpensive excur- 
sions on the local buses that run along 
the south and west coasts. They are mod- 
ern, and drivers are helpful about desti- 
nations. Taxi drivers are a savvy group; 
you’d do well to check out the fare before 
you get in the cab—and make sure you 
know whether you’re being quoted Bar- 
badian or American dollars. 


Jamaica 
Best known of the restored Great 
Houses on this island is undoubtedly 
Rose Hall, inland from Montego Bay, 
with its legends of Annie Palmer’s ghost,

Georgian style, although adapted to meet 
the local climate. High-peaked roofs, 
dormer windows and lattice work char- 
acteristic of the loyalist period can be 
seen in many fine buildings on George 
St., and Devonshire House, on Queen St., 
is an outstanding example of domestic 
colonial style with its fretwork of balco- 
nies and former slave quarters. West Hill 
St. is among the finest examples of street 
architecture in the West Indies. 

For those who prefer to stay in a ro- 
mantic colonial mansion rather than at a 
beach resort the Buena Vista has six 
rooms—all of them huge—to choose 
from on its rambling old-world estate. 
The Graycliff Hotel occupies the 235- 
year-old home of a pirate captain. The 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor were fre- 
quent visitors in this 13-room hostelry, 
which is the only Bahamian entry in the 
Relais de Chateaux, listing fine accom- 
modations worldwide. It is credited with 
serving the best food on the island. 

The most British of the out islands— 
Family Islands as the Bahamians call 
them—is Abaco. There’s a real New 
England atmosphere in New Plymouth 
where the Albert Lowe Museum in a re- 
stored white clapboard house has a col- 
lection of model sailing ships and, at the 


other end of the island, the Green Turtle 
Club provides elegant cottages, villas and 
gourmet food. 

Off the northern tip of Eleuthera 
stands Harbour Island. Its historic Dun- 
more Town was once the capital of the 
Bahamas. Colonial homes with white pic- 
ket fences date to the 1800s; the Loyalist 
Cottage was built in 1797. The half dozen 
inns and small hotels are low key but dis- 
tinctly different. The Romora Bay Club 
has terraced gardens, the Coral Sands a 
magnificent ocean view. 

No one “caters” to tourists on Har- 
bour Island, and the roadside sellers of 
straw hats and carved figures are just as 
happy to pass the time chatting. 

Worth noting: Bahamians drive on the 
left. Check when renting a car that it’s 
one with the steering wheel on the right. 


Bermuda 

Who can argue with Bermudians when 
they claim to have the prettiest vacation 
island of all? Year-round blooming flow- 
ers fall over fences and line rambling 
streets, their scent and lushness pervad- 
ing the quiet lifestyle of the island where 
car use is limited and only the putt-putt 
of rented motor bikes disturbs the air.

Present-day Hamilton, has a Victorian 
colonial atmosphere with low-lying ar- 
chitecture, white limestone coral , roofs 
atop pastel-colored walls—and Tom 
Moore’s Tavern. In a picturesque setting 
by Walsingham Bay, this 300-year-old 
stone house, which claims to be “the old- 
est eating house in Bermuda,” has been 
restored inside and out and is again a fine 
restaurant. It is furnished entirely in 
17th-century style (even the china, an old 
English pattern called Troubador, was 
especially made in Luxembourg). In lob- 
ster season (September to March) try the 
broiled version with melted butter. 

While Bermuda will not allow its an- 
tique treasures to be exported, one can 
look, and sometimes touch, the locally 
made cedar furniture and examples of sil- 
versmiths’ art. Visit the Tucker House, in 
St. George’s, and see its legacy of furni- 
ture and paintings, and Verdmont, a 
17th-century mansion restored by the 
Bermuda National Trust. 

You can have a splendid afternoon tea 
at several island hotels—nowhere better 
than at the Four Ways Inn in Paget, 
where sterling silver pots and fine china 
are set out each afternoon. 

Another popular British-style eatery is 
the Henry VIII pub in Southampton, 
where “serving wenches” will bring flam- 
ing steak Anne Boleyn to your table. 

Worth noting: Best spectacle on Ber- 
muda is Beating the Retreat. This color- 
ful musical ceremony takes place on 
Hamilton’s Front St. and Kings Sq., St. 
George’s, twice a month from April to 
October (except August)—and it’s free. 


Antigua 

The restorations at English Harbour 
are among the finest in all the Caribbean. 
What was the dockyard for Admiral Nel- 
son’s fleet is today an amalgam of attrac- 
tive stores, restaurants and lodgings. Ad- 
miral’s Inn, built from bricks brought 
from England as ships’ ballast, offers a 
nautical atmosphere and 14 rooms, each 
different in size and shape. Behind the 
bar is a plan of Nelson’s ship, HMS Bore- 
as. Farther into Nelson’s Dockyard is the 
old Copper and Lumber Store, now pro- 
viding 12 modern vacation apartments— 
all named for naval ships—incorporated 
into the Prince William Hotel. 

For views of the spectacular harbor try 
Clarence House, the governor’s weekend 


| residence (open to visitors when he is not 


at home). The National Trust has fur- 


nished the house in 18th-century style; 
the caretaker will show you around. 

Several historic buildings have been 
turned into an attractive group of shops! 
in Redcliffe Square in St. John’s Har- 
bour. And at The Studio, in a magnifi- 
cent old home opposite Government 
House, Heike Petersen produces fashions 
to order from splendid island fabrics. 

Afternoon tea or Sunday brunch on 
the grounds of the Blue Waters Beach 
hotel is an Antiguan classic. 

Worth noting: Antiguans are passion- 
ate about their national board game, 
warri; a hand-carved warri board, if you 
can find one, makes a good alternative to 
Trivial Pursuit. With their many carved 
pockets, warri boards can be used for 
serving hors d’oeuvres too. Many gift 
stores carry these mass-produced boards. 


FRENCH SPIRIT 
Martinique 

First impressions of Martinique can be 
dazzling: the mixture of African, India 
and European peoples, the babble of Cre- 
ole French, the piles of bananas in th 
crowded markets, the enormous hibiscus, 
the fragrance of spices. A heady, tropical 
blend indeed, but the island is officiall 
French, a part of France—it sends its 
deputies and senators to Paris and the 
currency is the franc. Blurred though the 
French colonial influence may be, it re- 
mains apparent in many forms. 

In Fort-de-France, the capital, the 
vaulted St. Louis Cathedral and its aps 
with stained-glass windows evoke th 
churches of provincial cities in Fran 
while the rectangular, two-story City 
Hall, standing behind a wrought-iro 
gate, is reminiscent of municipal build- 
ings in French country towns. The city’s 
Victor Schoelcher Library, built for the 
Paris Universal Exhibition in 1889, is 
more whimsical—a Victorian building 
with striped stone and leaded windows. 

Also intriguing is the neo-Romanesqué 
Basilica of Balata, which occupies a lofty 
perch in the wooded hills of the city and. 
with its tall bright dome and bell tower. 
reminds travelers of the Sacré-Coeut 
Church in Paris’s Montmartre. 

For the paying guest seeking a taste of 
old France, the Plantation de Leyritz, 4 
former manor house converted to a coun- 
try inn, offers a glimpse into the 1700s. 
The 50-room hotel is set among avocadc 
groves and banana fields in the moun- 
tainous northern region, near Basse- 
Pointe. The principal house was built by 
Michael de Leyritz, a French officer, in

the style of the small chateaux of Bor- 
deaux. It contains some original island 
antique tables, chests and family portraits 
in the high-ceilinged rooms on the 
ground floor. There are four guest rooms 
on the second floor, with four-poster can- 
opy beds, madras fabrics and cane rock- 
ing chairs. Cottages with terraces have 
been created from the old plantation’s 
guardhouse and kitchen, and slaves’ 
quarters that were unearthed during res- 
toration work are now bungalows set be- 
side walkways fringed by flowers. 

The hotel makes a good stop for lunch 
for anyone touring the north of the is- 
land, which includes the volcanic Mount 
Pelée. The restaurant is in the former 
granary; suckling pig and pineapple 
mousse are among its specialties. 

Shoppers seeking a variety of tradition- 
al crafts under one roof are likely to 
enjoy the Caribbean Art Center, across 
from the Tourist Office on the Boulevard 
Alfassa in Fort-de-France. Paintings, ap- 
pliqué tapestries and items of wood, in- 
cluding bowls and carvings, are displayed 
for sale. The center for straw weaving is 
Morne-des-Esse; there is pottery making 


_ just outside Trois-Ilets. 


Among Martinique’s many fine restau- 
rants is Le Tiffany, adapted from a tradi- 
tional island house. This pink and white 
establishment is just outside the capital.

try house style, decorator Mario Buatta 
has filled many of this country’s finest 
houses with those glorious glazed print- 
ed cottons known as chintz. The news 
now: Mr. Buatta has created his own 
collection of chintzes, Scotchgarded ™ 
for practicality, produced by Fabriyaz 
and available through decorators and 
at Lord & Taylor. 

Though inspired by the classic En- 
glish versions, Mr. Buatta’s chintzes are 
strewn with flowers Americans grow in 
their own gardens and are colored in 
clear, up-to-date shades. It’s a design 
viewpoint that’s fresh yet sophisticat- 
ed—and the perfect starting point for 
the house Mr. Buatta decorated here. 

Built in the 1700s, this Connecticut 
farmhouse has been added onto and 
embellished by successive owners. “It 
lent itself perfectly to a decorating mix 
that takes in the best of many periods,” 
says Mr. Buatta, known for rooms 
whose rich decoration appears to have 
been acquired by many generations. 


Here Mr. Buatta’s scheme uses a blend 
of antiques and new furniture from 
Harden, and begins in the living 
room—entered directly through the 
front door. 

“The room radiates warmth,” says 
Mr. Buatta, who steeped it in pattern 
so masterfully that it seems spontane- 
ous. A bold floral bouquet named Me- 
lanie covers furniture, while a subtle 
design, Victoria, was used for curtains 
because there are so many windows. 
And the bows? “The client always 
loved my bows and they add a whimsi- 
cal touch on the gilded poles.’’

o Mario Buatta, what’s impor-

Warm and inviting, 
the autumn-gold dining room (left) 
takes its cue from the classically hand- 
some new Harden furniture and fabrics 
with an ageless appeal. “Old fabrics are 
pretty,” says Mr. Buatta, “but I would 
rather see these get old in their own 
time.” To frame the windows, he chose 
Charlotte, a pattern of ribbon-tied nose- 
gays, for a soft, serpentine valance and 
curtains that fall a gracious two inches 
on the floor. Their lining is Victoria in 
menthe-green, also used for the table 
cover, and seen in its red and pink ren- 
dition in the living room next door. To 
set off the patterns, a geometric design 
was chosen for the floor—pale green 


stained squares on natural wood. 

Stretching across the entire back of 
the house, the wisteria-roofed porch— 
glimpsed through the dining-room door 
and seen below—proved a perfect place 
to extend gracious living to the out- 
doors.

THE DISCREET 
CHARM OF 
AN ENGLISH HOUSE 


Added architectural details and a 
personal mix of furniture give a new London 
town house English country charm 


The recent crop of books about English 
style gives the distinct impression that 
most English people live in venerable 
old houses of great charm. The truth, of 
course, is that many new houses built in 
England are often as devoid of charac- 
ter as some new houses in our country. 
Take this one, for instance, belonging to 
Lady Jane Churchill, a decorator, and 
her husband, Lord Charles Spencer- 
Churchill. It’s living proof, however, 
that even brand-new buildings can be 
given the grace and charm usually asso- 
ciated with age and pedigree. 

Bought four years ago in “builder’s 
finish”’—plain white walls and very few 
architectural details—the house, thanks 





to Lady Churchill’s expertise, has been 
completely transformed. Added archi- 
tectural details—a chair railing in the 
front hall, a mantel in the drawing 
room and latticework radiator covers 
throughout—are a prime ingredient, 
and Lady Churchill’s style of decorat- 
ing is another. “I don’t like everything 
all laid out—as if it’s brand new,” she 
says about the slipcovers in the drawing 
room, which came from her former 
house, and the eclectic mix of antiques 
in the front hall (right), where a French 
commode mixes gracefully with Vic- 
torian Gothic chairs and crystal cande- 
labra that were a gift from Lady Chur- 
chill’s grandmother. >

f all the ways in which Lady Jane 
Churchill softened the hard 
edges and boxy shapes of her new 
three-story London house, none 
are more effective than the wall treat- 
ments, at once architectural and deco- 
rative. The borders and prints in the 
master bathroom and the trompe l’oeil 
paneling in the drawing room (preced- 
ing pages) are some of her master- 
strokes. Meticulously painted and shad- 
ed in a strié finish, the faux paneling 
gives a feeling of height to the ordinary 
proportions of the drawing room and 
an illusion of depth to the walls them- 
selves. The painted finish was a favorite 
decorating device of Lady Churchill’s 
great-aunt Nancy Lancaster, a partner 
in the English decorating firm Colefax 
and Fowler during the 1930s and ’40s. 


Lady Churchill herself worked at Co- 
lefax and Fowler until several years ago 
when she left to open her own shop of 
antiques and decorative objects, later 
creating the fabric and wallpaper design 
firm that bears her name. Because she 
decorated this house before starting her 
own business, most papers and fabrics 
used here are not her own designs. The 
paper and border in the master bed- 
room are hers, however, as is the fabric 
for the dressing table skirt. That Lady 
Churchill has used very few flowered 
chintzes in her house—the pink carna- 
tions for headboard and curtains, for 
instance—illustrates admirably that the 
essence of English style depends far 
more on a look of lived-in comfort than 
it does on a multitude of chintzes.@

| BUILDING THE AMERICAN DREAM 


Furnishings from diverse heritages provide a mix of elegance 
and ease, prevailing themes in the American dream 











| 


he house is fundamental to the 
American dream. It is man’s cas- 
tle; the lot is his property—he is 
free to choose,’ Robert A.M. 
Stern said to us in a recent conversation 
about the American dream house. 

As host of Pride of Place: Building 
the American Dream, the series of eight 
one-hour television programs examin- 
ing American architecture in its histori- 
cal and cultural context (to be present- 
ed on PBS nationally next spring), 
Robert Stern devotes considerable time 
and thought to the examination of the 
American dream house. 

While traveling nationwide from the 
urban renewal of the South Bronx to 
San Simeon, William Randolph 
Hearst’s dream ranch in California, to 
film at more than 100 locations, Mr. 
Stern has also been designing Copper- 
flagg, a community being developed on 
the former Staten Island, N.Y., estate 
of architect Ernest Flagg that demon- 
strates many of the ideals about Ameri- 
can residential architecture expressed in 
the television series. 

In one segment of Pride of Place, Mr. 
Stern says, “Since leaving Yale in 1965, 
I have endeavored to build new build- 
ings that combine pragmatism and 
myth, to hold on to my childhood faith 
in an architecture of dreams.” 

Sixteen Flagg Court, the house we 
show on these pages, is the first Stern 
design to be built at Copperflagg. The 


house exemplifies Mr. Stern’s concern 
with both practicality and a sense of 
historical context. While the communi- 
ty will consist of houses in a diversity of 
styles, 16 Flagg Court evokes—with the 
use of stone, stucco, wood and slate— 
the picturesque character typical of 
Flagg’s “cottage style.” 

It demonstrates that a house of tradi- 
tional form and classic proportions can 
function for today’s needs. As Mr. 
Stern says, “We still basically do what 
has been done in houses for genera- 
tions. We gather for a drink at the end 
of the day; we have a need for private 
moments. And the historical house is 
once again acceptable because the coun- 
try is again confident in itself and can 
deal with its past.” 

House Beautiful has decorated the 
living room at 16 Flagg Court using a 
mix of furnishings that includes an En- 
glish antique mirror from Tom Ballan 
Antiques, a Scandinavian table from J. 
Garvin Mecking, accessories from John 
Rosselli, needlepoint pillows from Tre- 
vor Potts, Indonesian planters’ chairs 
from Roundtree, Tomlinson’s armchair 
and ottoman upholstered in an English 
chintz from Brunschwig & Fils, coun- 
terpointed by their sofa upholstered in 
Brunschwig’s contemporary white fab- 
ric—all set on a sisal carpet from Stark. 
This mix of furnishings might have 
been collected by typically American 
generations of mixed heritage. >

obert A. M. Stern believes that 

there are two essential parts to 

the American dream house. He 

explains: “For a long time, may- 
be all time since the Industrial Revolu- 
tion, one part of the American dream 
house has been the efficient, carefree 
machine to live in. The house that 
could liberate us from household 
chores, the house that could take care 
of itself—wash itself off and put itself to 
bed. The second part of the American 
dream house has been the dream of the 
aggrandized life, the house as temple 
dedicated to the identity of the family. 
For a nation of immigrants the house 
reflects aspirations to the grand tradi- 
tions in history.” 

When Robert Stern takes the viewers 
of Pride of Place, to Monticello, he says, 
“At once villa, village and temple, Jef- 
ferson’s own house, Monticello, per- 
haps more than any other building, ex- 
emplifies the American dream in all its 

ymplexity: a house dedicated to the 


1 ideals of American culture and the 


ate life of the family.” For him 
Jefferson is “the quintessential 

n architect—pragmatist and 
and Monticello is the quint- 


essential American dream house. 

However, Mr. Stern recognizes that 
for most of the American population 
the dream house cannot exist in splen- 
did isolation on the peak of a mountain, 
as Monticello does, but rather it must 
stand as part of a democratic communi- 
ty. Therefore, an entire segment of 
Pride of Place is devoted to the exami- 
nation of the American suburb, which 
he believes evolved as “the urbanistic 
counterpart of the dream house; every 
family its house-temple and every 
house-temple its slice of lushly land- 
scaped arcadia.” 

A long-time defender of suburbia, 
Mr. Stern wrote in an essay titled “The 
Anglo-American Suburb’’ first pub- 
lished by Architectural Design in 1981, 
“The Anglo-American suburb is a re- 
markable achievement, not the degrad- 
ed form of city planning that so many 
have called it.” 

One of his goals for Copperflagg is 
“to produce that rich diversity within 
order that has always been the glory of 
America’s suburbs.”’ 

He gives close attention to Copper- 
flagg’s history as the former estate of 
Ernest Flagg, the beaux arts-trained ar-

chitect best known for designing the 
Singer Tower in New York City, the 
Corcoran Gallery in Washington, D.C., 
and the United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, Md. On the landmarked 
portion of the property surrounding 
Flagg’s own Dutch colonial-style man- 
sion, now occupied by a religious order, 
a number of existing French Norman 
outbuildings will be interwoven with 
new buildings closely echoing Flagg’s 
designs. These houses will create a fore- 
court to Flagg’s own house, and the 
formal garden at its center will provide 
a communal focus for the new develop- 
ment. Outside this landmarked area 
prospective owners may choose from a 
variety of styles that will pick up 
themes found in Flagg’s buildings and 
relate to the more general context of 
Staten Island’s architectural history. 

If Copperflagg develops according to 
Mr. Stern’s plan it will demonstrate his 
belief that “the suburb at its best is not 
anti-urban; it is capable of rising above 
the limits of the freestanding house to 
create a sense of a specific place in an 
arcadian setting where individuality, 
community and the natural landscape 
coexist.”

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WEAVING INDIAN 
TRADITIONS 
INTO NEW FABRICS 


Jack Lenor Larsen turns to the Museum 
of the American Indian for his latest inspiration 


his collection is a natural exten- 

sion of my lifelong interest in 

third world and tribal tradi- 

tions,”’ says Jack Lenor Larsen of 
his new Terra Nova fabrics. Indeed 
their names—‘‘Indian Paintbrush” 
(right), “Chief's Cloth” (next page) and 
“River Song’’—are evocative of the 
tribes in our homeland. It is their tradi- 
tions he hopes to preserve by allocating 
a percentage of royalties from his Terra 
Nova fabrics, sheets, towels and dinner- 
ware to the Museum of the American 
Indian in New York City. Long ne- 
glected at 155th St. and Broadway, this 
museum has one of the best—and least 





seen—collections of native North and 
South American art. 

To design his Terra Nova fabrics Mr. 
Larsen roamed the Museum of the 
American Indian’s extensive archives, 
borrowing a geometric weave from an 
Apache basket for a towel, a pattern 
from a Guatemalan huipil for his “‘Riv- 
er Song” sheets. One of the surprises of 
his fabrics is their subtle earthy pastels. 
°’The softness of Indian art of the 
Americas is not generally known,” he 
says. ‘““Many people are only aware of 
later Indian works when the subtler 
natural dyes were replaced with more 
vibrant, man-made shades.”

CAROL ANTHONY'S LANDSC 


“For joy, | only need some land, music and 
very good books. I don’t need many outside reinforcements; 
[ can live in my inner rooms—my inner landscapes.” 


An outbuilding perched on a 
wooden platform? Someone, it 
seems, has taken poetic li- 
cense with this humble shack, 
its lyrical woodworking by no 
ordinary craftsman. Judging 
by the artwork and books of 
poetry inside the cubicle 
whose sign reads ‘“Half-Moon 
House,” a free spirit resides. 
Who else would have the no- 
tion to take such a leap of 
fantasy? Imagination runs 
rampant elsewhere also: in the 
barn up the hill, the cottage 
beside it and the garden with 
its riotous poppies. 

This magical corner of 
northwestern Connecticut is 
purely and simply Carol An- 
thony, the artist in residence 
who lives as she paints—with 
a sense of oneness with the 
land. From it she derives 
strength. You feel it in her 
firm handshake, see it in her 
piercing green eyes, hear it in 
her free-verse way of speak- 
ing. You might say she takes 
poetic license with life, defin- 
ing her womanhood alone. 

“Solitude,” as Carol An- 
thony sees it, “is necessary nourishment 
for any creative process to begin.” That 
process begins with certain rituals that 
establish her daily order and allow for 
the “gestation period” she requires to 
complete a painting. It’s barely day- 
break, for example, when Carol walks 
from the cottage to the studio-barn 
with Alice, a devoted golden Labrador. 
“Every day I work hard, long, careful 
hours,” she explains as you see the 
works in progress: sensitive construc-

when she bought the proper- 
ty. Its transformation began 
on Carol’s sketch pad and 
evolved, as did the cottage, 
from personal journals noting 
what colors and textures she 
wanted to surround her, what 
environment she aimed to 
achieve. And here it all is, sol- 
id proof that dreams can be 
fulfilled with determined steps 
and vision. 

From her sketch book of 
“barn personalities,” with its 
copious notes and clippings, 
you get a glimpse of her cre- 
ative process at work, of barns 
she’s admired. A passionate 
keeper of journals given to 
musing, she has translated 
many of her dreams into real- 
life houses. ‘“‘Moving,”’ she 
says, “brings that sense of cre- 
ative journey to my work. 
This house is like a nest.” In- 
deed, its intimate spaces and 
high perch are nestlike with 
handmade details by Tommy 
Simpson, whose fanciful art- 
istry puts carpentry on a high- 
er plane.

erb standards are plants trained 

to grow with single stems and 

lush, geometrically shaped heads. 

It takes patience and time to turn 
an herb plant into a standard; you start 
with a cutting or small plant, then 
pinch and prune and shape for as long 
as three years. The result—a perfect 
scaled-down “‘tree’’ with you as its cre- 
ator. An herb standard, like a hand- 
stitched quilt or a home-cooked meal, is 
a personal treasure. 

Standards are a simple form of topi- 
ary, the art of trimming plants and trees 
into sometimes fantastic shapes. Origi- 
nated by the Romans, topiary reached 


its height during the Renaissance, when 
ery important garden included plants 
trees shaped like animals and, 
mes, elaborate tree houses. When 


entury naturalism ended the pas- 


sion for plants molded by man’s imagi- 
nation, the more exotic topiaries disap- 
peared, leaving only clipped hedges and 
simple standards behind. 

Now interior designers are using 
small herb standards for their decora- 
tive value. Architectural in feeling, 
they’re more visually interesting than 
many ordinary houseplants and usually 
more fragrant as well. Planted in formal 
containers and displayed in pairs, stan- 
dards appear traditional, but in baskets 
or pots, they look like escapees from a 
miniature enchanted forest. 

Herb standards can be trained as 
small as you like—some are just six 
inches high—or as tall as the plant will 
grow, which is several feet with bay and 
rosemary. Large standards are impres- 
sive looking indoors and out, framing a 
doorway or edging a terrace. 


Interior designer Paul Leonard was 
first inspired to grow herb topiaries by 
Mrs. Paul Mellon, who has an extensive 
collection. He keeps his standards on a 
windowsill in his Connecticut house. 
Although many people think they need 
a greenhouse, Paul says there’s “an ad- 
vantage to growing them in an unpam- 
pered atmosphere. The plants are stur- 
dier and more adaptable when they’ve 
matured. A greenhouse plant generaily 
finds it hard to withstand the dry, less 
hospitable atmosphere of the average 
house for more than a few days.” 

Mr. Leonard believes that growing a 
standard is much like any other creative 
project: finding what works best for you 
takes a certain amount of experimenta- 
tion. His basic instructions for growing 
one of these little trees follow. “If your 
first try is unsuccessful,” he says, 





For a centerpiece at a country lunch, Mr. Leonard gathers several little standards in a basket. 
They can be decorated with flowers for a special party or with tiny pomanders, candies or cookies for the holidays. 
To be trained as a standard an herb must have a straight growing stem strong enough to support the weight 
of the head of foliage. To look their best, they must be trimmed with care so they maintain their shape. 


“don’t just give up. Simply try again.” 

1. Take a good, straight cutting from 
a healthy plant, dip the tip in rooting 
hormone, and plant it in a mixture of 
equal parts of sand, potting soil, and 
vermiculite. After watering, you can 
put a plastic bag over the plant to cre- 
ate a little greenhouse until it begins to 
form roots, although Paul doesn’t both- 
er. You must keep the cutting moist or 
it will wilt. Put it in good light but not 
in hot sun for long periods. 

2. When the cutting shows signs of 
growth and begins developing new 
leaves, move it to a spot where it will 
get plenty of sun. The more light it gets, 
the thicker the stem will be. To keep 
the stem straight, turn the plant fre- 
quently so it doesn’t grow toward the 
light. Rather than start with a cutting, 
you might prefer to buy a small plant 


from your local herb nursery: Select 
one with a single, very straight stem, 
then train it the same way as the cut- 
ting, following the instructions below. 
3. Stake the stem to keep it straight 
as it grows and to give the plant sup- 
port. Use a stake as tall as you want the 
mature plant to be; a nonrotting metal 
or plastic stake is most practical. At- 
tach the plant to it loosely with plastic 
The stem should have room to 
grow thicker without being cut by the 
tie. As the plant grows, add another tie 


ties. 


every three or four inches. 

4. Remove all side branches as they 
form, until the plant has grown to the 
desired height. Any leaves that appear 
along the stem should be left to help the 
plant produce food. Once the stem is as 
tall as you want it, pinch out the grow- 
ing tip so that two more branches form. 


Remove the leaves on the stem and 
start feeding the plant with an organic 
fish fertilizer about once a month. 

5. When the top branches develop 
two or three sets of leaves, pinch out 
their tips, allowing two or more sets of 
branches to form. Keep up this growing 
and pruning effort until the plant has 
developed a good crown. As you prune, 
keep the shape of the finished tree in 
mind. If the tree needs more width, 
prune the stem at a leaf bud on its outer 
side; for greater height, prune where the 
leaf bud is on the inner side. The most 
common crown shape is a simple ball. 

6. The mature plant will need trim- 
ming to keep it from getting straggly. 

Here’s a list of herbs most commonly 
used: myrtle, rosemary, curry plant, 
santolina, lemon verbena, sweet bay, 
scented geranium, roses. @

My old chair has a rush seat with maple arms and legs. Is 
there anything about it that will help me to determine the 
age or origin? 

—A.M., Cheektowaga, N.Y. 


A. High style has al- 
most always started 
with the rich and fa- 
mous and been copied 
by those with less 
money and daring. 
The corner chair was 
an idea that was made 
popular by cabinet- 
makers working in 
New York City, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston or 
other large cities from 
about 1720 to 1775. 
You have a “country 
version” of a corner 
chair. The shape of your chair was not in demand by the pace 
setters in the cities, but it continued to be made for the less 
sophisticated buyer in other cities or the country. The original 
expensive chairs were made of mahogany, walnut or possibly 
maple or cherry, and they had upholstered or solid wooden 
sheets. The “country”’ versions, some made as late as 1840, 
| were made of maple, birch, native hardwoods or painted woods 
and often had rush seats. Your chair seems to be a 1750 chair 
from New England. The turnings of the uprights holding the 
arms and legs are typical of that area. It is worth about $2,500. 


This 20-inch-high leather bucket has the dates 1875 and 
1811 in the painted designs. It has a red and black eagle, 
‘shield and names. I’m told that it is a fire bucket. Why would a 
fire bucket be made of leather? How was it used? 

—F.W.V., Spring Lake, N.C. 


JA. Our ancestors fought fires without 
‘pumps and fire engines. Instead, they 
‘used a fire brigade, a line of men 
formed from the water source nearest 
0 the fire. Containers of water were 
assed along the line to be poured on 
he fire. Only wooden tubs and gourds 
ere used until the 1670s when some- 
ne invented leather buckets. These 
ere made by shoemakers. Collectors 
treasure fire buckets as examples of 
olk art. A well-preserved, decorative 
bucket like yours with a fire station 
and fireman’s name is worth from 
i. to $2,000.

This 8-inch red and white glass vase with raised glass 

tulip design is of very good quality but it is not signed. It 

seems to be made of cut layers of glass. How old is it? Has it 
any value?

A. Your vase is made of cameo 
glass. It is a special type of dec- 
orated glass that is made in lay- 
ers. The top layers are cut away 
to show a raised design. It is 
made almost the same way as a 
cameo pin. The quality of the 
carving and the tulip designs 
suggest that it might be the 
work of Thomas Webb & Sons, 
the famous English glass fac- 
tory. It was probably made in 
the late 1800s. Collectors prefer 
signed pieces; however, quality is important and your vase is 
worth about $3,500. 





This chest of drawers belonged to my family in Pennsyl- 

vania. It was made from a light, striped wood and has 

brass handles. There is a keyhole in every drawer, but it looks 

as if only the top one locks. The chest is only 38 inches high and 
37 inches wide. What is the value? How should I polish it?

A. Examine the bottom of the front of your chest. The shaped 
curve of the leg and the ‘“‘apron” are typical of the chests made 
in the Pennsylvania and New England area between 1790 and 
1820 during the Hepplewhite or early classical revival period.

oliday meals, it seems, are always 

steeped in time-honored tradi-

New Mexico—chilies, chori- 


zos, cumin and cilantro, for example— 
marry well with the components of the 
classic feast such as turkey, corn bread 
dressing and Brussels sprouts. Instead 
of pecan pie, try New Mexican pralines 
or a coriander-scented pound cake with 
a crunchy, sugared pecan topping. In- 
troduce new flavor combinations—an 
appetizer salad of avocado, grapefruit 
and endive or a mélange of jicama, or- 
ange and cilantro—as refreshing coun- 
terpoints to an otherwise rich, heavy 
meal. 

The pureed chick-peas, subtly fla- 
vored with garlic, cumin and lime juice, 
take the place of the traditional rice or 
potatoes; substitute broccoli, green

beans or cauliflower for the Brussels 
sprouts, if you prefer. The saffron 
rolls—soft, buttery and golden with 
Spanish saffron—are a wonderful ac- 
companiment to tea or coffee; you'll 
want to make an extra batch and freeze 
for later. 

Most of the dishes can be made all or 
partially in advance to ease the pressure 
on Thanksgiving Day. The turkey 
roasts unstuffed so it cooks more quick- 
ly, freeing the oven for other baking. 

For a grande finale, offer a variety of 
desserts (opposite page, clockwise from 
top left): pifion tile cookies (pine nuts 
take the place of almonds in this Euro- 
pean classic), nutty pralines, coriander 
cake, a citrusy, lighter-than-cheesecake 
lemon pie and a New England-inspired 
Indian pudding. 

What about leftovers? You say you'll 
never eat again, but we bet you won’t be 
able to resist a bowl of cumin-scented 
turkey and rice soup garnished with 
Monterey Jack cheese, cilantro and 
scallions.

WHAT TO SERVE WITH THANKSGIVING DINNE: 


If all that appeared on the Thanksgiv- 
ing table was a simple roast turkey, 
choosing a wine would be easy. The 
wine-matching problems usually come 
with the full-flavored side dishes and 
trimmings—sweet potatoes, cranber- 
ry relish, watermelon rind pickles or 
spicy Southwestern-style dishes (fea- 





tured on pages 107 through 111). In 
fact, if Thanksgiving weren’t the kind 
of celebratory occasion that seems to 
call for raising a glass of wine, beer or 
cider would actually be a more logical 
choice. 

The most harmonious wine for all 
the above is a simple and not-too-sub- 
tle bottling (not a bad idea if you’re 
serving a crowd, too). Fruity wines, 
both red and white, are the best choi- 
ces for traditional turkey dinners. I 
often serve California Gamays (such 
as Sebastiani or Charles Shaw) or 
Beaujolais (such as Georges Duboeuf 
or Louis Jadot). Choose 1983s or 
1984s. These reds are best lightly 
chilled (all are around $5 to $6). To 
emphasize the harvest theme, I like to 
serve weeks-old nouveau versions of 
Gamay or Beaujolais, which are wide- 
ly available from mid-November on. 
Flavorful rosés, such as the 1984 Simi 
Rosé of Cabernet Sauvignon (about 
$6) are excellent, as are fruity Califor- 
nia sparkling wines, such as Korbel 
Blane de Noir (about $13).

1. Preheat oven to 375°. 

2. Spoon thin layer of sauce in bottom of buttered 9-by-13- 
inch rectangular baking dish. 

3. Make 4 layers, arranging ingredients in the following 
order: Noodles, ricotta cheese, spinach, goat cheese, 
sauce, sun-dried tomatoes and fresh herbs. Sprinkle each 
layer lightly with salt and pepper to taste.

THE GENESIS OF FOUR SYNAGOGUES WHOSE NOBLE 
USE AND HISTORIC QUALITY HAVE EARNED 
THEM THE STATUS OF NATIONAL LANDMARKS 





his month of holidays 
includes Hanukkah, 
the festival of lights. 
For Jews the world 
ver, it marks the rededica- 
on of the ancient temple in 
erusalem after Judas Mac- 
abee defeated Antiochus, 
e tyrannical Syrian king. 
ome sundown December 
6th in this year 5746, the 
rst of eight candles will be 
t in the traditional meno- 
h, a candleholder reserved 
clusively for the annual 
lebration of freedom. The 
enorah, a major religious 
mbol, is an integral part of 
e custom whether ob- 
rved at home or in a house 
f worship. And the menorah often 
ares its history with the structure. For 
ample, in America, the earliest syna- 
Ogues represent the countries from 
hich Jewish settlers first emigrated in 
e 1600s: the Dutch colonies, Portugal, 
pain and England. It’s this kind of his- 
ric architecture that provides our coun- 
with examples of diverse cultures. 
onsequently, four American syna- 
gues have been named National His- 
ric Landmarks. With the growing in- 
rest in early American synagogue 
chitecture, it’s likely that more will 
hieve such status in the future. 
Of the four cited by the National 
rust, Touro Synagogue in Newport, 
hode Island, is the oldest. Dedicated in 
1/63, it bears the name of a Dutch set- 
‘jer, Isaac de Touro, and the heritage of 
ephardic Jews from Spain and Portugal 
‘tho founded the community in 1658. 
'\merica’s first architect, Peter Harrison, 
+t the building at an angle to the street 
the congregation faces Jerusalem dur- 
4 services. Adapting to the require- 
ents of Jewish custom while drawing 
'/n pattern books for the detail, he creat- 
da grand yet intimate building of his 
wn invention. In honor of its 200th an- 
iversary, Touro was restored, its rich

architectural details and artifacts provid- 
ing legacies for future generations. 

The second synagogue with landmark 
distinction is actually the oldest in con- 
tinuous use in America. K.K. Beth Elo- 
him in Charleston, South Carolina, was 
dedicated in 1794; however the cupolated 
Georgian structure succumbed to fire in 
1838 and was replaced two years later. 
At that time, an organ was installed, giv- 
ing Beth Elohim the distinction of being 
the first synagogue in this country to 





include instrumental music 
in its services. It is acknowl- 
edged as the birthplace of 
Reform Juadism, the liberal- 
ized ritual having been in- 
troduced here. The land- 
mark structure has inter- 
national distinction also: the 
world’s oldest surviving Re- 
form Synagogue. Often de- 
scribed as one of America’s 
finest examples of Greek 
Revival architecture, the de- 
sign is that of architect C.L. 
Warner. 

Another city to boast a 
landmark house of worship 
is New York where Central 
Synagogue contrasts with 
the high-rise buildings on 
Lexington Ave, and 55th St. The Moor- 
ish Revival building, erected in 1870, was 
designed by Henry Fernbach, the first 
Jew to practice architecture in America. 
The oldest reform congregation in New 
York, it moved from one house to anoth- 
er, then to a church, and finally to its 
present location. Central Synagogue, 
with its Gothic sanctuary, seats more 
than 1,300 people and has reached thou- 
sands more with radio broadcasts of its 
outstanding music programs. 

The fourth landmark, in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, is known as the Isaac M. Wise 
Temple in honor of the founder of Re- 
formed Judaism in this country. (The 
word Temple, since the end of the 19th 
century, was adopted by the more liberal 
Reform group; whereas Synagogue is as- 
sociated with the Orthodox house of wor- 
ship where men are seated separately 
from women and no musical instruments 
are allowed). Also known as the Plum 
Street Temple, this 1865 landmark is 
Moorish in style, designed by James K. 
Wilson who equated its architecture with 
the flowering of Judaic culture in Spain 
during the Middle Ages. As with the 
other three, this landmark is open to the 
public for regular guided tours.

ANTIQUE BASKETS TIE THE TRADITION OF HANDCRAFTMANSHIP 
TO THE TRADITION OF CHRISTMAS GIVING 


hen it comes to a 
one-of-a-kind 
Christmas gift for a 
one-of-a-kind per- 
son, few things rival an an- 
tique American basket. For 
one thing, it is a gift you can 
give with pride without feel- 
ing compelled to wrap it up 
or fill it. Because, when it 
comes right down to it, old 
baskets are never really 
empty. History and heritage 
are woven right in—these 
humble artifacts contain and 
preserve our rich melting- 
pot culture. Made by hand 
(often by the person who 
used it in everyday life), every collectible 
basket is unique because it is automati- 
cally imbued with the spirit and charac- 
ter of its maker. Like fingerprints and 
snowflakes, no two are exactly alike. As 
Christmas presents they tie the tradition 
of giving to the tradition of handcrafts- 
manship, allowing us to celebrate our na- 
tional heritage along with a holiday. 
Baskets may have been utilitarian ob- 
jects in the past but that doesn’t mean 
they still have to earn their keep to hold a 
place in our hearts or our homes. Today 
they can be appreciated for their own 
beauty and valued for their individual 
attributes. Displayed on shelves or on the 
mantel, hung on a wall or from the 
rafters or a coat tree or hat rack, or used 
as a centerpiece on a table, old baskets 
now have stand-alone status. Put the 
houseplants and magazines in inexpen- 
sive new baskets; honor the old ones for 
their enriching charm, humble origins

which you live. Or search out baskets of 
ethnic origin. English, Dutch, Scandina- 
vian and German settlers, among others, 
brought their old-country baskets and 
basket-making techniques with them to 
the New World. American Indian tribes 
each had their own styles of baskets, too. 
For example, New England—probably 
the most lucrative market for collectible 
baskets in the country—offers simple but 
elegant Shaker baskets (most were woven 
over wooden molds, which accounts for 
their characteristic symmetry), and Nan- 
tucket Lightship baskets, with their solid, 
turned-wood bottoms and round or oval 
shapes. In Southeastern Pennsylvania 
there are coiled straw, splint-type or 
“buttocks” baskets made by the descen- 
dants of German settlers. In the South, 
there are big cotton baskets (used for 
cotton) and oak or hickory splint baskets 
or those made of honeysuckle vine or 
willow in an endless variety of shapes. In 
the Midwest, hickory apple baskets from 
Michigan, wide splint baskets from Ilh- 
nois and willow baskets from Iowa's 
Amana Colonies are sought after. 
American Indian baskets include those 
made by the Algonquins, Iroquois, Win-

So then, how do yo 
know what to look for? One short-cou 
method is to ask an expert. Ten minu 
on the telephone with neighborhood 
tiques dealers will inevitably yield a 
of local basket specialists, both collecto 
and dealers. Another way is to bone 
on the subject. Most books on basketry 
are regional in nature, concentrating oné 
single type of basket (Appalachian, sa 
or Pennsylvanian). However, there a 
two good primers on collectible baskets 
both written by Gloria Roth Telecki, é 
leading authority on the subject. They 
are Collecting Traditional American Bas 
ketry and The Baskets of Rural Americt 
($8.95 each, published by E. P. Dutton) 
Chances are, your local library or book 
store will have books on baskets. 
Otherwise, there’s no substitute foi 
looking and touching, training your owt 
eyes and sharpening your instincts. Visi 
your local historical museum and look 
for examples of regional baskets. Atten¢ 
antiques fairs and exhibitions that am 
likely to include a wide range of collect 
ible baskets. Browse through antique 
stores, flea markets and even thrift shopt 
near your home and when you travel 
Another factor that makes baskets coll 
lectible is their relative scarcity. The 


} were made to be used in daily life and, 
| when they were damaged, repairs were 
| seldom attempted. Old ones were simply 
| tossed into the fireplace; new ones were 
| made with materials that were as close as 
the nearest woods or field. 

Except in rare cases, dating an old 
basket is an inexact science at best. It’s 
not uncommon for experts to allow a 50- 
) year latitude in estimating when a given 
|} basket was made. This is because many 
|) basket-making techniques have remained 
| iessentially unchanged for hundreds, even 
|) thousands, of years. Making the matter 
fpeven more complex is the tendency 
/2among some contemporary basket mak- 
| ers to age their wares artificially by bury- 
| ing them in the ground, exposing them to 
+ the elements or treating them with paints 
and dyes. It’s not that they’re out to dupe 
| the consumer; they’re trying to meet a 
|, growing demand for instantly rustic 
‘home accessories. And there’s nothing 
) wrong with that as long as these freshly 
minted reproductions aren’t being mar- 
' keted as antiques. Look for a well-weath- 
ered patina and signs of obvious wear (a 
' worn-down handle or broken or cracked 
' splints). Use a magnifying glass and gent- 
ly pry apart the basket’s woven members 
| to check for accumulations of dirt, debris 
) and color differences in the fibers. 

' Depending on age, condition, origin 
‘and where you find them, collectible 
' American baskets range in price from 
$50 to $350, with many in the $100 to 
$200 range. To be sure, there are bar- 
| gains to be found at ordinary thrift shops, 
second-hand stores and flea markets if 
»,you know what you're looking for. 
As with any collectible, price is a func- 
| tion of both scarcity and condition. Very 
rare baskets can fetch thousands of dol- 
lars, particularly if their history can be 
documented accurately. 

Once you’ve made a purchase, resist 
the temptation to make minor repairs or 
clean it too thoroughly. For most dust 
and dirt, a light vacuuming should be 
sufficient to make the basket presentable. 
Or unless it’s a priceless specimen, you 
may want to give it a quick shower or a 
dip in warm water. If so, towel-dry it 
immediately. Do not soak a basket or use 
household cleaners on it. 

Collectible antique baskets are rich in 
history and laden with charm. The major 
difficulty with buying one as a Christmas 
gift is not in finding it, but in finding the 
Tesolve to give it away.

Mrs. B’s Historic Lanesboro Inn,

In the hamlet of Lanesboro is a small 
plain-looking inn built of native lime-

Christmas with sleigh rides and easygo- 
ing friendliness. Everyone likes to trek 
down to the trail along the Root River 
for cross-country skiing and sledding, 
then back up to Church Hill. 

December 25 is only the beginning of 
the Twelve Days of Christmas celebra- 
tions when the Bratruds serve their spe- 
cial dinners that reflect the ethnic heri- 
tage of Minnesota—Scandinavian, 
American, Old English and German. For 
the Scandinavian meal Mrs. B. imports 
the traditional fish, torske, along with the 
ceremonial aquavit. Tradition also re- 
quires a two-pudding dessert. The En- 
glish supper features wassail, roast beef, 
Yorkshire pudding; the American sup- 
per, corn and bacon soup, and a steamed 
pumpkin pudding. The menu for the 
German supper includes hot borscht, 
roast goose or duck and Sacher torte.

“Tt’s the one time of year when I’m 
nostalgic for my native New England,” 
confesses innkeeper Peter Johnson, ex- 
plaining the 19th-century-mainland at- 
mosphere of Christmas at the John Guild 
Inn on the island of Oahu. A handsome 
blue spruce stands near the fireplace, a 
whistle-blowing electric train circles its 
toy track, and there is a lavish array of 
poinsettias.

n the Caribbean, venturing indoors 
is usually done with great reluc- 
tance. After all, what man-made in- 
terior can rival the brilliance of the 
sky or the seduction of a breeze scented 
by exotic flowers?

A. Kew Blas is the name that was 
used by the Union Glass Compa- 
ny of Somerville, Mass., for their 
art glass line. William S. Blake, 
the superintendent at the factory, 
named the glass probably by rear- 
ranging the letters of his name. 
The company was in operation 
from 1851 to 1924 but made the 
iridescent ware after 1893. The 
glass was usually made in shades 

of green, white or brown. It is 
very similar to other iridescent glasswares of the period. Your

This strange chair is made of some kind of horns. There 
are springs under the seat so you can rock, but the legs of 

the chair do not move. Is this of value or just for fun? 
—A.D., Riverside, Calif. 


A. Horn furniture was an 
ingenious idea of the late 
19th century. Many 
strange pieces were made 
in shapes similar to other 
Victorian furniture. Instead 
of wooden arms and legs, 
curved horns were used. 
The longhorn cattle was 
being slaughtered for meat 
and thousands of the steer 
horns were available in all 
parts of the country. Horn 
pieces were admired by 
those who were reminded 
of the romantic early days 
of the frontier. Even Presi- 
dent Teddy Roosevelt was 
given one as a gift. Pieces were sold to Easterners for use in their 
summer homes or libraries. One skilled horn furniture maker 
was Wenzel Friedrich of San Antonio, Tex. He often inlaid the 
horns with small stars. Your chair, with a star, may have been 
one he made. That, plus the fact that it is a rocker, makes it an 
exceptional piece of horn furniture. The average horn chair sells 
for $1,000. Yours is worth at least $2,000. 





My 12'/,-inch-high pewter pitcher is marked with an eagle 
surrounded by the words Boardman & Co., New York. 

What is its age? Use? Value? 
—D.B., Davenport, Iowa 


A. The Boardmans were well known 
as pewter makers in America in the 
18th and 19th centuries. A family 
member married a Danforth and it is 
said that half of the American pewter 
still existing today was made by some- 
one in the family. The eagle mark on 
your pewter was used from 1825 to 
1827. All of the Boardman pewter 
was made in Hartford, Conn., but the 
name New York was used on pieces 
sold through a New York City shop.

f there’s one time of the 
year when a grand Cham- 
pagne dinner doesn’t seem 
an extravagance, it’s at 
holiday time. It’s a natural for 
New Year’s Eve. Some people 
believe serving Champagne 
throughout a meal was an idea 
thought up by Hollywood or 
perhaps by those who couldn’t 
be bothered to select an appro- 
priate wine for each course. 

Actually, serving Cham- 
pagne from beginning to end 
works’ remarkably well. 
There’s something about the 
palate-tickling bubbles and 
crisp acidity that stands up to 
a wide variety of foods, from 
salty, savory hors d’oeuvres to shell- 
fish to lighter meat dishes and deli- 
cate non-sugary desserts.
